Dear President Creamer and 
Members of City Council: 


Howard R. Higgins submitted a claim on May 21, 
1984, for property damage to his home at 6000 Kyes 
Road in the amount of $660.00. Claimant states that on 
May 7, 1984, a Lansing Police Officer kicked in the 
back door to his home and broke a dining room bench 
attached to the wall. Claimant states that the Lansing 
Police Department was “looking” for his 10 month old 
child. Claimant indicates that LPD had full knowledge 
of the child’s whereabouts because he had informed 
two officers of the child’s whereabouts the night before 
and again called LPD the morning of May 7 to inform 
LPD of the whereabouts of the child. 


Investigations conducted with the Lansing Police 
Department reveals that the Claimant’s wife, Maria 
Higgins, was stopped and arrested for OUIL May 6, 
1984, at approximately 6:09 p.m. She was taken to the 
Lansing Police Department jail. At approximately 
11:40 p.m., Ms. Higgins stated that her 10 month old 
child was left sleeping unattended at their home at 6000 
Kyes Road. Gene Mellen, from Protective Services, 
was contacted. At approximately 10:03 a.m., Monday, 
May 7, the Lansing Police Department was telephoned 
by Mr. Mellen requesting assistance at 6000 Kyes Road 
for a possible unattended 10 month old child. Ms. 
Higgins again indicated to the Monday morning shift 
that the child was left unattended and that her husband 
was out of town. Officer Clickner and Sgt. Vincent 
were dispatched. After being advised of the situation by 
Gene Mellen at the 6000 Kyes residence, all the 
windows and doors were checked and found to be 
locked. Forced entry was gained by breaking into the 
residence through the back door. Officer Clickner 
indicates to this office that in gaining entry to the house 
so it could be determined whether a 10 month old child 
was left unattended, the police officer broke a 2’ x 3” 
window out of the garage and the inside door to the 
house was kicked in, damaging two locks and the door 
casing. 


Lansing Police Department has searched its records 
and cannot refute the fact that two officers were 
informed by Mr. Higgins that he indicated to them that 
he had custody of the 10 month old child. That 
information was not relayed to the next shift or 
Uniform Command. When the call came in to Dispatch 
Monday morning from Protective Services, the officers 
were dispatched immediately and Uniform Command 
or the City Jail was not contacted regarding any 
information they may have had on the whereabouts of 
the 10 month old child. 


Michigan law does not exempt a municipality from 
liability where injury is in the form of a direct trespass. 
The courts have held that the right of an individual to 
occupation and enjoyment of his/her premises is 
exclusive, and public authorities have no more liberty 
to trespass upon them than has private individuals. See 
Robinson v Township of Wyoming, 312 Mich 14, 19 
NW 2nd 469 (1965). Based upon the foregoing facts, the 
Lansing Police Department, although acting promptly 
to what those in decision-making capacities perceived 
to be an emergency, and although in good faith, did 
unwittingly commit a trespass ab initio. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
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that this claim be granted.

Recently, Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service sub- 
mitted a claim in the amount of $278.00. The claimant 
is seeking reimbursement of the cost of ambulance 
incurred by Mercy Ambulance for transportation of an 
individual on October 26, 1984. The Lansing Police 
Department submitted both a police report and a 
narrative prepared by Sgt. Doug Williams regarding 
this matter. The following is a summation of both 
reports. 


On October 25, 1984, in the 3100 block of Maloney 
Street, an individual was arrested for indecent ex- 
posure. Early that morning the defendant was observed 
by Sgt. Doug Williams lying on the floor of his cell. The 
defendant would not respond to Sgt. Williams’ ques- 
tions concerning his welfare and began babbling 
incoherently at the ceiling and striking his chest and 
yelling loudly. 


Sgt. Williams called Lansing Mercy Ambulance to 
transport the defendant to St. Lawrence Hospital for 
treatment. Upon arrival at St. Lawrence Hospital the 
patient was not admitted and the ambulance was 
directed to take the patient to Ingham Medical 
Hospital for commitment. 


According to the Lansing Police Department, the 
Lansing Fire Department was never contacted to 
provide ambulance service and should have been 
contacted. Section 4-303.5 of the Lansing City Charter 
provides that: 


“The department shall maintain and operate such 
ambulance, inhalator and other life saving and 
emergency service as the welfare of the in- 
habitants may require and as the Council may 
direct.” 


Based upon the recommendation of Police Chief 
Richard Gleason, the applicable Lansing Charter 
provision, and the facts as presented in this particular 
case, this office recommends that Lansing Mercy 
Ambulance Service be reimbursed for the sum of 
$278.00.

On October 29, 1984, Linda Eckelbecker submitted a 
claim for reimbursement of a soft contact lens in the 
amount of $40.00. Claimant states that the contact lens 
was damaged when the windows in the Accounting 
office located in the Lansing Police Department were 
frosted with an aerosol spray. Claimant states that she 
was aware of the possible consequences of the aerosol 
spray on her soft contact lenses and therefore, in order 
to avoid any damage to her soft contact lens, claimant 
moved to another office down the hall. However, 
apparently, the fumes of the aerosol spray permeated 
through the hallways into the office in which claimant 
had moved and damaged claimant’s soft contact lens. 


Lt. Jerry Mires indicates that the windows in the 
office were frosted at the Department’s request to 
provide privacy in the Accounting Department. Lt. 
Mires confirmed that the claimant did move into 
another office down the hall to avoid the fumes. 


Court decisions clearly indicate that the City does 
not have legal authority to pay gratuities to its 
employees. Kane v Flint, 342 Mich 74 (1955). The 
Courts have held, on the other hand, that there is no 
legal prohibition for a municipality to reimburse its 
employees for expenses incurred in fulfilling their bona 
fide duties as public employees. See Ware v Battle 
Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918). 


Based upon the above facts, it appears that the 
claimant exercised reasonable precautions to prevent 
damage to her soft contact lens from the fumes of the 
aerosol spray. In addition, the damage occurred while 
the employee was performing her duties in the Lansing 
Police Department. 


Therefore, based upon the recommendation of the 
Lansing Police Department and the facts presented in 
this particular situation, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be granted.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On June 11, 1982, an attorney on behalf of the 
Petitioner, I.C.E. Investors, otherwise known as Arbor 
Arms Apartments, filed a petition with the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal alleging that the property tax assessment 
placed upon the subject property located at 3325 
Bardaville Street was more than 50% of its true cash 
value and therefore was an illegal assessment. The 
Assessor had placed an assessment upon the subject 
property of $374,100 for 1982. The Petitioner alleged 
that the assessment on the subject property should be 
no greater than $271,542 for 1982. Subsequently, the 
Petitioner amended its petition to include 1983 and 
1984 assessments. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a 
counsel conference was held in the City Assessor’s 
Office with the Petitioner and its attorney. Information 
and numerous documents were exchanged between the 
parties. Subsequently, a prehearing conference in front 
of the Michigan Tax Tribunal took place. At the 
prehearing conference, further information was ex- 
changed between the City and the Petitioner and a 
tentative settlement was reached. 


The tentative settlement proposes that the assess- 
ment on the subject property be reduced to $344,200 for 
1982 and 1983. In addition, the tentative settlement 
proposes that the assessment be reduced to $355,400 
for 1984. This tentative settlement is based upon the 
high vacancy rates for the years in question and the 
substantial amount of deferred maintenance which 
exists on the subject property. 


Based upon the factors identified above, the recom- 
mendation of the City Assessor, the de minimis amount 
which this tentative settlement entails, and the uncer- 
tainty of outcome if this matter is litigated, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the tentative settle- 
ment as set forth above be approved by City Council.

The City of Lansing entered into a contract with 
Watertite Concrete Systems on June 25, 1980, in the 
amount of $354,840 for renovation work on three city- 
owned parking garages located in downtown Lansing. 
Watertite commenced work on the three garages 
pursuant to the terms of the contract some time in July, 
1980. Specifically, the contract required Watertite 
Concrete Systems to provide all materials, labor, and 
equipment required for the renovation of the North 
Capitol Garage, South Capitol Garage, and the South 
Grand Garage. Among the work items included in the 
contract which Watertite Concrete Systems, Inc. was to 
perform was the repair of spalled concrete on the 
ceiling, beams, columns, walls, and floors of the three 
parking garages. Apparently, on July 31, 1980, a 
contract was entered into by Watertite Concrete Systems 
and a subcontractor, Hanna, Zabriskie, & Daron, Inc. 
The contract contemplated that Hanna, Zabriskie, & 
Daron was to perform the aforementioned items 
concerning repair of spalled concrete which was con- 
tained in the contract between the City of Lansing and 
Watertite Concrete Systems, Inc. 


Pursuant to the written contract between the City 
and Watertite, the City was to pay Watertite the sum of 
$20.00 per square foot when it came to the work items 
involving the repair of spalled concrete. Apparently, 
Watertite and Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron agreed, 
without the City’s knowledge, to perform work items 
involving the repair of spalled concrete at the rate of 
$18.40 per square foot up to approximately 500 square 
feet. After Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron had repaired the 
500 square feet of spalled concerete, the contract 
provided that Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron was to bill 
Watertite on a time and material basis. 


Based upon the bill submitted to the City by 
Watertite for work performed by Hanna, Zabriskie & 
Daron at the rate of $20.00 per square foot, the City 
owes Watertite the sum of $19,280.80. Apparently, the 
bill Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron sent to Watertite for 
work performed for Watertite on the three city parking 
garages on the terms set forth in the contract between 
Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron and Watertite totalled 
$95,022.01. The City has attempted to pay the $19,280.80 
to Watertite for work performed by Hanna, Zabriskie 
& Daron since January, 1981, but Watertite has refused 
to accept the City’s check because Hanna, Zabriskie & 
Daron will not release them until the full $95,022.01 has 
been paid. 


Subsequently, in September, 1981 Hanna, Zabriskie 
& Daron filed suit against Watertite in Ingham County 
Circuit Court in an attempt to collect the $95,022.01. 
Watertite in turn filed a cross-complaint against the 
City of Lansing claiming that any monies which 
Watertite was obligated to pay Hanna, Zabriskie & 
Daron in excess of $19,280.80 should be paid by the 
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City because of the alleged defective contract specifi- 
cations and the benefit the City received from Hanna, 
Zabriskie & Daron’s work on the City garages. Hanna, 
Zabriskie & Daron amended its complaint and asked 
for damages in excess of $135,000. 


Numerous depositions were held by the City, Water- 
tite, and Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron and subsequently, 
pursuant to Judge Brown’s Order, this matter was 
referred to mediation. The mediation hearing took 
place on Tuesday, January 8, 1985 and the recom- 
mendation of the mediation panel was that the City was 
obligated to pay Watertite Systems, Inc. for work 
performed by Hanna, Zabriskie & Daron no more than 
the sum of $25,000. The sum of $25,000 would include 
all interest, court costs, and attorney fees. 


Pursuant to GCR 316, each party must file a written 
acceptance or rejection of the panel's evaluation with 
the Mediation Clerk within twenty days after the 
mailing of the panel’s evaluation. Therefor, this office is 
requesting authorization to accept the Mediation Panel’s 
evaluation if this office determines it to be in the City’s 
best interest.

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


It is my task this evening to present you and to the 
people of Lansing, my fourth annual State of the City 
Message. 


As you know, I am required by the Lansing City 
Charter to prepare and to present this message at the 
start of each year. But tonight’s address represents 
more than a required task. I consider it a true honor 
and privilege to be able to appear before our mutual 
constituents—the people of Lansing—and to share 
with them our City’s recent accomplishments and some 
visions for the future. 


I would begin this evening by saying two things: 


First, the people of Lansing and our City government 
are emerging from a period of serious economic 
difficulty. It is true that in recent years Lansing has 
consistently enjoyed one of the lowest unemployment 
rates of any city in Michigan, but that is of small 
comfort to the people who are in fact unemployed. 


And, although the deep economic recession of the early 
80's may be over, serious problems remain. 


We still have too many Lansing residents who are 
unemployed or underemployed. Too many are still 
without adequate food, shelter, and clothing. Though | 
strike a note of optimism and accomplishment this 
evening, we should remain mindful of the sincere needs 
of many of our fellow citizens, and we should continue 
to strive mightily for the creation of additional jobs for 


our residents. 


Second, I want to highlight a theme of previous 
messages—indeed a theme of my Mayoral administra- 
tion: that of cooperation. We have made considerable 
progress over the past three years, and that progress has 
come about because of an improved spirit of cooperation 
in Lansing and mid-Michigan. 


lam proud of the positive way that Councilmembers 
and J and others in City Hall have worked together ina 
spirit of cooperation not previously enjoyed for at least 
a decade. | am pledged to continue the effort, especially 
inthis campaign year. It is critical that all encumbants 
seeking re-election or other elective positions keep the 
will and welfare of the people uppermost in their minds 
as they make their respective campaign tactical 
decisions. 


1 also am pleased that we have been able to forge 
other strong relationships—with Governor James J. 
Blanchard, Legislators, and state agencies; with Ingham 
County and other local governments; with Michigan 
State University, Lansing Community College, Cooley 
Law School, Davenport College, the Lansing School 
District, and other educational institutions; with reli- 
gious and cultural groups; with business and labor 
representatives; and—most importantly—with neigh- 
borhood and community groups. 


I believe strongly that continued progress in Lansing 
will come through continued cooperation and a 
perpetual open-door between City Hall and the people 
we are elected to serve. 


1984 was the 125th birthday of our incorporation as 
acity. It is my purpose this evening to summarize some 
of the accomplishments of that anniversary year. I also 
will re-emphasize our shared priorities as we look toa 
stronger future for our City and people. 


1984 STATE OF THE CITY 


Our City Charter mandates that I include a discussion 
of the City’s financial condition as a part of my 
message. Let me begin with that this evening. 


Financial Condition of the City of Lansing 


After three years of recession our area has begun to 
benefit from an improving economy. This primarily is 
due to a resurgence of the American auto industry. In 
Lansing the resurgence is reflected in the strong 
performance of our own Oldsmobile and Fisher Body 
operations and the Motor Wheel Corporation. 


As a result, we are starting to see improvements in 
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our City income taxes. In this fiscal year we are 
anticipating $600,000 more in income tax revenues 
than was projected. We also expect improvement in 
State sales and business taxes—which will mean 
improved State support for Lansing. It would appear 
that we shall receive $800,000 more than anticipated 
from the State during this fiscal year. Our Finance 
Director advises me that indications are that economic 
growth will continue at least through 1985. 


Budget restraint has been the order of business in 
City government over the past three years. As withany 
business budget or family budget, we have tightened 
our belts rather than simply raising taxes. This has 
resulted in a deferment of some capital improvement, 
maintenance, and operating expenditures. However, 
we also have made City Hall more efficient through an 
effort to control staff and other expenditures. 


I remain committed to governmental consolidation 
and efficiencies wherever possible. However, I believe 
that the improving economy will enable us to address 
additional needs beginning in 1985. I am hopeful that 
during our upcoming budget process we will be able to 
further strengthen our emphasis on public safety, 
recreation, streets, and other important programs. It is 
also important that we strengthen the City’s Reserve 
and Stabilization Fund—which has fallen to an un- 
desirably low level. This year we budgeted $500,000 in 
this fund, I want to see us budget at least $1,000,000 in 
the upcoming budget. 


In the past fiscal year, then, we had acombination of 
tight expenditure control and an improving economy. 
This resulted in a slight excess of revenues over 
expenditures, for the first time in several years. 


Current revenues and expenditures appear to be 
within budget. I can, thus, estimate that our revenues 
will again equal or exceed expenditures—by a modest 
amount—in the current fiscal year. 


I give you cause for cautious optimism regarding our 
financial condition. However, in the longer term we 
remain captive to national fiscal trends and policies. 
We must, therefor, consider the uncertainties relating 
to the federal deficit and to changes in the tax structure. 


Unfortunately, after attending the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors’ Legislative Session in Washington, D.C. 
recently, I have the distinct impression that many 
people within the Reagan Administration and within 
the Congress are preparing to place the burden of the 
Federal deficit on the backs of our cities. We could 
experience substantial cutbacks because of the sudden 
interest in fiscal responsibility. 


Because of this uncertainty, it is clear that we need to 
continue to work together to strengthen and diversify 
our local economic base. In this way, we will insure 
Lansing’s long-term financial stability. 


Priorities for Lansing’s City Government 


Henry Clay stated in 1829 that “Government is a 
trust, and the officers of the government are trustees; 
and both are created for the benefit of the people.” So it 
is that the people of Lansing have entrusted us to 
provide them with a variety of local services—at the 
lowest possible rate of taxation. 


Over the past several years I have discussed Lansing 
and its government with a wide range of people and 
groups. I have been especially interested in hearing 
what people—Lansing people—have had to say about 
their government and how it should operate. 


As the Mayor—that is, as our City’s chief trustee of 
the people—I have been especially concerned that we 
set priorities that will meet the needs of Lansing 
residents. 


Following is a discussion of our continuing priorities 


JANUARY 28, 1985 


as I interpret them. I will, of course, be pleased to hear 
comments regarding these from any City resident. 


Priority: A Low Lansing Tax Rate 


When it comes to taxes and spending, I have two firm 
beliefs: first, that government ought to be operated as 
efficiently and inexpensively as possible and, second, 
that it ought to operate on a “pay-as-you-go” basis 
rather than go into debt. 


As a result, 1 have not recommended any general 
property or income tax rate increase since | took office 
in January, 1982. 


One of the effects of our stable, low tax rate has been 
a reduction in the size of our City workforce. Through 
attrition we have reduced 122 employee positions and 
added thirteen for a net reduction of 109. 


We also have made several re-organizations and 
other efficiencies in City Hall over the past three years. 
As examples, we have made improvements in the areas 
of planning and municipal development, personnel and 
labor relations, treasury, and income tax. | also have 
made changes in the Mayor’s office in order to save 
money. Taken together, the changes we have made 
have enable us to provide a high quality of essential 
services to Lansing residents. We have even been able 
to maintain a number of services that many other cities 
have dropped in recent years. 


During 1985, 1 will not recommend a general 
property or income tax rate increase. I will continue to 
work to make our government more cost-effective. 


Priority: Upgrading Lansing Neighborhoods 


Nearly every service that the City provides is designed— 
in one way or another—to upgrade Lansing’s neighbor- 
hoods. Effective police protection, fire protection, 
street and sewer maintenance, park improvements and 
the creation of new jobs all work together for the 
improvement of neighborhoods. 


In recent years we have begun several things designed 
specifically for neighborhood improvement. As exam- 
ples, we adopted a comprehensive zoning ordinance as 
a tool for protecting neighborhoods, and we estab- 
lished a new housing and code enforcement task force 
to better coordinate City agencies that are involved in 
inspection activities. The cross-training of inspectors is 
proceeding. 


We have also revised our Community Development 
Block Grant Program’s citizen participation plan in 
order to encourage broader and earlier participation by 
our residents. We have seen the Neighborhood Watch 
Program grow to 135 groups serving 13,000 households. 


In terms of new initiatives, we established an Historic 
District Ordinance and Commission as a way of 
preserving and revitalizing our older neighborhoods 
through economic incentives. We also established a 
community energy management program to impact the 
rising heating costs in our neighborhoods. 


Let us work together in 1985 to insure that these new 
initiatives are working properly for the improvement of 
our neighborhoods. We have no greater task before us. 


Priority: Human Services 


We should all be pleased that the Nation’s economy 
has improved. I am especially pleased that Lansing’s 
economic health is looking fairly strong. 


However, there are many people in our community 
who have serious unmet needs. For example, needs for 
food assistance remain high. So, too, are needs for help 
with utility bills and emergency shelter in this cold 
winter. 


1 am proud of the compassionate ways that Lansing 
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people have responded to needs of our less fortunate 
citizens. Our people have selflessly offered their time, 
talents, and money. Many residents have displayed a 
true spirit of Judeo-Christian compassion and love. 


As one example of our caring, ] point to the success 
of the United Way Campaign among City Hall em- 
ployees. During 1984 we made 110%. of our goal 
$30,677 compared to $25,893 in 1983 and $19,603 in 
1982. 


Within our own City Budget in the past three years, 
we have continued to strengthen our commitment to 
human service agencies at the very time when their 
other funding sources have been seriously depleted or 
completely removed. I am proud of the fact that we 
now provide a substantial percentage of several agencies’ 
budgets. Without our expanded commitment, several 
of these agencies might have closed their doors. 


Our human service needs remind me of something 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt said: “Better the 
occasional faults of a government that lives in a spirit of 
charity than the consistent omissions of a government 
frozen in the ice of its own indifference.” 


I know that Lansing people care about others. We 
have proven it. I will work with you to prove it 
throughout my term of office. 


Priority: Recreation and Culture 


Lansing people have long been leaders in cultural 
and recreational activities. In the past several years 
especially, we have seen new cultural and recreational 
activities in our downtown, along our Riverfront. and 
in our neighborhoods. 


1 am especially proud of the improvements voted 
on by the people of Lansing—that have been planned 
for Potter Park. During 1985, we will begin a six 
million dollar expansion and improvement of the park 
and zoo. This improvement was initiated by a Lansing 
citizens’ group—The Friends fo the Zoo Society. | 
congratulate them for their work. 


In 1984, the Legislature bagan a program to support 
City cultural activities. One result: new state funding 
for several of Lansing’s excellent cultural activities 
including Impression 5 Museum, BoarsHead Theater, 
Lansing Symphony Orchestra, R.E. Olds Museum, 
Lansing Art Gallery, Opera Company of Mid-Michigan, 
and the Arts Council Center. Thank you for approving 
my recommendations with very few changes. 


We are fortunate in Lansing to have many other 
City-supported cultural and recreational activities. 
These include neighborhood arts and recreational 
activities for persons of all ages; an art festival; ethnic 
festivals; athletic events and tournaments; the Dodge 
Mansion for special events; the Haze-Cooley House for 
women’s historical studies; a Riverfest; and many other 
activities. 


We are continuing to expand our work in inter- 
national relations for the purpose of cultural exchanges 
as well as mutual economic development benefits. | am 
referring to our sister city relationships with Otsu, 
Japan. A delegation from the Mayor and Council of 
Otsu visited us during our 125th birthday in May. A 
larger delegation stayed here for a week in August. It 
will be our turn for Lansing residents to visit Otsu this 
coming summer. Seventy-six L.C.C. students have 
spent months in Otsu working on the sternwheel 
steamer “Michigan” on Lake Biwa and gaining L.C.C. 
credits in classes on Japanese history, culture, and 
language. Many Japanese students are now beginning 
to come to the U.S. in order to study at L.C.C, 
Currently, 1 am working on the establishment of sister 
city relationships in three other countries. 


Lansing’s 125th Birthday. As I have already men- 
tioned, 1984 was the 125th birthday of the incorpor- 
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ation of the City of Lansing. On May 26, we held a 
large, colorful parade that wound its way from the 
Oldsmobile parking lot through our downtown. 


Priority: Jobs Creation and Economic Development 


As I stated earlier, we are fortunate to be part of an 
economic revitalization. We must, however, continue 
to work together to diversify and modernize our mid- 
Michigan economy in order to realize long-term 
economic gains. 


We already are making significant progress toward 
this goal. 


As examples, a variety of expansion projects are 
underway in our downtown area and elsewhere in the 
City. These include the 100 Block office building and 
proposed hotel and exhibition hall, the Knapp's 
Center, the Atrium Project in the former Michigan 
Theater, the Poxson Building, the conversion of the 
Penney’s store to the Cooley Law School Library, and 
the total renovation of the Davenport Building. 


We can point with pride to such important projects 
as the new Motor Wheel headquarters and research 
facility, the Hannah Research Park, the Meijer’s 
Distribution Center, the Michigan Bio-Technology 
Institute, and the Federal Super Flight Service Center 
at Capital City Airport. We have seen significant 
investment in Lansing and in our region by General 
Motors. 


l thank many local business, civic, and labor leaders; 
the Chamber of Commerce; area legislators, County 
Commissioners, and other governmental leaders; univer- 
sity officials and other educators; and Councilmembers 
and department heads for pulling together to make 
these--and many other— job projects come to fruition. 
This affirms my belief that we can make the greatest 
progress by working cooperatively together ay a region, 
public and private sectors working as a team. 


Priority: Affirmative Action and Personnel Improve- 
ments 


As you may recall, prior to the 1983 Fiscal Year. the 
City’s affirmative action program was less than 
commendable. As aresult of this record, | established a 
Citizens’ Advisory Commission on Affirmative Action. 
| had already established Mayor's committees for 
Blacks, Hispanics, and Handicappers. 


These groups and other individuals have worked 
closely with me. In addition, | hired a new Personnel 
Director in 1983, and I involved myself personally in 
City hiring practices. 


As a result of these actions, we have madc tre- 
mendous progress in affirmative action. For example, 
in the 1984 fiscal year, the City hired 34 new persons 
including 12 minorities. This means that in a period of 
one year we went from a 5% minority hiring to a 35% 
minority hiring recerd. We also hired the first two 
female firefighters in the history of the City. 


More recently we have initiated work on a compre- 
hensive affirmative action plan of a scope and quality 
never before attempted by our City government. | also 
am working with citizens’ groups --including the new 
Coalition for Community Concerns— to improve City 
retention and promotion of minorities. 


| am pleased with the City’s recent affirmative action 
record. ] know that we are making genuine progress in 
this area and are on the way to making Lansing a true 
equal opportunity employer. 


Our Personnel and Training Department was in- 
volved in several other significant activities last year. 
For example, the Department developed a much 
needed set of comprehensive Personnel Rules for six 
employee groups. These provide consistent and equi- 
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table application of the rules and fringe benefits which 
govern the employment relationship between the City 
and its non-bargaining unit employees. This effort 
represents the first major revision to our Personnel 
Rules since the 1950's. 


Priority: Public Safety and Essential Services 


The written report that I submit to Council this 
evening includes a section titled “City Activities.” As 
you read through these many activities you will be 
impressed at the quantity and quality of services we 
provide to Lansing citizens. 


I will make a formal presentation of City activities at 
next week’s Council meeting. These activities include 
police and fire protection; public services such as road 
and sewer maintenance, wastewater treatment, refuse 
pick-up, parking and snow removal; human services 
including food, shelter, and clothing provision; develop- 
ment and building safety services; parks, recreation, 
and cultural activities; housing opportunities; eco- 
nomic development assistance; emergency planning 
and assistance; and civic center operation. 


Our staff also provides necessary support in the areas 
of finance and budget preparation; personnel and 
training; city planning; labor relations; purchasing; 
administrative services; law; human relations services; 
amd clerk-elections assistance. 


Several aspects of our services deserve special dis- 
cussion this evening: 


Public Safety. 1 am proud of our Police and Fire 
Departments. Both provide excellent service to the 
people of Lansing. I have the highest respect and regard 
for our police officers and firefighters who provide us 
with excellent protection twenty-four hours a day, 
seven days a week, in all kinds of weather, and in all 
kinds of dangerous and heart-rending situations. They 
serve with dedication and sacrifice. As has been 
reported, our incidence of serious crimes was reduced 
in 1984 by 8% in spite of a serious increase in homicides. 
At the same time, the number of calls received by the 
department increased by 8%. 


In the past year we undertook a consultants’ study of 
our Police Department—not to repudiate it or its 
officers, but in order to continually modernize and 
improve its operation. 


The study’s authors have made several recommenda- 
tions to improve our Police Department. These include: 


- that we better define the role of the Department in 
increasing the risk to criminals of being appre- 
hended; 


- that we better staff our patrol force during times 
when criminal activity is the highest; and 


- that we improve our rank structure and promotion 
of supervisors. 


I remain confident that we can work together to 
further improve our important police protection 
services. 


Our Fire Department experienced 7,469 ambulance 
runs in 1984, which represents a ten percent increase 
over 1983. The department also answered 4,649 fire 
alarms, a thirteen percent increase. 


Improving City Streets. One of my priorities as Mayor 
has been to improve Lansing streets and roads. We 
have made real progress in this area—in fact, we 
currently are spending $4,416,432 on road construction, 
re-construction, and other improvements. Last year 
that figure was $2.5 million. 


During 1984, we completed a major street project 
when we opened the Lansing General Hospital access 
road. It appeared to be a dead issue when I became 
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Mayor. This new road has done much to alleviate 
neighborhood traffic problems near the hospital. We 
also completed some eighteen miles of road re- 
surfacing including portions of Pleasant Grove Road, 
Holmes Road, South Cedar Street, West St. Joseph, 
Mt. Hope, and Willow, just to name a few. 


Altogether in the 1984 construction season, we had 
$18 million worth of projects going on including sewer 
spearations, street re-surfacing and repair, curb and 
gutter repair and replacement, and sidewalk replace- 
ment. These contracts provided 900 jobs for con- 
struction workers who might otherwise have been 
unemployed. Partly as a result of these improvements, 
— and sewer complaints have been reduced by over 

‘0. 


Wastewater Treatment. One of our most important 
City tasks is to provide an efficient system of waste- 
water collection and treatment. We have a long history 
of excellence in this area and our Public Service 
Department is one of the nation’s finest. 


Environmental standards, advancing technologies, 
and new demands on our system mean that it must 
continually be upgraded. Thus in 1983, we initiated a 
$120 million project to remodel our sewage treatment 
plant, renovate our pumping stations, and improve our 
sewage lines. This effort is being paid for through a 
combination of City, State, and Federal funds. 


We made significant progress on this project during 
1984. EPA grants worth some $50 million were received, 
and design and construction work was begun. 


Lansing is a leader! 


Not only have we been maintaining our excellent 
tradition of essential city services, but we have been 
leading the pack in several areas. 


- We are the first city in the State to put together a 
comprehensive pavement management system for 
our Streets. 


- We may be the only city in the State to satisfy fully 
the Section 504 requirements of the Revenue 
Sharing Act pertaining to handicappers. We pre- 
pared a very comprehensive document in order to 
meet the October ! deadline, and other cities have 
since requested our assistance. 


- We have been told by the State Civil Rights 
Commission that our Affirmative Action Program, 
when completed in 1985, will be a pilot program 
for all other Michigan cities. 


- We are the first city in the nation to try to save 
utility costs within our city-owned buildings 
through a shared savings contract with a private 
company. The private sector has used the concepot 
very successfully, but the public sector is just 
beginning to try it; in fact, the State of Michigan is 
using our project as a pilot for other cities. 


- We are one of the first cities in the State to have 
35,000 thermograms taken of our homes and 
businesses. Fifty-one public open houses will be 
held in 1985 by the City of the purpose of 
acquainting interested homeowners and business- 
persons on ways in which they can reduce heating 
costs. 


- We are the first Michigan city and only the tenth 
city in the nation to receive the Government 
Finance Officers Association’s “Distinguished 
Budget Presentation” Award. 


As I meet periodically with other mayors and city 
officials in my capacity as Vice President of the 
Michigan Municipal League, I am always relieved to 
know that our problems are not unique, nor are they 
nearly as serious as in most other cities. ] am also proud 
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nearly as serious as in most other cities. 1 am also proud 
to find out time after time that we are much more 
innovative and creative than many other city govern- 
ments in dealing with those problems. 


We can be proud of our accomplishments in 1984 in 
spite of the pessimists and naysayers; however, this 
brief moment of pride and exhilaration should not 
cause us to become self-satisfied and lethargic but 
instead should be used as a springboard of optimism 
for new action and renewed dedication to those priorities 
which ] have outlined in this message. 


Conclusion 


By way of conclusion this evening, | offer my thanks 
to many people—Councilmembers, City employees, 
and citizens—for a successful 1984. { am particularly 
thankful because | believe Lansing government has 
become more co-operative, more cost-effective, and 
more compassionate. 


I have initiated these activities in keeping with my 
own philosophy of government. | appreciate the tre- 
mendous response by the community to my endeavors 
over the past three years. 


1 look forward to 1985. As we face its challenges 
together, as we listen to our mutual aspirations and 
concerns, and as we share our talents and opportunities, 
I am confident that we will continue to re-inyigorate 
and strengthen our community.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of the City Council: 


The above mentioned claim was received by the City 
Clerk on October 21, 1984 and subsequently forwarded 
to this office for review. The claimant, Helen Grostick, 
seeks replacement of a headstone at Evergreen Cemetery, 
which she claims was damaged as a result of negligence 
by operating heavy equipment near the grave site. 
Claimant alleges that the value of the headstone in 1982 
was $1544. 


The City Parks Department investigated the claim 
and reported to this office as follows. There was a chip 
out of the back side of the stone at sufficient height that 
it would not have been caused by mowing equipment. 
There was a burial on an adjacent grave which resulted 
in damage to the turf, and could also have been the 
cause for the damage to the headstone. There is a 
considerable amount of maneuvering of large equipment 
involved in every burial operation. This includes both 
city owned and operated equipment and that of private 
contractors who are responsible for setting the vault 
and tent. Neither the city crews nor the contractor 
report having caused the damage. In addition, a city 
supervisor was on the site during the times when city 
crews were excavating and/or filling the grave and 
reports that standard precautions were taken by the 
city crews. 


Generally, the operation of heavy equipment for 
grave site preparation is not a governmental function 
for which the city would be granted immunity for 
negligence. Therefore, if the city were negligent in its 
actions, the city would be held liable. 


Based on the above stated facts, there is no evidence 
that City crews caused the damage to the headstone. 
Rather, it appears that any damage that occurred may 
well have been caused by other persons. Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied.

Ms. Williams alleges that on September 17, 
1984 at the entrance to the Motor Wheel Corporation 
headquarters at 4000 Collins Road, her vehicle struck a 
pothole and the impact blew the tire of her vehicle out. 
She has incurred total damages in the amount of $40.79 
due to the incident. 


A review of the reocrds by the City Engineer reveals 
that a complaint was received by the Public Service 
Department on September 18, 1984 that a pothole 
existed on Collins Road. The pothole was repaired by 
10:45 a.m. on September 18, 1984. However, the injury 
occurred on September 17, 1984. Prior to September 
17, 1984, which is the date of the incident, no complaints 
had been reported to Public Service. 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) provides: 


“No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury took place.” 


Based on the facts submitted, it apears that the City 
had no prior notice, actual or constructive, that a defect 
(pothole) existed in that portion of the roadway where 
the injury occurred. The City, having no prior notice, 
owes no legal duty to compensate claimant for her loss.

The claimant alleges that on September 29, 1984, the 
sewer backed-up into their basement causing damage 
to several items stored in their basement. Receipts and 
estimates were included with their claim. 


Information received by this office from the Public 
Service Department reveals that on September 29, 1984 
a report of sewer back-up at 2904 W. Jolly Road was 
reported to that Department. City crews were dispatched 
and found a plugged main was the cause of the back-up. 
The City main was cleaned and the blockage removed. 


Liability on this claim is predicated on whether the 
operation of asewer system is a “governmental function” 
and if not, whether the City was negligent in the 
operation of its sewer system. MCLA 691.1407, MSA 
3.996(107). Several recent court decisions have held 
that the operation and maintenance of asewer system is 
a “governmental function.” Scoit v. City of Detroit, 
107 Mich App 194 (1981); but see Mitts v Village of 
Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 (1984). Generally, sewer 
cases are predicated upon the size and complexity of 
the sewer system and therfore whether whether a 
private company or individual can operate such a 
system. Based upon the size and complexity of the City 
of Lansing’s sewer system, it appears that the operation 
of Lansing’s sewer system is a “governmental function” 
and therefore the City is statutorily immune from tort 
liability for negligence. 


Therefore, based on the above stated facts and the 
applicable law, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

CITY ACTIVITIES IN 1984 


The people who make up City government are 
hardworking and effective. In addition, they are strong 
believers in the people of Lansing. It has been a 
privilege for me to get to know our staff as Mayor. 
Following is a summary—a brief summary—of their 
many 1984 services to the people of Lansing. 


Office of the Mayor 


During 1984, my staff and I continued to provide 
administrative direction to our fifteen departments, 
liaison with the Council, and close communication 
with the public. 


During 1984, my Executive Assistant, Ronald U. 
DeMaagd, resigned in order to take a position with a 
local government consulting firm, Public Sector 

‘Consultants. I currently am involved in a careful 
selection process that has involved about 125 applicants, 
I hope to have a new Assistant shortly. 


Part-time Special Assistant Tom Wilbur continued 
to work with inter-governmental, community and press 
relations. He also participated in several special projects 
including downtown parking. Currently he is recovering 
from a serious automobile accident. 


My Citizen Referral Specialist, Pamala Fowler, 
handled some 2,000 citizen concerns during 1984. 
Recently, I re-organized my office in order to be able to 
hire a part-time Public Affairs Specialist. Jo Ellen 
Flakerty is now working with Lansing’s neighborhood 
associations and groups, the Lansing Housing Com- 
mission, and undertaking special projects. 


Atwoand one-half person secretarial staff—including 
new Executive Secretary Rosemarie Kazenko—con- 
tinued to meet with the public and assist with a wide 
range of duties. My previous Executive Secretary, 
Susan Wager, was promoted to Deputy Director of 
Personnel and Training. Finally, several volunteers 
assisted with special projects—including Floyd Wright 
a and Jo Flaherty with the 125th Birthday 
Parade. 


Following is a discussion of departments and agencies 
in alphabetical order. 


Administrative Services Department 


During 1984, the Department continued to reduce 
administrative and support costs while at the same time 
increasing the efficiency of City operations. Examples: 
Sodium lighting for the City Hall parking area was 
installed, providing more light to enhance security while 
at the same time reducing energy costs by $7,600 
annually; a new classroom was constructed at the Fire 
Department Training Center, thereby enabling the Fire 
Department to retain its state training and certification; 
and twenty City-owned properties were returned to the 
tax rolls. 


In addition, the Fire Department’s garage facility 
was relocated from No. | Fire Station to the new facility 
at 312 N. Cedar Street, consolidating the Central Garage 
Operation and providing safe working facilities for the 
employees, The program to refurbish fire apparatus 
continued with the restoration of No. 9 Engine. 


The Burroughs computer continued to provide 
excellent service, being available 96% of the time and 
affording 14.5 user hours for each single hour of 
operation, Seventy-one requests to update existing 
computer programs were completed as well as new

development of programs and systems for income tax, 
microfilm, and payroll. 


The Operational Services Division reproduced printed 
over 5,800,000 copies in 1984, mailed 740,000 pieces of 
outside mail, and distributed over 70,000 pieces of 
inter-office mail. 


Board of Water and Light 


1984 saw the completion of anew $8.6 million steam 
line to serve the downtown business district. The 18-inch 
line initially will be utilized as a backup to steam 
supplied from the Ottawa Station, thus immediately 
improving reliability of service. Eventually, it will serve 
as the major supplier to the downtown steam district 
and will handle increased demand resulting from the 
new hotel, convention center, and other downtown 
development. 


The Board of Water and Light joined the thirteen 
other municipal utility members of the Michigan 
Public Power Agency in 1984 to conduct a compre- 
hensive study of long-range power requirements. The 
preliminary report concluded that the fourteen utilities 
could save as much as $354 million over the ninteen 
years by looking to each other rather than to investor- 
owned utilities for their power needs. 


Nine of the fourteen MPPA members participating 
in the study currently depend upon investor owned 
utilities for all or part of their power. Five, including 
the Board of Water and Light, supply all of their own 
needs, The study indicated that, except for a short 
period from 1988 to 1992, the five “native generation” 
utilities will have enough excess capacity to serve the 
others, and at a substantial savings to all. The utilities 
who now depend on wholesale purchases from investor- 
owed utilities would pay less for power by buying it 
from native generation municipals. Lansing and the 
other four would realize income by finding a market for 
their excess capacity. The study concluded that the 
Board of Water and Light and its customers could 
make about $3 million per year, or $57 million over the 
length of the project, by selling its excess capacity to 
other MPPA members through 2003. The Board of 
Water and Light is currently meeting with the other 
municipal utilities in an effort to establish sufficient 
interest to proceed with the project. 


For the last two years, the Board of Water and Light 
has joined with others in seeking assistance for people 
faced with winter utility shutoffs. Special envelopes 
inserted in electric bills during December, January and 
February have encouraged Board of Water and Light 
customers to donate to the Energy Bank campaign. 
Customers have responded by contributing more than 
$93,000 to the envelope campaign over the last two years. 
The Board of Water and Light is participating in the 
program this year. 


Earl Brush, General Manager of the Board of Water 
and Light since 1972, retired at the end of 1984, 
completing a career of nearly 40 years in the utility 
industry, the last sixteen with the Board of Water and 
Light. 


City Clerk’s Office 


During 1984, the Clerk’s office issued approximately 
650 City licenses (for gasoline pumps, heating/air 
conditioning, mechanical devices, rubbish, public 
drivers, etc.). Staff also processed 6,500 birth certificates 
and 1,800 death certificates. 


The office conducted three elections in 1984—school 
millage, Primary Election, and the General Presidential 
Election. (Approximately 7,398 persons voted by 
absentee ballot). Some 5,953 persons were newly- 
registered to vote in Lansing. The office worked closely 
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with handicapped people. All but nine of our precincts 
are barrier-free. We will be working on those nine in 
1985. 


The Clerk’s office also assisted with City Council 
meetings and kept minutes of all Council proceedings. 
They have on file all legal documents which are vital to 
the City. 


During 1985, the staff hopes to install computer 
terminals for improved voter registration purposes. 


Civic Center 


Civic Center bookings increased in dollar value 
slightly for 1984-85—-to more than $550,000. Two new 
trade shows have been added: a Home Energy Show 
and a Sports and Travel Show. 


The conversion of the Civic Center parking lot to an 
attended operation has been completed. It is now 
operated successfully by the City’s Transportation 
Division. 

Finance Department 


Increased audit activity by the Treasury/Income Tax 
Division during 1984 generated an additional $166,000 
in income tax revenues and $45,000 in penalties and 
interest from 600 taxpayers failing to file income tax 
returns and not reporting all income subject to the tax. 


The Budget Division received the Government 
Finance Officers Association's “Distinguished Budget 
Presentation” award. This award was the first to a 
Michigan city, and one of the ten awarded nationally 
since the award program was begun. A major goal of 
the Division in the upcoming year is to further improve 
the budget document. 


The Accounting Division again received the “Cer- 
tificate of Conformance” award from the National 
Government Finance Officers Association. This reflects 
continued excellence of financial reporting. 


The Assessor’s Office has maintained a 1.00 equal- 
ization factor on property assessments, reflecting their 
continuing emphasis on uniformity and equity in 
assessment practice. 


The Retirement Boards have recently contracted for 
additional investment management services culminating 
atwo-year program of automating those record keeping 
and evaluation services essential to a more active 
investment program. 


Fire Department 


During 1984, 409 Lansing firefighters attended major 
schools in order to upgrade their skills. Courses 
included handling of hazardous materials, rescues and 
evacuations, water rescues, and stress management. 


During 1983, the Department began a “home 
inspection program.” In 1984, 2,350 Lansing home- 
owners were contacted and 854 homes were inspected. 
As part of this program, the Independent Insurance 
Agents of Greater Lansing donated 288 smoke detectors. 
Local radio and television stations gave $25,000 in free 
public service ads to promote the inspection program. 


Also in 1984, three inflatable water rescue rafts were 
put into service and pre-fire planning of the City’s 
commercial and government buildings was started. 


Finally, a “ride along” program for Explorer Scouts 
was begun; three of Scouting’s highest awards were 
given to Fire Department members; twenty “Apprecia- 
tion Awards” were given to concerned citizens; and 
Pope John Paul, II gave the Department an Apostolic 
Blessing. 


Human Relations Department 
On January 13, 1984, the Department hosted a third 
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annual City memorial of Martin Luther King, Jr.’s 
birthday. It was held in Council Chambers. I participated 
along with Councilmembers, Reverend Lester Stone, 
and an over-flow crowd. 


During 1984, the Department received 1,234 “Rapid 
Charge” petitions—up from 753 received in 1983. 
These allow immediate relief for the charging party. 
The Department also continued to work with the 
Michigan Department of Civil Rights to resolved 
individual complaints. 


The Department initiated a series in The State Journal 
calle¢ “Your Civil Rights”. This has since been expanded 
to a city-wide project and is now coordinated by my 
office under the title “Your City Hall” 


In 1984, I designated the Department to work to 
provide equal access to handicappers. A transitional 
plan was developed and adopted in accordance with 
Section 504 of the Federal Rehabilitation Act of 1973. 
The Department also worked with the Personnel 
Department to develop a comprehensive Sexual 
Harrassment Policy and Procedures for City employees. 


Finally, the Department obtained a Telecommuni- 
cation Device for the Deaf (TDD). This will aid persons 
with hearing impairments who need some form of City 
or other public assistance. 


Human Resources Department 


During 1984, the Department contracted $729,632 to 
29 human services, arts - cultural, and other agencies. 
State of Michigan “Equity”funds also will be contracted. 
These City-supported agencies served more than 200,000 
people. 


Services provided included: emergency food, shelter, 
clothing, furniture, and energy aid; rent escrow guaran- 
tees; substance abuse, health and mental health services, 
elderly homebound meals; delinquency prevention and 
diversion; ex-offender rehabilitation; counseling; hand- 
icapper services; day care; recreation and culture; 
safety programs; convention promotion; rail service; 
and employment assistance. 


The Department and the Food Bank coordinated 
$150,000 in emergency grants for food, shelter, and 
energy. Involved agencies included: YMCA, Volunteers 
of America, Loaves and Fishes, Salvation Army, St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, Cristo Rey, Red Cross, Food 
Bank, Council Against Domestic Assault, Housing 
Assistance Foundation, Community Services and 
Referral Center, and Economic Crisis Center. 


The Department was involved in a variety of studies 
or assisting activities. As examples, staff participated in 
creating a “Chemical People” project; coordinated 
substance abuse programs with the Lansing School 
District and other service providers; helped establish an 
adolescent health center with Ingham County; helped 
study youth problems; coordinated grants for youth 
needs; and coordinated grants and services for food, 
clothing and shelter. Staff also assisted several cultural 
agencies with their programs. 


Lansing Housing Commission 


The Commission’s new 79-unit scattered-site housing 
development is one-third finished. It is expected to be 
completed by July, 1985. 


The Federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development provided $154,000 for energy conserva- 
tion. Nearly $750,000 has been spent by the Commission 
to increae the energy efficiency of residential homes 
over the past two years. 


The Commission’s Human Services branch has 
increased resident participation in such programs as 
resident councils, nutrition, and recreation. New 
programs in child care and participation are being 
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developed with MSU’s College of Nursing. 


During 1984, the Commission worked with the City’s 
Planning and Municipal Development Department. 
Together the agencies worked on the City’s new Rental 
Rehabilitation Program. The Program assists to provide 
physical renovation and rent subsidy to private homes. 


‘Labor Relations Department 


Created in 1982, the Department continued to define 
and improve the City’s employee relations affiars. 
During 1984, a new bargaining unit—representing 9-1- 
1 Operators—was pe) om by the City. This increased 
to eight the number of City-recognized bargaining units. 


During 1984, the Department and Lansing Indepen- 
dent Em loyees Union formed two joint committees. 
These will enable us to address two mutual concerns: 
(1) employee safety and (2) alcohol and drugs in the 
work place. 


Law Department 


During 1984 the Department continued to experience 
an increase in the issuance of criminal warrants in City 
ordinance enforcement areas, particularly in the areas 
of prostitution and building and zoning code violations. 
The Department assisted efforts to curtail street prosti- 
tution by drafting and successfully defending a city 
ordinance which sets forth mandatory minimum jail 
time and a mandatory minimum fine for offenders 
convicted or pleading guilty to prostitution or solici- 
tation. In addition, the Department implemented a 
Diversion Program which requires qualified first time 
offenders to perform voluntary community service to 
local non-profit agencies. Qualified first time offenders 
provided 12,000 hours of volunteer labor to local non- 
profit agencies and have paid the City $25,000 in fines. 
The Department has continued to prosecute those 
offenders which do not qualify for the Diversion 
Program. I am working with staff to expand the 
Diversion Program to other types of offenses. 


In the area of building and zoning code violations, 
the Department issued over 130 complaints and 
summonses. The Department aggressively pursued 
building and zoning code offenders to improve the 
quality of housing and protect property values. 


The Department increased its support of Labor 
Relations tivities by hiring staff with expertise in 
labor relations and personnel. Such expertise will result 
in increased efficiency and cost savings. 


The Department continued to provide legal advice to 
City officials, draft and review contracts, and represent 
the City in various civil suits. 


Office of Emergency Services 


During 1984, the office reviewed and updated 
emergency plans and procedures in compliance with 
Federal Emergency Management regulations. In addi- 
tion, various levels of command post operations were 
conducted in response to two major fires, three 
barricaded gunman/ hostage situations, | five VIP visits, 
and 20 severe weather watches or warnings. 


The Michigan State Police and Federal Emergency 
Management Agency rated Lansing’s emergency ser- 
vices operations at 93%—considerably above the 38% 
national average. 


Parks and Recreation 


The recreation services in the City of Lansing were 
maintained at a very positive level during 1984. These 
were largely the result of funding in several critical 
areas and the increased involvement of citizen groups. 


Community Involvement. The Department works 
with a large number of active citizen groups. In 1984 
this included the Park Board, established by City 
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Charter, as well as the Washington Mall Advisory 
Board and the Senior Center Advisory Board, both 
established by Ordinance. In addition to these, the 
Department worked closely with the Friends of Fenner 
Arboretum, the Friends of the Zoo Society, the Gier, 
Foster and Kingsley Advisory Boards, the Softbali 
Advisory Board, the Baseball Advisory Board, the 
Scott Center Board, and the Friends of Turner-Dodge. 
In 1984, the Friends of Cooley Gardens was organized 
for the purpose of restoring one of Lansing’s most 
beautiful park areas. In addition, a neighborhood 
group near the 119 Armory Park organized to help the 
Department in making improvements in the area of 
neighborhood play equipment. 


Park Improvements. For over ten years, there had 
not been a program to replace playground equipment 
in the city parks. During 1984, new equipment was 
placed in twenty parks, with eight more funded and 
scheduled for Spring of 1985. In addition, the renovation 
of Hunter Pool and upgrading of lighting at Municipal 
Park and Riverfront Trail were completed. 


Grand Woods Park. During 1984, Grand Woods 
Park, which is located outside of the City, was operated 
by Delta Township under acontract with Lansing. The 
number of days that the park was opened to Lansing 
and Delta Township residents was increased over the 
number of days the park was opened when under City 
management. In addition, pressure on our maintenance 
department and security was lessened, allowing them to 
provide more attention to other City park areas. 


Potter Park. 1984 was truly a big year in our efforts 
to make improvements within Potter Park. In March, 
the Mayor and Council approved the Master Plan for 
Redevelopment as recommended by the Park Board 
and the Friends of the Zoo Society. In June, it was 
decided by the Mayor and Council this item would 
appear as a local issue on the August state-wide 
primary. The request was for bonding authority of 1.5 
million dollars necessary to cover one-fourth of the 
redevelopment cost. The bond issue passed with a 73 
percent “yes” vote. Total attendance at Potter Park 
during 1984 (including periods that vehicle fees were 
not charged) exceeded 300,000. 


Community Relations. In April, 1984, the Depart- 
ment published the first issue of Horizons. This tabloid 
was designed to improve awareness of City services in a 
cost effective manner, The response has been tremen- 
dous. There are approximately 200 activity classes 
listed in each edition. There must be sufficient registra- 
tion in each class in order to pay the cost of the 
instructor and all class materials. All 200 classes listed 
in the Fall 1984 Horizons met this criteria for full 
registration. 


Personnel and Training Department 


During 1984, the Department developed compre- 
hensive Personnel Rules for six groups of employees. 
These provide consistent and equitable application of 
the rules and fringe benefits which govern the employ- 
ment relationship between the City of Lansing and 
non-bargaining unit employees. 


The Department has been actively involved in an 
evaluation of the City Classification Plan. Training in 
the Hay evaluation methods and techniques was pro- 
vided to various City staff persons to ensure effective 
maintenance and implementation of the classification 
system. A Job Content Committee was established to 
review and provide recommendations on reclassification 
requests submitted by employees. Further, a benchmark 
audit of the classification system was initiated and will 
be completed in January, 1985. The results of this audit 
will determine whether a recalibration of the overall 
system is necessary. 


Recruitment efforts were begun to ensure that the 
City's applicant pool represents all protected groups in 
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the Lansing area. This has improved the City’s affir- 
mative action efforts. 


AG.E.D, Program was established with the Lansing 
School District. This program assists our employees to 
pursue their educational training and improves the 
quality of our overall work force. 


The Mayor’s Handicapper Advisory Committee has 
worked with the Department to develop the Handi- 
capper Reasonable Accommodation Policy and a 
policy to assist employees who become handicappers 
while employed with the City. This is a major step 
forward in addressing the needs of Lansing area 
handicappers. 


Anemployee recognition program was instituted to 
honor employees with “25 Years of Service” and to 
honor those employees retiring from the City. Our 
employees provide a valuable contribution to the 
people of Lansing and the recognition program is a 
means to express our appreciation for their outstanding 
service. 


The Department also continues to provide oppor- 
tunities for our employees to participate in seminars, 
noon hour enrichment progrms, and tuition reimburse- 
ment programs. The staff has been heavily involved in 
the coordination of records, benefits, and the routine 
personnel activities generated by a work force of 1,344 
persons. 


Planning and Municipal Development Department 


Significant 1984 accomplishments included the 
development of the LEAN program which is an energy 
conservation program aimed at homeowners and busi- 
nesses; the implementation of a smail business loan 
program which provides up to $50,000 of low interest 
financing to encourage business expansion; the organi- 
zation of the City’s Historic District Commission; the 
marketing of the Poxson property to local developers; 
and the training of the Housing and Zoning Inspectors 
in preparation for the consolidation of Zoning and 
Housing Inspectors into a Code Compliance Team 
aimed at improving the condition of housing in neigh- 
borhoods throughout the city. 


Through continuing minor organizational changes, 
department staff was reduced by four positions through 
attrition. Three of these were in the Community 
Development Program. This process will continue 
when appropriate vacancies occur. 


Other accomplishments include: 


The Building Safety Division issued 5,133 permits 
during 1984 including 1,530 building permits for a total 
value of $41,676,000. This represents a modest increase 
of $2'4 million over the previous year. Major projects 
included the Oldsmobile renovation / expansion for the 
new GM 20 car and construction of the Motor Wheel 
Corporate Headquarters on Collins Road. Field inspec- 
tions pertaining to these permits totalled 15,634 or 
approximately 3,000 more than the previous year. 


Housing Code Compliance activities included 6,000 
housing inspections and 473 multiple dwelling inspec- 
tions. In addition, 2,128 trash violations and 1,756 
violations for weeds and tall grass on individual 
properties were issued. 


in addition, the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
checked over 1,000 motor fuel pump devices and 
almost 19,000 prepackaged items for accurateness of 
contents. 


The Development Division is charged with the 
responsibility of implementing the Community 
Development Block Grant Program for the City. 
Direct assistance was given to 310 housing units in the 
form of rehabilitation loans, weatherization assistance 
or one of the housing programs of the Michigan State 
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Housing Development Authority. In addition, 22 
substandard housing units were purchased in Phase I] 
of the Capitol Commons. Twenty vacant lots were sold 
to adjoining property owners in the neighborhood 
development areas. 


The Division completed the implementation of almost 
$800,000 in Jobs Bill projects ranging from the YWCA, 
Impression 5 Museum, to curb and gutter, and street 
resurfacing in the Community Development Target 
neighborhoods. 


The Planning Division completed a Master Plan 
revision for the Cherry Hill neighborhood, initiated a 
revision to the River Island Plan, and began preparation 
of a detailed plan for the Green Oaks neighborhood. 
The division processed 33 rezoning applications, 7 
subdivision plats, 55 cases for the Board of Zoning 
Appeals, 31 front yard parking petitions, 6 foster care 
facility analyses, and 46 requests for lot splits. Three 
thousand zoning inspections were made and 700 front 
yard parking violation tickets issued. In addition, over 
11,500 requests were received for zoning information. 


The Division processed the final environmental 
impact statement for Edgewood Blvd. and completed 
the transportation system management study for Logan 
Street. In addition, over 40 tax abatement reviews were 
completed. Considerable time was spent implementing 
the LEAN Program which is aimed at encouraging 
homeowners and smail businesses in Lansing to conserve 
energy through improvements to their buildings. The 
Historic District Commission was organized and is 
supported by the Division. 


The Grants Office continued the on-going responsi- 
bility of searching for new funds and tracking the funds 
already received through the many places to completion. 
One of the several projects is the Hiking/ Biking path 
along the river, 


Police Department 


The Department worked during 1984 to implement 
crime reduction programs and to apprehend criminals. 
Part I crimes for 1984 decreased by 8% as compared to 
1983. The most significant reductions occurred in 
robbery, burglary, and larceny offenses. 


Uniform Division. Officers responded to 70,013 calls 
for service—an 8% increase over 1983. 


As of December 1, 1,090 O.U.1.L. (drunk driving) 
arrests were made—as compared to 778 arrests in 1983. 
The Department initiated an audio-visual recording 
program of O.U.1.L. arrests on December 29. The 
testing includes three standardized sobriety tests which 
can be used as evidence in court proceedings. 


Five officers began working in anew Crime Suppres- 
sion Unit. These officers are assigned to specific pasts 
of the City based on crime analyses. The unit adds a 
new dimension of flexibility in ability to shift resources 
to high-crime areas. 


A new warrant program employs four officers to 
locate persons with outstanding felony warrants—-and 
thereby decrease at-large felons. 


Administrative Support Division. The Planning and 
Research Unit worked to improve crime analyses. This 
assisted the Department to better deploy resources to 
high crime areas. 


The Division also emphasized personnel recruitment, 
selection, and training—particularly minority recruit- 
ment and training. 


Investigation Division. Several new programs were 
begun in 1984. A robbery specialist team to reduce 
duplication was created; an investigator was trained to 
handle unique Gypsy crimes; a polygraph operator 
underwent field study, and an investigator began the 
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task of composite drawing artist. 


Central Records Division. The Neighborhood Watch 
Program has grown to 135 groups serving 13,349 
households. Message machines are used to inform 
Watch groups. 


Criminal justice programs are now presented in 
junior and senior high schools. They have two goals: 
(1) to explain the criminal justice system, and (2) to 
establish better rapport with the students. The Officer 
Friendly Program contacted 12,000 children with infor- 
mation regarding stranger danger, pedestrian safety, 
and child abuse and neglect. 


The Crime Scene Investigation Unit was reduced to 
four officers from six—to place the unit under one 
Command and improve efficiency. Two officers were 
transferred to the Uniform Patrol allowing for more 
patrol time. 


Law Enforcement Management System, The Law 
Enforcement Management System has helped stream- 
line Departmental information flows and has pinpointed 
data inconsistencies and inefficiencies. This improved 
information has helped in several successful investiga- 
tions. It also has helped to monitor Department 
workloads and effectiveness. 


During 1985 the system will be further concentrating 
on the detention facility, traffic tickets and accident 
reports, and personnel timekeeping. This will assist 
effective deployment of officers. 


Criminal Intelligence/ Metro Narcotics. During 1984 
these units were involved with 202 stolen property 
cases, 163 prostitution arrests, 43 fugitive arrests, 142 
narcotic investigations, and 500 intelligence reports. 


Public Service Department 


Engineering Department. During 1984, the Division 
resurfaced eighteen miles of streets and constructed an 
access drive to Lansing General Hospital. A Pavement 
Management System was started to allow the Depart- 
ment to better evaluate the street system and prepare 
alternate strategies for street repair. 


The Division also worked with the Michigan 
Department of Transportation to secure Federal 
funding for reconstruction of the Washington Avenue 
and Cavanaugh Road Bridges and the intersections of 
Mary/ Logan and Jolly/ Aurelius. 


Effort was directed to computer software develop- 
ment. Several projects were completed including 
construction pay accounting program, project sche- 
duling programs, and project monitoring programs. 


Road and sewer construction were revised and work 
was accomplished in the management of utility pave- 
ment cuts. 


Sewer and street complaints data stored inthe City’s 
computer was analyzed and areas of further study were 
identified. Analysis of this data will be used to revise 
maintenance and construction programs and standards. 


Operations and Maintenance Division. This Division 
is responsible for street and sewer maintenance activities. 
Beginning in July, 1982, citizens’ complaints have been 
recorded in the City’s computer. An analysis has 
revealed that the number of complaints received during 
1984 is down 21.7% compared to 1983. The Division 
received 26.8% fewer pothole complaints and 23.1% 
fewer street condition complaints. 


The improvement of the street system is a result of 
improved maintenance techniques, increased efforts, 
and new technology. In areas where potholes tend to be 
a problem, the existing material is removed and new 
material is installed. These spot repairs are called dig 
ups. During the winter months, when the weather is 
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mild, recycled asphalt is used to make base repairs on 
streets that are breaking up severely. After a year of 
testing and study, an improved crackfilling material 
and technique has been found. Crackfilling is an 
important technique for prolonging pavement life by 
keeping water out of the street’s substructure. An 
improved cold patch material has been used for the past 
two winters. This material lasts three times as long as 
the previous material. Skinpatching is a method of 
hand-patching that levels surface imperfections. The 
result is a pavement that rides smoother and drains 
better. 


The Division is also responsible for refuse collection. 
A refuse system survey was conducted in 1983 and 
several changes in operations were implemented. The 
number of collection routes has been reduced from ten 
to nine. This will result in an annual savings of $60,000 
per year. Refuse collection operators have agreed to 
work six of their designated holidays which will 
improve refuse collection. An independent national 
survey of 56 major cities indicates that the Lansing 
Orange Bag System is the second lowest cost per 
resident refuse collection service in the nation. 


Transportation Division. During 1984, the Division 
started a study of the one-way streets in downtown to 
determine if changes can be made to improve the 
circulation of traffic without severely increasing 
congestion. The Division also installed 528 street name 
signs at 184 intersections, made sign repairs at 81 
intersections, installed, repaired or replaced 2,200 
traffic signs, and replaced 430 old stop signs. This will 
improve visibility of the signs and increase safety at the 
intersections. Painting activities included crosswalks, 
stop bars, arrows and “onlys,” and 210 miles of 
Longline pavement markings. The two-phase signal at 
Jolly/ Washington was converted to three-phase 
actuated operation to reduce delay. The program to 
install pedestrian signals on all actuated controllers in 
the City continued. 


Parking Information Signs were installed in nine 
parking lots. The Parking System has continued the 
parking token program which provides shoppers free 
parking. Token use has leveled off at about 3,200 
tokens per month. The merchant validation program 
has been expanded to the new attended facilities which 
came on-line (North Grand Garage and Lot 18). 
Approximately 200 additional on-street meters were 
installed to support the opening of the new State office 
buildings. 


The Division took over the operation of the Civic 
Center parking lot which provided improved parking 
services for activities at the Civic Center, provided 
more parking spaces for the Senior Center operations, 
and increased revenues from the facility. 


Progress has been made on the expansion of the 
North Grand Garage and the possible use of the Jupiter 
site for additional parking. The consultant is currently 
developing construction plans. The Parking System is 
also participating in the development of the parking to 
be constructed in conjunction with the proposed 
Convention/ Exhibition Center. 


The Parking System has improved the conditions of 
three surfact lots (#14, 15, and 17). The third year of the 
preventative maintenance program has been completed. 
The expansion joints were replaced in two parking 
garages along with column repairs in one garage. 


Wastewater Division. During 1984, the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant processed 8,898,150,000 gallons of 
sewage at an average rate of 24.31 million gallons per 
day. This is a decrease of 4.2 million gallons per day. 
The decrease in flow is due to the extremely dry 
summer and fall weather. As a result of the treatment 
process, the palnt generated 8,397 tons of sludge or 
3,863 tons of dry solids. The plant continued to 
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produce a high quality effluent with only four violations 
of the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
Permit effluent limitations. The effluent was in compli- 
ance 99.7% for the year. 


Progress on Phase I of the 201 Facilities Plan 
continues. An EPA Construction Grant was received 
for Segment I, contracts bid, and construction initiated 
in 1984. The Segment contains six contracts totalling 
$11.10 million in construction costs and $1.48 million 
in engineering contracts. Construction should be 
completed in 1985 on most contracts. 


Design was completed on Segment II containing a 
major plant expansion and extensive interceptor sewer 
construction. An EPA Construction Grant of $49.42 
million was received and the bidding process initiated 
in 1984. All bids will be received in early 1985 with 
construction foliowing in late Spring. Total construction 
cost estimate is $65.25 million. This grant represented 
the largest single grant ever received by the City of 
Lansing. 


Design was started on Segment III, the final portion 
of Phase I. Design should be completed in late Spring, 
1985. The segment has an estimated cost of $37 million. 


The Department of Natural Resources approved the 
Sewer System Evaluation Survey and conditionally 
approved the Industrial Pretreatment Program (IPP) 
in 1984. The IPP will be implemented in 1985. 


Purchasing Department 


During 1984, the Department was involved in the 
purchase of some $45 million in goods and services for 
the City. Included were small things such as pencils and 
paper and larger items such as heavy construction 
equipment, trucks and automobiles. 


The Department processed sales of revenue producing 
items by auction and sealed bids of approximately 
$146,000.00 in 1984. 


The Department also doubled its involvement in 
consultant service proposals. Last year it produced 
more bids and quotes than usual for City construction 
projects, 


The Department is currently working with the Law 
Department to institute a standard purchasing proce- 
dure for all City agencies. Staff will work with 
Department heads and clerical staff in a series of 
seminars as soon as this procedure is established. 


The Department is looking forward to several major 
projects in 1985, including the hotel/exhibition com- 
plex, the Potter Park Feline House and Zoo impreve 
ents, several major road and bridge projects, and 
continuation of the Wastewater Treatment system. 
These projects may mean as much as $100 million in 
City purchasing during 1985. 


Mayor McKane introduced his new Executive 
Assistant, Cleophus Boyd, Jr. who is coming here from 
Highland Park, Michigan.

In June, 1984, the Petitioner, Clinton Bank and 
Trust, filed a petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that the 1984 assessment placed upon the 
petitioner’s property located at 2627 N. East Street was 
greater than 50% of its true cash value and therefore, 
the assessment was invalid. The assessment placed 
upon the subject property for 1984 by the City Assessor 
was $120,400. The Petitioner alleged that the 1984 
assessment should be no greater than $67,500. 


Subsequently, pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a counsel conference was held in the city 
Assessor’s Office. Numerous documents were exchanged 
between the parties. Based upon a review of the various 
documents, it became apparent to the City Assessor 
that in addition to the vacancy that existed on the 
subject property, substantial deferred maintenance had 
occurred. As a result, a tentative settlement between the 
parties was reached whereby the 1984 assessment 
would be reduced to $90,000. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor 
and the substantial deferred maintenance that existed 
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on the subject property, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the tentative settlement as set forth 
above be approved.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office requests 
your authorization to settle the above captioned matter 
by redeeming the City’s Workers’ Compensation liability 
for the sum of $1,500.00. 


Mr. Owens began employment with the Public 
Service Department on September 10, 1973. At the 
time Mr. Owens was hired he was fifty-one years of age 
and was diagnosed by the City’s physician as having 
multiple physical problems. 


During the last several years of Mr. Owens 
employment he increasingly experienced pain in both 
feet and had difficulty walking and staying on his job as 
a custodian. He retired in October of 1983 at the 
recommendation of his physician. 


Upon retiring, Mr. Owens immediately filed a petition 
for Workers’ Compensation benefits claiming that the 
standing and walking on cement required by his job 
aggravated his bad feet. Other problems claimed were 
bad back and stress. The City disputed this claim based 
on physicians’ opinions that the problems were not 
work related but were likely attributable to a mining 
accident which crushed Mr. Owens’ feet 22 years ago. 


No medical depositions were taken in this matter as 
Mr. Owens deceased during the course of litigation 
prior to trial. Mrs. Owens then filed a petition for 
widow’s benefits including the costs of funeral and 
burial. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City’s Safety 
Director and the uncertainty of the outcome of litigation 
in this matter, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the Workers Compensation matter be redeemed in 
the amount of $1,500.00

Dear Council President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


As you remember, you and I have been very concerned 
about the prostitution problem in this City for several 
years. In a letter to you in late 1983, I informed you that 
I was creating a Diversion Program devoted to assisting 
various non-profit agencies throughout the community. 
A first-time offender is allowed to work forty hours and 
pay a $300 fine rather than face a trial and possible jail 
sentence. If the person stays out of trouble throughout 
the probationary period, then that individual does not 
have that particular charge put on his or her record. 
Only one or two people have been arrested fora second 
offense. 


This has been a tremendously successful program, as 
I am sure you have already learned from my monthly 
reports which I ied to you at the end of your Council 
meetings. Over five hundred people have gone, or are 
going, through the Diversion Program so far. They 
have contributed 2,400 hours of volunteer labor and 
have paid fines totalling $62,000. This has more than 
paid the costs of running the program. The agencies are 
grateful for the assistance, and the first-time offenders 
are grateful for an opportunity to preserve their clean 
records. A few volunteers have continued helping the 
agencies to which they were assigned just because they 
enjoy the work and feel good about themselves, 


This Diversion Program has served Lansing well in 
at least two other areas. First, Chief Gleason reports 
that the program reduces drastically the amount of 
time spent by police officers in court, thereby cutting 
the amount of overtime paid to our officers. Secondly, 
our District Judges report that this program has 
provided a great deal of relief to their court dockets and 
allows them to spend the time on other cases. 


You might be interested in knowing that we are the 
second city in Michigan to have a Diversion Program, 
Flint being first; however, we are the only city in 
Michigan to have acity-administered program, because 
Flint merely contracts with their county to provide the 
service. 


Using my administrative prerogatives and believing 
that I also have sufficient Council policy direction, I 
have decided to expand the Diversion Program beyond 
the parameters of the Solicitation Ordinance to include 
additional offenses, such as general disorderly, drunk 
and disorderly, trespassing on private property, non- 
physical or verbal assault, to mention a few. 


Ihave directed the City Attorney’s Office, the Police 
Department, the Finance Department, and the Human 
Resources Department to prepare for my approval the 
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administrative guidelines for this program expansion. 


As soon as I have reviewed and approved the new 
tules I shall be glad to provide them to you for your 
information. I shall also be happy to give you monthly 
reports on this enlarged Diversion Program. | thank 
you for your continued support in this important area 
of concern.

An Ordinance to amend Chapter 16 of the Code of 
Ordinances of Lansing, Michigan, by adding Section 
16-3.1 to provide for the storage upon and removal of 
refuse from commerical properties and exceptions for 
recycling and donation to various agencies. 


The city of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 16 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan is hereby amended by 
adding a new Section to be numbered 16-3.1 to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 16-3.1. Storage and Removal of Refuse. 


A) It shall be unlawful for the owner or occupant of 
any real property zoned for or being used for office, 
commercial, two (2) family, multiple dwelling or 
efficiency dwelling purposes to allow or permit the 
accumulation of refuse, trash, garbage, scrap paper or 
other debris upon such property for a period of more 
than fourteen (14) calendar days whether stored in 
proper containers as defined in subsection (B) of this 
section, or not. 


B) It shall be unlawful for the owner or occupant of 
any real property zoned or being used for office, 
commercial, multiple dwelling or efficiency uses to 
accumulate any refuse, trash, garbage, scrap paper or 
debris on said property for any period of time unless 
such material shall be stored in proper containers 
which containers in order to be deemed proper shall be 
of rigid construction, shall have covers which shall be 
closed at all times to prevent the escape of such 
materials and shall be located insofar as is possible, ina 
location upon the premises which is inconspicuous and 
away from streets and other public places and shall be 
constructed and located in a manner not readily 
accessible to animals, children or the elements. 


C) Subsection (A) and (B) of this section shall not be 
applicable where the purpose of the accumulation of 
refuse, trash, carbage, scrap paper or other debris is for 
recycling or donation to various non-profit agencies of 
non-profit organizations and is stored in a container 
sponsored by a non-profit agency or non-profit 
organization. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
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days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
City Council. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall expire ten (10) years 
from the date of its adoption unless readopted by City 
Council.

On October 22, 1984 Lansing City Council recieved a 
claim from Margaret Ryan, 2912 Risdale, for a 
plumbing bill in the amount of $31.30. Mrs. Ryan 
states that on July 5, 1984 a sewer backed up into the 
basement of her home. Before discovering the plug 
existed in the City’s sewer main, Mrs. Ryancalled J&A 
Drain Cleaners and incurred $31.30 in labor charges. 
Once the source of the problem was discovered, the 
Public Service Department was called and a little more 
than an hour later, a | City crew had cleaned the sewer 
main. 


Michigan law immunizes municipalities from tort 
liability where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental function, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). In Ross v 
Consumers Power, Mich, 1985 (on rehearing) (No. 
64241) the Michigan Supreme Court adopted an 
expanded definition of activities which are governmental 
in nature and thus are protected by governmental 
immunity. The Michigan Supreme Court concluded 
that “a governmental function is an activity which is 
expressly or implicitly mandated or authorized by 
constitution, statute or other law.” Section 8-301 of the 
1978 Lansing City Charter provides that the City shall 
have all power granted by law to, inter alia, maintain 
and repair public utilities within its corporate limits.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


Claimant seeks reimbursement for damages she 
incurred to basement carpeting following a sewer 
backup on December 21, 1984. She claims the main 
sewer line was clogged and that the Board of Water and 
Light “jetted” it to relieve the problem. In the meantime, 
however, she had to dispose of $100.00 worth of 
carpeting. 


Information furnished to this office by the Public 
Service Department indicates that the Public Service 
Department did not receive any complaints on 
December 21, 1984 about sewer problems. The City did 
teceive a complaint on December 14, 1984, however, at 
which time an inspector found a problem in the service 
lead to the claimant’s home, and not in the main sewer 

- line. Further, Public Service investigation revealed no 
other sewer problems in the area of 5831 Schafer during 
that time period. 


- 
It appears that the property owner is responsible for 
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damaged alleged because they resulted from the service 
lead and not the City main sewer line. State statute 
immunizes municipalities from tort liability where the 
municipality is engaged in the exercise and discharge of 
a governmental function, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107). In Ross v Consumers Power, Mich, 1985 
(on rehearing) (No. 64241) the Michigan Supreme 
Court adopted an expanded definition of activities 
which are governmental in nature and thus are protected 
by governmental immunity. The Michigan Supreme 
Court concluded that “a governmental function is an 
activity which is expressly or implicitly mandated or 
authorized by constitution, statute or other law.” 
Section 8-301 of the 1978 Lansing City Charter provides 
that the City shall have all power granted by law to, 
inter alia, maintain and repair public utilities within its 
corporate limits. Thus, it is clear that the specific 
activity engaged in is expressly authorized by bothstate 
statute and City Charter.

On December | 1, 1984, Wendy Holforty submitted‘a 
claim for damage to her van in the amount of $163.20. 
Claimant states that her van was damaged on September 
28, 1984, while exiting the Grand Avenue parking 
ramp. Claimant indicates that she entered the parking 
ramp via the lonia Street entrance. Claimant states that 
there were no signs posted indicating the clearance 
height. Further, claimant states that the parking 
attendant did not warn her that she might have a 


problem exiting as he had seen numerous vehicles drive 


into the top of the Ottawa Street exit. Information 
received from the claimant's insurance agent indicates 
that the claimant has $100 deductible. 


Information received from David Berridge, Transpor- 
tation Engineer, indicates that the Ionia Street exit 
does have a clearance sign posted. The posted clearance 
is 6’7”. Mr. Berridge indicates that the parking facility 
does have reserved spaces and an exit provided for 
over-height vehicles. In fact, the Grand Avenue exit has 
a clearance of over 14 feet. 


It appears in this particular case that no negligence 
existed on the part of the City. The lonia Street 
entrance is posted as to height clearance limits. The 


City does provide both parking spaces and an exit for . 


over-height vehicles. In addition, the parking attendant 
did warn the claimant upon her entering the parking 
ramp regarding the potential height problem. 


Therefore, based upon the aforementioned facts, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim 
should be denied.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On October 22, 1984, claimant filed with the City a 
claim in the amount of $50.00 for a plumbing bill 
incurred by the claimant as a result of sewage backup in 
the basement of her home at 1217 Boynton Drive. 
Claimant states that as a result of sewage backed up in 
her basement, she called a plumber, The plumber could 
not locate any problem and the claimant later discovered 
that the backup was due to the flushing of the main 
sewers on Boynton Drive by City crews. 


Investigation by the Public Service Department 
reveals that on September 25, 1984 sewer cleaning 
activity was being performed in the area of Boynton 
and Gould Streets. The sewer cleaning crews utilized 
standard procedures in identifying and removing a 
blackage in the main sewer system. However, apparently 
due to the pressure in the system, sewage backed up 
into the claimant’s residence. 


Generally, a governmental unit is immune from 
liability for negligence. See MCLA 691.1407. In Rossv 
Consumers Power Co., Mich, 1985 (on rehearing) (No. 
64241) the Michigan Supreme Court adopted an 
expanded definition of activities which are governmental 
in nature and thus are protected by governmental 
immunity. The Michigan Supreme Court concluded 
that “a governmental function is an activity which is 
expressly or implicitly mandated or authorized by 
constitution, statute or other law.” Section 8-301 of the 
1978 Lansing City Charter provides that the City shall 
have all power granted by law to, inter alia, maintain 
and repair public utilities within its corporate limits. 
Thus, it is clear that the specific activity engaged in is 
exer authorized by both state statute and City 

arter. 


Based upon the aforementioned facts and law of 
govermental immunity, it is the opinion of this 
Department that on a strictly legal basis no liability 
exists on the part of the City and therefore recommends 
against payment of this claim. Nevertheless, it should 
be noted that it is the recommendation of the Public 
Service Department that the claim be paid in the 
amount of $50.00.

On December 30, 1984, Josephine Murrell submitted 
aclaim for ambulance service in the amount of $133.00. 
Claimant indicates that on Christmas night, December 
25, 1984, Edward Murrell, her husband, became very 
sick, running a temperature of 102°, feeling pain all 
over his body and finally slumping on the floor and 
became unable to respond to any assistance she could 
give him: Claimant dialed 91{ for ambulance service. 
Claimant states that instead of a Lansing Fire 
Department ambulance, an ambulance from Lansing 
Mercy Ambulance Service responded to her telephone 
call. 


Information received from Fire Chief Mark Holliday 
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indicates that Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service was 
sent out because all the Lansing Fire Department 
ambulances were out on other calls at the time the 
claimant called. : 


Section 4-303.5 of the 1978 Charter of the City of 
Lansing provides that the Lansing Fire Department 
shall: “maintain and operate such ambulance, inhalator 
and other life saving and emergency services as the 
welfare of the inhabitants of the City may require and 
as the Council may direct.” 


Therefore, based upon the above stated facts, the law 
as stated above and the recommendation of the Fire 
Chief, it is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be granted.

Re: Claim of Gregory S. Vanek in the amount of 
$180.00 


Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On January 9, 1985 Gregory S. Vanek submitted a 
claim for $180.00 for towing and storage fees. Claimant 
states that his Honda Express moped was stolen some 
time near the end of March, 1984. Claimant filed a 
stolen vehicle report with the East Lansing Police 
Department. Claimant states that he was notified on 
October 30, 1984 by the Lansing Police Department 
that the stolen moped had been recovered. Claimant 
states the the stolen moped was initially recovered some 
time in September. Claimant further states that he went 
to PJ's Towing in the same day the Lansing Police 
Department contacted him and paid $150.00 for storage 
fees and $30.00 for towing fees. Claimant seeks recovery 
for the $180.00 in storage fees incurred. 


Information received from the Lansing Police 
Department indicates that the moped was recovered by 
Lansing Police Officers on September 11, 1984. The 
moped was then towed to PJ's Towing Service to be 
held until the owner claimed the vehicle. The Lansing 
Police Department contacted the East Lansing Police 
Department informing them of the recovery of the 
stolen moped. Evidently, the East Lansing Police 
Department attempted but could not contact the owner 
on that particular date. The Lansing Police Department 
indicates that when they discovered that the moped was 
still in storage after being there over a month, they 
contacted the registered owner of the moped directly 
regarding the moped’s recovery. 


State statute, MCLA 257.252; MSA 9.1952 provides 
that: 


“A police agency, upon receiving reliable informa- 
tion that any vehicle registered under this Act has 
been stolen, shall immediately report the theft to 
the law enforcement information network. Upon 
receiving information that a vehicle previously 
reported as stolen has been recovered, the police 
agency shall immediately report the fact of the 
recovery to the law enforcement information 
network.” 
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The Lansing Police Department has adopted a 
written operations policy to comply with the above 
mentioned statutory section. The written policy pro- 
vides that the Lansing Police Department shall contact 
the police agency that reported the vehicle stolen 
through the Law Enforcement Information Network. 
Once the Lansing Police Department has notified the 
reporting police agency, their statutory and policy 
obligation ceases. The reporting agency is then under a 
duty to notify the registered owner of the recovery of 
the vehicle. Therefore, it appears that in this particular 
instance the Lansing Police Department fully complied 
with both statutory and departmental policy directives. 


Therefore, based upon the above information and 
the policy and statute as set forth above, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied.

Re: Claim of Michael T, Collins in the amount of $300. 


Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On October 1, 1984, Michael T. Collins filed this claim 
for damages to his rental property at 422 W. Lapeer in 
the amount of $300. Mr. Collins claims that officers of 
the Lansing Police Department forcibly entered the 
premises and in the process damaged the door and door 
jam. 


Information received from the Lansing Police 
Department reveals that on May 14, 1984 at approxi- 
mately 9:23 p.m. officers of the Metro Narcotics Squad 
did enter and search the premises at 422 W. Lapeer Street. 
Said entry was pursuant to an authorized search 
warrant. Four suspects were arrested and a quantity of 
narcotics and narcotics related paraphanelia were 
confiscated by the officers. One of the occupants was 
the renter of premises. The officers, prior to entry, 
identified themselves as police officers and were denied 
entry. When entry was denied, the door was forcibly 
opened and the officers gained access to the residence. 


Generally, a governmental unit is immune from 
liability for negligence. See MCLA 691.1407. In Ross v 
Consumers Power Co, Mich(1985) (on rehearing) (No. 
64241) the Michigan Supreme Court adopted an 
expanded definition of activities which are governmental 
in nature and thus are protected by governmental 
immunity. The Michigan Supreme Court concluded 
that “a governmental function is an activity which is expressly 
or implicitly mandated or authorized by constitution, 
statute or other law”. 


MCLA 780.656 states: 


“The officer to whom a warrant is directed, or any 
person assisting him, may break any outer or inner 
door or window of a house or building, or anything 
therein, in order to execute the warrant, if, after 
notice of his authority and purpose, he is refused 
admittance, or when necessary to liberate himself 
or any person assisting him in execution of the 
warrant.” 


Based upon the aforementioned statute it is clear that 
police officers may forcibly enter property if they are 
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executing an authorized search warrant and if, after 
notice of their authority to enter the property, they are 
denied entry. In addition, it appears that the police 
officers in this particular case were executing a validly 
authorized search warrant. Therefore, no apparent 
negligence exists on the part of the City even if 
governmental immunity was not available to the City 
as a defense. 


Based upon the aforementioned facts and the law, it 
is the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied.

Dear President Creamer and Council Members: 


Several months ago | directed the Personnel and 
Training Department to initiate a “Benchmark Audit” 
of our classification system. 1 have had an opportunity 
to review the results of the audit and I am pleased to 
report that the findings clearly indicate that the City of 
Lansing’s Classification System is functional and 
provides a reliable and equitable means by which 
positions can be evaluated and classified. 


The Benchmark Audit wasa test of our classification 
system to determine whether or not our system is 
sound, so that the Job Content Committee could proceed 
with position reclassification requests. The individuals 
who participated were randomly selected with the 
understanding that the results of the audit were not for 
the purpose of reclassifications of the benchmark 
participants but rather would be used to determine the 
overall effectiveness of our classification system. 
Individuals for whom a change is indicated will be 
handled through the established process. 


The audit involved the review of 43 positions, eight 
of which were single incumbents and 35 of which were 
multiple incumbents. Sixteen of the 43 positions 
evaluated resulted in no change to the existing level. 
Fifteen of the 43 positions resulted in an increase; eight, 
one level; five, two levels; and two, three levels. Twelve 
of the 43 positions resulted in a decrease; eight, one 
level; two, two levels; and two, three levels. It should be 
pointed out that in most cases, the increase or decrease 
in classification levels were attributed to a departmental 
reorganization which resulted in a shifting of job duties 
and responsibilities or the result of market consideration. 


A total classification study of the planning and 
Municipal Development Department was also con- 
ducted. A total of 36 positions were reviewed, 25 single 
incumbent positions and I1 multiple incumbent posi- 
tions. Twenty-four of the positions evaluated resulted 
in no change to the existing level. Seven of the 36 
positions resulted in an increase (affecting a total of 11 
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employees); four, one level; one, two levels; one, three 
levels; and one, four levels. Five of the 36 positions 
resulted in a decrease; two, one level; two, two levels; 
and one, four levels. It should be noted that, the increase 
or decrease in classification level can be attributed to 
the departmental reorganization which resulted in an 
increase or a decrease to the scope of duties for some 
positions. 


With the successful completion of the Benchmark 
Audit, and Planning and Municipal Development study 
the Personnel and Training Department is now in a 
position to consider and implement reclassification 
requests for “exempt” employees only. This process 
may be expanded to include the professional, technical, 
and clerical employees currently being represented by 
the Teamsters, at such time as the exclusive bargaining 
agent for this employee group has been determined. 
Once this determination has been made, the City will 
notfiy the recognized bargaining representative and 
proceed accordingly. 


I trust that you share my concern and commitment 
for providing a sound mechanism by which our 
employees can be adequately compensated for the 
duties and responsibilities they so ably perform in 
serving our City. For the first time since the initial Hay 
Study was conducted and implemented, our employees 
will have access to a classification review and appeal 
process and can be assured through an open and well 
documented process that our system is equitable and 
well maintained. 


Ihave attached copies of the consultants findings for 
informational purposes only, as these studies do not 
require Council action.

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


As you know, the recently settled collective bargaining 
agreement for the Firefighters requires that we provide 
a deferred compensation plan as soon as administratively 
feasible. In addition, several other employee groups 
have a similar requirement under discussion. Conse- 
quently, I am recommending that the City make 
available to its employees, on a voluntary basis through 
payroll deduction, a deferred compensation plan to 
augment the employees’ retirement through personal 
savings. The plan I would propose that the City offer 
would be similar to ones offered by other state and local 
governments to their employees. 


For ease of plan administration and to control plan 
cost, I am recommending that the City contract with an 
independent outside vendor with demonstrated exper- 
ience managing comprehensive programs of this type. 
It would be the plan administrator’s responsibility to 
enroll plan participants, provide stewardship of the 
assets, praviele communication services to the employee, 
and manage the investment portfolio. The cost of these 
services would be covered by a service fee taken from 
the investment income. By using an outside vendor the 
City’s costs would be limited to modifying the existing 
payroll program and altering some payroll forms. 
Modifications to the payroll program are currently 
being implemented by the data processing staff. 


Ultimately, the City Council will have to formally 
adopt an IRS approved plan that addresses the rights 
and responsibilities of the participants under the plan. 
The purpose of this communication is to make sure that 
the City Council endorses the concept of deferred 
compensation before I authorize the selection of a 
vendor through our purchasing procedures. If City 


Council supports the deferred compensation concept a ° 


vendor will be selected and that vendor will assist the 
City in the development of an IRS approved deferred 
compensation plan. In addition, the selected vendor 
will be required to make a full presentation to the 
Council prior to the formal adoption of the deferred 
compensation plan. 


Upon adoption, I will recommend that the plan be 
implemented immediately for all groups covered by the 
personnel rules and any bargaining units that have 
negotiated it into their collective bargaining agreements. 
I will be available, with appropriate members of my staff, 
to meet with you and discuss the details of the proposed 
plan. I am requesting that you take action relative to 
the concept prior to April 1, 1985.

Sec. 9B-2. MECHANICAL BOARD created; comp- 
osition; appointment; qualifications, terms of members;

There is hereby created a MECHANICAL BOARD 
hereinafter known as the board, composed of five (5) 
members, appointed by the mayor with the advice and 
consent of the city council. Except as otherwise provided, 
four (4) members shall be licensed mechanical con- 
tractors representing the following groups: 


(1) Residential heating and air conditioning con- 
tractors; 

(2) Commercial heating and air conditioning con- 
tractors; 

(3) Refrigeration contractors; 

(4) Industrial mechanical contractors. 


The fifth such member shall be any resident of the 
City of Lansing. The mayor, with advice and consent of 
the city council, may appoint a second unlicensed person 
to serve on the board when a licensed mechanical 
contractor is not available, Not more than two (2) 
unlicensed persons shall serve on the board at the same 
time. Members shall serve for a term of four (4) years 
and said term shall commence on July Ist of the 
calendar year. 


All vacancies thereafter are to be filled by the mayor 
with the advice and consent of the city council. The 
chief mechanical inspector shall serve as a liaison 
between the director of building safety and the mechani- 
cal board and shall be authorized to attend all meetings 
in a nonvoting capacity, and shall also serve as board 
secretary. 


Sec. 9B-3. Authority to board generally. 


The board shall consider all proposed amendements 
of this code, promulgated to salepiesn the standards of 
mechanical construction within the City of Lansing and 
shall submit same to the City Council. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of the chief 
mechanical inspector, the mechanical board shall submit 
the name(s) of person(s) to the director of building safety 
for his consideration. The director of building safety 
shall then appoint a person to the office of chief 
mechanical inspector, but he/she may appoint a quali- 
fied person whose name was not on the list submitted 
by the mechanical board. The chief mechanical inspector 
shall have six (6) years of experience in the mechanical 
construction industry as a mechanical contractor or 
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engineer. The chief mechanical inspector shall be 
licensed as a contractor in one or more of the following 
categories: (a) hydronic heating and cooling and 
process pipings, (b) heating, ventilation, and air con- 
ditioning equipment, (c) limited service, heating or 
refrigeration, (d) unlimited service, heating or refrig- 
eration. 


The mechanical board shall advise the chief mecha- 
nical inspector on all matters pertaining to rules, 
regulation, and interpretations and applications of the 
code. Appeals from decisions, rules, regulations and 
interpretations of the code shall be submitted to the 
building board of appeals. 


Sec. 9B-4. Registration of License. 


No person, partnership, association, firm or corpor- 
ation shall engage in the business of or perform the work 
of constructing for mechanical work unless the person, 
partnership, association, firm or corporation has first 
Tegistered its license with the city Building Safety 
Division. However, any person employed by and 
working under the director of a holder of a valid state of 
Michigan Mechanical Contractor’s License, registered 
in the city, shall not be required to register a license to 
perform any mechanical work in the city. 


The registration forms shall be approved by the 
board. A licensed mechanical contractor shall be 
registered with the Building Safety Division only after 
payment of a fee as established by City Council 
resolution.

Section |. That Chapter 9E of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended by 
revising Section 9E-6 as follows: 


Sec. 9E-6. Registration of License. 


No person, partnership, association, firm or corpor- 
ation shall engage in the business of or perform the 
work of electrical contracting unless the person, 
partnership, association, firm or corporation has first 
registered their license with the Building Safety Division, 
nor shall any person, other than a licensed electrical 
journeyman registered with the city, except a person 
duly licensed and employed by and working under the 
director of a holder of an electrical contractor’s license 
Tegistered in the city,in any manner undertake to 
execute any electrical wiring. Except that no registration 
shall be required for: 


(a) Owners constitutional privilege. Nothing herewith 
contained shall prohibit any bona fide owner from 
personally installing in his own home or on his own 
premises at which he presently resides or is about to 
reside provided that said owner shall: 


(1) Furnisha signed affidavit stating that the work is 
to be done by himself in accordance with this code in his 
own home in which he and his family resides, or are 
about to reside. 


(2) Apply for and secure a permit. 

(3) Pay the required fees. 

(4) Apply for inspections. 

(5) Received the approval of the inspector. 


Homeowners privileges shall extend to single-family 
residences only and shall not apply to any residence or 
structure from which any monetary gain is being 
received or which is being used for commercial purposes. 


(b) The manufacture, including test or repair of new 
electrical equipment. y 


(c) Work involved in the operation of signals or the 
transmission of intelligence by a utility providing that 
service, but not including A.C. power supply or 
distribution panels. 


(d) Electrical installation or repair for a public 
utility specifically exempted by this code when per- 
formed by employees of said utility. 


(e) The installation of elevators or dumbwaiters or 
the erection of signs but not including the connection to 
current supply. 
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(2) The registration shall be eppiowe by the board. 
A licensed electrical contrator shall be registered with 
the Building Safety Division only after payment of a fee 
as established by City Council resolution. A licensed 
master electrician shall be registered with the Building 
Safety Division only after the payment of a fee of one 
dollar ($2.00). 


The Building Safety Division shall allow to be 
registered pursuant to this section only those persons 
with a current electrical contractor’s license or a master 
electrician’s license issued by the elctrical administrative 
board of the state or an electrical contractor’s license 
issued by any municipality within the State of Michigan 
having standards for licensing not less then those 
established by the electrical administrative board of the 
State.

Re: Claim of Duane Smith in the amount of $5.35 


Dear President Creamer and 
City Council Members: 


The Claimant is the proprietor of Martin Bike Shop, 
721 West Saginaw. On August 6, 1984, the Claimant’s 
shop was broken, entered and burglarized of several 
bicycles and other equipment, including a new air 
pump purchased for $53.5. 


Information from the Lansing Police Department 
indicates that timely investigation of the crime resulted 
in recovery of some of the stolen merchandise, including 
the bike pump on August 6, 1984. The bike pump was 
not, however, turned into the Quartermaster for tagging 
and retention in prosecuting the crime. As the Claimant 
is unable to recover the bike pump, he seeks reimburse- 
ment for its replacement value, $5.35. 


Generally, a governmental unit is immune from 
liability for negligence. See MCLA 691.1407. In Ross v 
Consumers Power Co., Mich (1985) (on rehearing) 
(No. 64241), the Michigan Supreme Court adopted an 
expanded definition of activities which are governmental 
in nature and thus are protected by government 
immunity. The Saihipan Supreme Court concluded 
that “a governmental function is an activity which is 
expressly or implicityly mandated or authorized by 
constitution, statute or other law.” It is clear that the 
function of the Police Department in tagging in and 
retaining custody of stolen property to be used in the 
prosecution of a criminal trial constitutes a govern- 
mental function and would fall within the purview of 
governmental immunity. 


Despite the City’s defense of governmental immunity 
in this matter, the Lansing Police Department has 
conducted an investigation and has recommended that 
the claim be paid. Therefore, based upon the above 
facts, applicable law and considerations, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this Claimant be 
granted $5.35 as complete compensation of his claims.

Dear President Creamer and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant has submitted this request for reimburse- 
ment of the cost to replace a parka damaged when he 
slipped and fell on ice on the top level of the North 
Capitol Avenue parking ramp. 


Investigation with the Transportation Division of 
the Public Service Department revealed that no reports 
of unsafe conditions regarding that location were 
received from either ramp users or the parking atten- 
dant. Work records indicate that Parking System 
employees applied salt on January 7 and 8, 1985, using 
normal operational procedures and no unusual 
conditions were reported by that work crew. The 
parking facilities are monitored daily beginning at 4:00 
a.m. to determine if salt is required. 


Investigation reveals no basis for assuming negligence 
here. Even so, the Michigan Supreme Court recently 
ruled that an activity authorized by state statute is 
considered a governmental function for purposes of 
qualifying for immunity from tort liability under the 
government tort liability act. Ross v Consumers Power 
Co., 415 Mich 1 (1982) No. 64241 on rehearing 
December 28, 1984. Since the Home Rule Cities Act 
authorizes the City of Lansing to operate and maintain 
facilities for the storage and parking of vehicles, it is 
clear that the City is immune from tort liability in this 
instance.

Dear President Creamer and 
Members of City Council: 


In the Spring of 1983 the owners of 3438 Glasgow 
Drive constructed a 24’ x 40” garage and storage 
building in their backyard. Subsequently one of the 
neighbors filed a complaint with the City Administration 
alleging that the construction of the garage and storage 
building violated certain City zoning law provisions. 


A review by the City Planning and Municipal 
Development Department revealed that the garage/ 
storage building had been constructed under a City 
building permit but that the City ore Lar had 
been issued in violation of Section 26-21.2(2)(A)(B) of 
the City Zoning Code. Evidently, at the time the permit 
was issued, the Zoning Officer was unaware that there 
was an existing attached garage on the premises. 


When the property owner’s son was notified that the 
structure as it currently existed violated the City 
Zoning Code, they applied for a variance in order to 
allow the structure to remain. The Board of Zoning 
Appeals found that the accessory ouilding represented 
over development of the site, denied the variance 
request and requird that the accessory building be 
reduced to a size not to exceed 640 square {eet in order 
to conform to the Zoning Code. The property owner 
refused, stating that they had expended substantial 
monies to construct the structure alone. An attempt 
was made to refer the matter back to the Board of 
Zoning Appeals again but the property owners were 
denied. Subsequently, this matter was referred to this 
office for enforcement of the Zoning Code. 


Generally, when a property owner has expended 
substantial sums of money in reliance upon permits 
being issued by a municipality, courts are reluctant to 
require property owners to expend substantial sums of 
monies to bring the property back into conformance to 
the Zoning Code. See JRB v King County, 669 P2d 468 
(1983). In this particular situation, it is clear that the 
property owner commenced construction after review 
and issuance of a City building permit. In addition, it is 
clear that substantial monies were expended by the 
property owners after issuance of the building permit 
and before it was discovered that the building violated 
the Zoning Code. 


As a result of discussions between the property 
owners, this office and the Planning and Municipal 
Development Department, a tentative settlement was 
reached. The settlement proposes that the City would: 
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1. Cut back, modify and reconstruct the present 
storage building so that it contains only the allowable 
square footage for such a building permitted under the 
Lansing Zoning Ordinance. 


2. Remove that portion of the concrete floor which 
is located in the part of the storage building to be 
removed, and then resurface the existing floor and the 
driveway adjacent to the storage building, to accom- 
modate the changes being made. 


3. Accomplish all necessary landscaping required as 


a result of this reocnstruction project, including the - 


replacement of shrubs, sod and necessary redwood 
fencing. 


4. Reimburse Claimant for that part of the storage 
building as constructed, but which is now being 
removed. Based on pro rata allocation of the costs for 
the initial structure, the Pontzes estimate that $2,500 
worth of the building will be removed in this 
reconstruction process. 


5. Pay all legal expenses which have been incurred 
by the Pontzes in retaining an attorney on this matter. 
(Estimate: $3,200.00). 


Based upon bids taken by the Purchasing Depart- 
ment, completion of Items | through 3 can be 
accomplished for the sum of $10,683.00. Therefore it 
apopears that the total sum of $16,383.00 would be 
needed to complete the proposed settlement. Based 
el the recommendation of the Department of 
Planning and Municipal Development and the substan- 
tial iability which would occur if this matter proceeded 
to trial, it is the recommendation of this Department 
rt the proposed settlement be approved as set forth 
above.

The purpose of this letter is to recommend the 
approval of an agreement with the Lansing Independent 
Employees Union to settle several grievances. This 
matter is brought to you for approval because the 
proposed settlement will alter the Parks and Recreation 
Departments table or organization and Council policy 
dictates that such changes receive your formal approval. 


Over the past year the Lansing Independent 
Employees Union has filed several grievances that 
allege that certain employees in the General Services 
Section of the Parks and Recreation Department are 
improperly classified. The investigation by the Labor 
Relations Department and the Parks and Recreation 
staff indicates that there is some merit to the Union’s 
arguments. As the size of the work forces have declined, 
the result has been that separate classifications working 
side by side have ended up performing the same job 
duties and responsibilities. Also, when comparing these 
job duties and responsibilities with others in the City, 
the existing classifications vary substantially. 


The contractual settlement with LIEU provided that 
an IVA position be established within the work group. 
To accomplish this, a vacant IIB ee was upgraded, 
resulting in the same number of available positions. 


Now as part of these grievance settlements, an 
employee currently in a IIIB classification will be 
upgraded to a IVA position. This vacated slot willthen 
be down-graded to a IIIA, and a Laborer IIB position 
(currently vacant) will be upgraded to a IIIA. In 
summary, the total number of positions with the Parks

and Recreation Department will not change as a result 
of this settlement; however, the number of employees in 
each job classification will’ change.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 31 of the Code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising Section 
31-176 to read as follows: 


Sec, 31-176, Penalties. 


Unless another penalty is expressly provided by law, 
the following penalties shall be imposed against every 
person convicted of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this chapter. 


(a) The penalties for any violation of any section of

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tuting a misdemeanor shall be a penal fine of no more 
than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprisonment 
for no more than ninety (90) days or both.

After five (5) hours, all meter violations shall be 
a five dollar ($5.00) fine. Payment time may overlap 
into the next business day.

(10) Any No Parking in an Alley violation shall 
result in a ten dollar ($10.00) fine. 


(11) Any No Parking In or Blocking a Driveway 
violation shall result in an eight dollar ($8.00) fine. 


(12) Any Blocking a Traffic Lane violation shall 
result in a twenty dollar ($20.00) fine. 


(13) Any Traffic Hazard violation shall result in a 
twenty dollar ($20.00) fine.

Dear Council President Creamer and 
City Councilmembers: 


Tonight, 1 wish to present to you and to all the 
citizens of Lansing my fourth annual recommended 
budget. This budget represents a continuation of the 
efforts that we have made over the past three years to 
improve the efficiency of City government, expand our 

~ economic base and contain the cost increases that have 
plagued all communities through the 1970's and 1980's. 
We have worked hard together in these efforts and 1 

, hope and trust that we can continue to do so through 
the upcoming year. 


You will recall that I outlined several priorities in my 
State of the City message: alow tax rate; neighborhood 
improvement; creating new jobs; improving the quality 
of City Hall work life; and providing public safety, 
parks and recreation, human services, and other essen- 
tial services. 


This evening I will emphasize one of these priorities: 
police and fire safety improvement. Although Lansing’s 
crime rate went down in 1984, I believe we can make 
additional improvements in our police and criminal 
justice and our fire prevention and suppression systems. 
1 will have more to say about these systems—and the 
budget to support them—shortly. 


The next year presents both opportunities to continue 
and potential hazards that could jeopardize our efforts. 
Our tireless efforts to redevelop the downtown and 
other business areas are succeeding. However, proposed 
federal budget cuts present a potentially serious hazard 
to our efforts. | am presenting my budget message a 
week early so that I can join in the efforts by communi- 
ties across the nation to help avert this crisis by meeting 
collectively with Congressional leaders next week in 
Washington, D.C. 


We in Lansing have been fortunate. Our economy 
has shown considerable resurgence following the 
devastating recession of 1981 and 1982. We have pulled 
tegether to address the needs of the less fortunate and 
we have increasingly drawn upon our human 
resources—our citizens—to help improve the quality of 
life in Lansing. 


We are optimistic that we can continue these efforts. 
We believe in the future of Lansing. We know that we 
can build on the strengths of our neighborhoods and of 
our City. 


But we cannot afford to be complacent. We cannot 
ignore the needs of the many unemployed who have not 
benefitted from the economic recovery. 


We must work together to protect our citizens, our 
children, our homes and our neighborhoods. We must 
protect them from neglect, from abuse, and from 
deterioration. To do this, we must look to an integrated 
effort which stresses development of resources, including 
people resources; to protection from neglect and from 
crime; and to prevention by helping to eliminate the 
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factors that hurt our community. 


With these thoughts in mind, I have prepared a 
recommended budget for FY 85-86 which allows us to 
continue to move forward while simultaneously recog- 
nizing that we may be forced by federal actions to 
substantially modify our long term plans. I have 
recommended a General Fund budget with a total of 
$56,366,889 for general operations, $409,083 for capital 
improvements, $600,000 for contingencies and an 
additional $250,000 into the reserves for legal claims. 


I again recommend that the City property tax rate 
for operations not be increased and be maintained at its 
current level of 10.25 mills for the fifth consecutive 
year. The debt retirement rate will increase .28 mills 
from .67 mills to .95 mills to service the voter approved 
debt for Potter Park Zoo improvements, for a total 
property tax rate of 11.20 mills. 


My recommended budget incorporates several major 
enhancements to our public safety programs, including 
my recommendations relative to implementation of the 
much discussed Criminal Justice Study. I have also 
included recommendations which will implement City 
policies relative to improved building and safety code 
compliance, increased support for human emergency 
needs, continuation of our preventative maintenance 
and energy savings programs, and expansion of our 
efforts in economic development and redevelopment. 1 
will highlight my recommendations in these areas 
briefly. 


Public Safety 


1. Law Enforcement—The need to continue to improve 
our efforts in the public safety areas is something on 
which | know we all agree. While our Police, Fire and 
Courts all perform invaluable services, we can always 
find ways to improve or refine these efforts. To help us 
in identifying possible areas for improvement, we had a 
Criminal Justice Study done. After exhaustive review 
of the study, and of the comments of the Police 
Department and Police Board, | recommend the 
following: 


1. Implementation of efforts to move sworn person- 
nel into field and direct investigative efforts rather than 
staff support functions. To facilitate this, I have 
recommended the addition of 3 civilian positions to 
allow movement of 3 police sergeants from 9-1-1 
operation. I have also incorporated the recommenda- 
tion to substitute a civilian for the sergeant in the 
budget section of the Police Department. This will 
release the sergeant for more direct police duties. 


2. Retention of the helicopter unit. This operation 
provides an important community service which cannot 
be evaluated solely in economic terms, and I believe its 
retention is well justified. 


3. Funds for improvements to the data processing 
capabilities of Police, District Court and Law which 
will enhance the efficiency and effectiveness of these 
operations. These efforts will improve the flow of 
police information, allow more targeted enforcement, 
and improve overall information flow in each of these 
departments. 


4. Establishment of a Police Youth Division to focus 
on crimes against children and crimes by youthful 
offenders. | have recommended the addition of 3 police 
officers for this unit, which will be headed by a sergeant 
released from administrative duties. This unit will 
greatly enhance our ability to insure that crimes against 
children, such as neglect or abuse, receive special 
attention and will also allow us to deal more effectively 
with youth gangs and other problems occurring among 
our youth. 


5. Implementation of the Performance Evaluation 
Standards currently being developed by the Police 
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Department for each task performed by department 
personnel. This will allow more effective measures of 
individual competency. 


6. Deferral of proposals relative to one officer/one 
car due to both the pending IRS changes that would 
affect this and the need to consider any such change in 
conjunction with collective bargaining. 


7. Further exploration of shift strength by the Police 
Department. The Chief is continuing his assessment of 
these proposals and I recommend no changes at this 
time. 


Il. Fire Safety —In the current year, three new rigs are 
due for delivery. I have included measures to continue 
the upgrading of our fire service fleet both by providing 
for major vehicle refurbishing and by providing for a 
manpower rig which will allow us to move firefighters 
more quickly and efficiently to fire scenes. The availa- 
bility of manpower rig will improve our ability to move 
into fire scenes while simultaneously reducing the need 
to take unnecessary rigs to a site in order to provide 
more firefighters at the scene. 


I have also included funding for a replacement 
ambulance so that we can maintain our high caliber of 
ambulance service. 


III. Building Safety & Code Compliance—] have 
recommended in my budget the establishment of the 
Code Compliance Unit that was proposed last year. To 
insure maximum effectiveness of this unit, I have 
recommended creation of a Code Compliance Super- 
visor to oversee this major work program and to insure 
that our efforts in this area are more comprehensive. I 
know that this unit will greatly assist in assuring timely 
inspections and remedial action where buildings do not 
meet safety and code requirements. 


IV. Human Emergency Needs—There is a growing 
gap between those who are benefitting from economic 
recovery and those who are slipping further down due 
to continued unemployment, reduction in available 
benefit programs, or both. While the City is not a 
primary social services deliverer, | am committed to 
supporting emergency needs assistance. To that end, I 
have included funding for: 


1. Emergency Shelter needs—$10,000. 
2. Feeding the hungry in our community—$22,000. 


3. Other emergency needs, including clothing, 
energy —$68,500. . 


I continue to advocate action throughout the 
community to help alleviate these problems, and I 
commit the continued support of my administration in 
these efforts. 


V. Capital Improvements—I have included funding for: 


- New radio tower to update police and fire and 
emergency radio communications capabilities— 
$46,350. 


- Replenishing of the funds for Edgewood Boule- 
vard—to to begin restoring funding for this project 
to demonstrate our continued commitment— 
$100,000. 


- Sidewalk repair throughout the City—$200,000. 


- Repair of brickwalk in the downtown mall areas— 


, 
- Tennis court resurfacing —$ 15,000. 


- Hiking-Biking Path matching funds for continua- 
tion of development—$20,000. 


Revenues 


Revenues in the past year have shown strong growth 
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in income tax collections and State-shared revenues. 
To fund my proposed FY 85-86 budget, it is projected 
we will have available: 


- Property tax collections of $13,115,483. This 
represents an increase of 4.5% and reflects the 
leveling of property values over the past two years. 
The majority of this increase can be attributed to 
Oldsmobile/ Fisher Body personal property 
increases. For the second year, nearly 80% of 
residential Lansing assessments remain unchanged 
and another 8% were reduced. Lansing, therefore, 
has had virtually no increase in residential property 
tax dollars collected since 1983. 


City income tax revenues of $17,550,000. This 
represents a 5% increase reflecting the resurgence 
of both the local and state economy. 


State-shared revenues of $9,500,000 up 4%; 
$2,800,000 in Federal Revenue Sharing; and 
$11,435,000 from all other sources. The remainder 
will come from existing fund reserves. 


, 


Contingency Planning 


As we are all too painfully aware, we face a serious 
and real threat of drastic reduction in federal funding to 
local communities. The proposed cuts will even further 
reduce the already low return of tax dollars paid by our 
citizens to Washington. | am working diligently, along 
with several of you, and with officials from many other 
communities to seek more equitable reduction in the 
federal budget. 


These changes will without adoubt make a difference 
to our local budget. However, we do not yet have 
enough information to assess what the actual impact 
will be. There is considerable indication that federal 
revenue sharing will squeak through for at least the 
year remaining in the current entitlement. Whether our 
C.D.B.G. funds will be reduced or eliminated is also 
unknown. In addition, the final projections on the 
Mae sbi Exhibition Hall will not be known until bids 
are let. 


The City has managed its affairs economically and 
prudently. I have evaluated our current financial 
position and our needs and recommend to you that we 
plan now to review our long term financial commitment 
after Congress has enacted its budget, after we have 
seen the results of the financial audit for the current 
ae and after we know the costs of the Exhibition 


We are assured of at least the first quarter Revenue 
Sharing payment. We are currently receiving very 
strong Income Tax and State Shared Revenue pay- 
ments. We have the time and the flexibility to plan 
meaningfully when our resources and long term needs 
have been better defined. We can avoid speculating: we 
can work cooperatively; we can insure that the overall 
community interests are served. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, let me say that 1am proud of what we 
have accomplished during these past three years of 
recession. I look forward to the opportunities provided 
by careful financial planning and economic recovery to 
continue the efforts to improve our community. We 
have worked hard to provide a safe community with 
good services, and we have also worked hard to develop 
our potential without increasing the tax burden of our 
citizens. Our new goals should be to further these 
efforts.

By striving to keep 
that balance, we can progress; we can make Lansing the 
capital city we know it can be. 


I look forward to discussing my recommendations 
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with you and hope and trust that we can work together 
to meet our next set of goals.

Claimant has submitted this claim for reimbursement . 


of towing and storage fees he incurred as a result of 
Lansing Police Department authorization for towing 
of his vehicle from private property immediately 
adjacent to his premises. 


Investigation with the Lansing Police Department 
revealed that claimant's vehicle was ticketed for parking 
on private property without the authorization or consent 
of the property owner. Although the parking ticket was 
issued properly under the City Traffic Code, earlier the 
same day the Traffic Division of the Police Department 
had been notified by the City Attorney’s Office that, 
based on a review of legal documents submitted by 
claimant, no further parking tickets should be issued in 
the matter until private civil litigation was completed. 
Apparently, the second shift of the Traffic Division was 
not so informed and a parking ticket was issued to 
claimant’s vehicle resulting in the towing and storage 
charges in issue. The Michigan Supreme Court has 
concluded that a governmental function in an activity 
which is expressly or implicitly mandated or authorized 
by Constitution, statute or other law. In this particular 
case, the Police Department actions were performed 
pursuant to Section 77.1 of Chapter 31 of the Code of 
Ordinances. In addition, the Michigan Supreme Court 
has concluded that the management, operation and 
control of a Police Department for the purpose of 
preserving the public peace and order, preventing crime 
and protecting the rights of persons would be found to 
be a governmental function within the meaning of the 
Governmental Tort Liability Act. See Ross v Consumers 
Power, 415 Mich 1 (1982) No. 6421 on rehearing 
December 28, 1984, Consequently, the City would be 
entitled to the defense of governmental immunity from 
tort liability. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). 


Based on the above stated facts and law, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On February 12, 1985 the claimant filed a claim with 
the City Clerk alleging that as a result of malicious 
prosecution on the part of the City she incurred 
substantial attorney fees for which she is seeking 
reimbursement. 


A review by our office indicates the following. On or 
about April 22, 1984 a police report was filed with the 
City Attorney's Office. The police report indicated that 
an individual was kicked by the claimant when the 
victim sought to deliver an Easter present to the 
claimant’s minor son. The police report indicated that 
the victim had a bruise in the area where the victim told 
the police officer the claimant kicked her. As a result of 
a review of the police report, our dffice issued a 
complaint and warrant. Subsequently, this matter was 
scheduled for a pretrial in the City Attorney’s Office. 
The claimant and her attorney were present at the 
pretrial and at that time due to an inability to resolve 
the situation, the matter was scheduled for jury trial. 
Subsequently, a jury trial date was set but the claimant 
waived her right to a jury trial and a formal hearing was 
scheduled in this matter on January 23, 1985. After 
conclusion of the testimony, the District Judge found 
the claimant not guilty. 


Under Michigan law, the claimant must prove that as 
aresult of the City’s actions there was 1) special injury 
with interference with the Plaintiff's person or property; 
2) the alleged malicious prosecution must have come 
to a legal determination in the claimant’s favor; 3) the 
City had no probable cause; 4) the City acted with 
malicous motives in issuing its complaint and warrant. 
See oe v Great Lakes Steel Corp, 367 Mich 318 
(1962). 


Based upon the aforementioned facts and the law as 
stated above, it appears that the only element which the 
claimant can satisfy is the second element. 


Therefore, based upon the aforementioned facts and 
the law stated above, it is the opinion of this office that 
no legal liability exists on the part of the City and 
therefore, it is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied.

On February 8, 1985, Alan Hahn re-submitted a 
claim for damage to his motorcycle. In the original 
claim, the claim had cited damages of $174.55, Claimant 
now indicates that damage resulted to his motorcycle in 
the amount of $302.00. Claimant submitted additional 
information indicating that the construction zone signs 
were not in place. Claimant indicates that he personally 
had a police officer observe the surroundings and that 
he and the police officer observed: “(1) one large bump 
where the removed surface met a concrete bridge. (2) 
No warning signs for either the bump or the other road 
conditions for repair. (3) Some signs were stacked and 

laced far from the road under repair. (4) Some of the 
immediately noticeable damage to my cycle.” 


The Lansing Police Department did respond to 
claimant’s telephone call and dispatched an officer to 
investigate the scene. The report from the Lansing 
Police Department indicates that the claimant was still 
at the scene when the officer arrived. The police officer 
observed a 1|- or 2-inch ridge where claimant indicates 
his motorcycle struck a bump. The officer does not 
recall any one singular large bump pointed out by the 
claimant at that time. The police officer did observe 
construction barriers in place in the area of the 
construction. The police officer does not specifically 
recall whether construction signs were in place. Further, 
the police officer went back and drove over the entire 
area claimant had just driven through at the speed limit 
and observed and felt nothing unusual throughout the 
construction zone. The officer did notice and reported 
visible damage to the claimant’s motorcycle. 


Additional information received from the city engineer 
indicates that construction began on Mt. Hope on June 
22, 1984, and ended in October, 1984. Construction 
signs were placed and remained in place continuously 
throughout the construction period. Further, a sign 
and barricade storage area was located in the area of 
Sycamore Creek and it appeears as though this is what 
claimant refers to as the stacked signs and barricades. 
The construction area was actually a re-surfacing of 
Mt. Hope Street involving planing of the old surface to 
adepth of I- to 2-inches and covering with new asphalt. 


The applicable law remains the same as when the 
claim was originally submitted in November of 1984. A 
re-investigation of the facts does not indicate any 
significant modification of the facts as originally reported. 


Therefore, based upon the information above and 
the applicable laws, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

Mr. Bebee claims that sometime during the summer, 
he called the Building Division and notified a secretary 
that construction was being done on the parcel, and 
that if any problem existed with weed cutting, he would 
take care of it. Having received no further reply he 
assumed there was no problem. 


Records by the Building Safety Division reveal no 
telephone or other contact with the claimant regarding 
weed cutting. Building Safety Division records reveal 
that on June 6, 1984, a notice of violation was sent to 
the claimant at his current address and on June 16, 
1984, a reinspection occurred and an order was issued 
to the City contractor to cut the grass on the vacant 
parcel. Further, Building Safety records reveal that on 
August 9, 1984, another notice of violation was sent to 
the claimant at his current address and on August 19, 
1984, a reinspection was made of the property. On 
August 22, 1984, an order was issued to the City 
contractor to cut the grass on the parcel and on August 
29, 1984, the grass was cut. 


The Building Safety Division pursuant to Section 17 
of Chapter 21 of the Lansing City Code determined 
that a public nuisance existed on the parcel and abated 
the nuisance after written notice was given.

The claimant is requesting reimbursement for the 
cost of replacement of eyeglass frames which were 
damaged beyond repair in an altercation while claimant 
was performing his duties as a police officer. While 
Officer Burtch was engaged in efforts to maintain 
crowd control at a residential fire, his eyeglass frames 
were broken by an hysterical individual whom he was 
attempting to physically restrain from entering the 
burning premises. 


Where a municipal officer incurs a loss in the 
discharge of his official duty in a matter in which the 
corporation has an interest, and in the discharge of a 
duty imposed or authorized by law, and in good faith, 
the municipal corporation has the power to appropriate 
funds to reimburse him, unless expressly forbidden. 
The test in all such cases is, did the act done by the 
officer relate directly to a matter in which the city had 
an interest, or affect municipal rights or property, or 
the right or property of the citizens which the officer 
was charged with a duty to protect or defend? 3 
McQuillin, Municipal Corporations (3d ed), Section 
12.137, p518. In Michigan, there is neither a legal 
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prohibition against such reimbursement nor a legal 
obligation to do so. Court decisions have held that a 
municipality may reimburse its employees for expenses 
incurred in fulfilling their bonafide duties as public 
employees, although a municipality is not legally 
obligated to do so. Horton v Kalamazoo, 781 Mich 
App 78 (1978). 


Based on the facts presented, there appears to be no 
question that Officer Burtch’s loss resulted in the 
course of the performance of his duties as a police 
officer and not as a result of his negligence. It should be 
noted that Lansing Police Chief Gleason recommends 
approval of this claim. 


Nevertheless, although it may seem somewhat un- 
equitable, it is this office’s duty to advise you that on a 
strictly legal basis, the City is not obligated to pay this 
claim.

The Elected Officers Compensation Commission has 
completed its review of the compensation paid to 
elected officials in the City of Lansing and submits the 
following recommendations: 


Recommendation I—Mayor 


The Commission recommends that the present salary 
for the position of Mayor, which is $45,510, be 
increased to $47,786 as of April 1, 1985. It is further 
recommended that the salary for this position be 
increased as of January |, 1986 to $49,697. Finally, a 
ee increase to $51,685 should be effective October 
1, 1986. 


Recommendation II1—City Clerk 


It is the recommendation of the Elected Officers 
Compensation Commission that the present salary of 
the Clerk of the City of Lansing, which is $31,421, be 
increased as of July 1, 1985 to $32,992. We further 
recommend that as of July 1, 1986 the Clerk’s salary be 
increased to $34,642. 


MARCH 25, 1985 


Recommendation II]—City Councilmembers 


It is the recommendation of the Commission that the 
present salary of the members of the City Council, 
which is $8,285, be increased as of July 1, 1985 to 
i”, and further increased as of July 1, 1986 to 


The Commission, in making the above recommenda- 
tions, looked at the internal inequities and external 
comparable positions. Since 1983, eleven of the eighteen 
Executive Management positions working under the 
Mayor have been compensated at a higher salary. The 
Commission attempted to address this issue two years 
ago, but the recommendation failed to rectify the 
problem. Our recommendation of a5% increase effective 
April 1, 1985, a 4% increase effective January 1, 1986, 
and an additional 4% increase effective October 1, 1986 
willimprove the relative value of the position of Mayor 
with the Executive Management compensation plan. It 
does not correct the internal inequity that continues to 
exist. 


The position of City Clerk continues to be a very 
responsible position. The Commission recommends 
that this position be increased 5% a year. 


The Commission in recommending a 5% per year 
increase for councilmembers, recognizes that there 
have been no salary increases for the past five years for 
these positions, 


Rejection of the above recommendations will com- 
pound the inequities apparent in the compensation of 
our elected officials and further complicate the role for 
which the Elected Officers Compensation Commission 
exists.

(1) Offer to engage in, engage in or accost, solicit or 
invite another person by words, gestures or other 
means to commit any act of prostitution or to do any 
other lewd or immoral conduct. 


(2) Transport any person to any place, structure, 
house, building, vacant lot or parking lot for the 
purpose of enabling the person transported to engage 
in an act of prostitution or to do any other lewd or 
immoral conduct. 


(3) Knowingly attend, frequent, operate or be an 
occupant or inmate of any place where prostitution or 
other lewd or immoral conduct is permitted or 

conducted. 


(4) Knowingly allow any premises owned, occupied 
or controlled by him to be used or occupied by persons 
engaged in (any) act of prostitution or other lewd or 
immoral conduct. 


(5) Receive or admit or offer to receive or admit any 
person into any place, structure, house, building or 
vehicle for the purpose of prostitution or other lewd or 
immoral conduct or knowingly permit any person to 
remain in any such place for any such purpose. 
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(c) Penalty, first, second, or third and subsequent 
convictions.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan,

creation of a Personnel Merit System. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 2 of the Code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by adding new 
Sections numbered Section 2-1 through 2-9 inclusive, 
to read as follows: 


Article I]. Personnel System, In General 


Sec. 2-1. Chief Personnel and Training Officer’s 
Duties. 


The Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall 
administer the personnel and training functions for the 
City of Lansing which shall include establishment of a 
comprehensive personnel program for all city employees 
within city departments. The personnel program may 
exclude the Mayoral staff, City Council staff, Internal 
Auditory staff and the Chief Deputy City Clerk. 


Sec. 2-2. General Personnel Provisions—Primary 
Recruitment and Selection Procedures. 


(A) Except as positions may be excluded in Sec. 2-1, 
the Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall ensure 
that recruitment is competitive and all qualified appli- 
cants are referred to the employing department to fill 
vacant and/or newly created employee positions. The 
Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall post all 
open positions within the city for such periods of time 
and in such locations as determined by the Chief 
Personnel and Training Officer, and may concurrently 
advertise them externally. As a part of its recruitment 
program, the city will undertake affirmative action 
efforts to attract minorities, women and handicappers. 


(B) All persons not already employed by the City of 
Lansing expressing a legitimate interest in employment 
with the city shall be permitted, and required, to file a 
completed employment application with the agency 
responsible for personnel and training. The form of 
such application shall be determined by the Chief 
Personnel and Training Officer. Such employment 
application shall not require any illegal information 
regarding an applicant, including but not limited to 
race, color, religion, ancestry, marital status and poli- 
tical affiliation. 


(C) The Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall 
determine in conjunction with the head of employing 
department what, if any, tests are appropriate or 
necessary for assisting in determining which applicants 
are qualified to fill an employment position. All such 
tests shall be approved, provided and/or administered 
by the agency responsible for personnel and training. 


(D) Except as positions may be excluded in Sec. 2-1, 
the Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall have 
sole responsibility for referring qualified applicants for 
consideration by the employing department. 


(E) The head of the employing department shall 
recommend a candidate to fill an employment position. 


Except as positions may be excluded in Sec. 2-1, 
positions shall be filled based upon qualifications and 
fitness as required for the position, as well as considera- 
tion for the city’s affirmative action program and the 
collective bargaining agreements, if applicable. Qualifi- 
cations required for a position will be job-related and 
will be set forth in the posting for the vacant position. 
Except as positions may be excluded in 2-1 the 
employing department head shall refer the departments 
recommendation for hiring to the Chief Personnel and 
Training Officer and the Affirmative Action Officer for 
review. The final selection shall be as administratively 
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established by the Mayor. 


Except as positions may be excluded in Sec. 2-1, all 
records relevant to the selection of acandidate to fill an 
employment position shall be retained within the 
agency responsible for personnel and training for at 
least (2) years from the date the position is filled. 


(F) No provision of this section shall, in any manner, 
interfere or conflict with those provisions of the City 
Charter which govern the eligibility and appointment 
of Administrative officers, Mayoral staff, City Council 
staff, Chief Deputy City Clerk or Internal Audit staff. 


Sec. 2-3, General Personnel Provision—Promotion. 


Except as otherwise limited by collective bargaining 
agreement, as provided by Charter of Sec. 2-1, above, 
promotions shall be made on the basis of knowledge, 
skills, ability and qualifications to perform the duties 
and responsibilities of the employment position, as well 
as an employee's past work performance and the City’s 
Affirmative Action Plan. Seniority may also be con- 
sidered in making a promotional decision, but it shall 
not be the sole basis for promotion. All city employees 
who are qualified to perform the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the employment position, satisfy applicable 
collective bargaining, charter and ordinance limitations, 
and express an interest in the position in writing shall 
be given consideration for promotional opportunities. 
The head of the employing department shall make the 
initial personnel recommendation for promotional 
opportunities for other than Mayoral appointments, 
City Council appointments, Internal Auditor appoint- 
ments and Chief Deputy City Clerk, to the Chief 
Personnel and Training Officer and Affirmative Action 
Officer for review. The final selection shall be made as 
administratively established by the Mayor. 


Sec. 2-4. General Personnel Provisions—Probation- 
ary Period and Performance Evaluations. 


All ome poner selected for or promoted to a non- 
appointed employment position shall serve a proba- 
tionary apne The Chief Personnel and Training 
Officer shall establish a system to determine successful 
completion of a probationary period. Should the 
employee’s performance be deemed unsatisfactory at 
the end of the probationary period, the employee will 
be discharged, unless otherwise provided by collective 
bargaining agreement, ordinance or personnel rules. 
The Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall establish 
a system for continued job performance evaluation. 


Sec. 2-5, General Personnel Provisions—Classifica- 
tion and Compensation Plan. 


The agency responsible for personnel and training 
shall establish and maintain a classification plan for all 
employment positions covered by this ordinance unless 
otherwise provided by collective bargaining agreement 
or as may be excluded pursuant to Sec. 2-1. The agency 
responsible for personnel and training shall periodically 
review all such classifications. The Mayor shall have 
exclusive authority to make all classification and 

ification decisions concerning employees covered 
by the Executive Pay Plan. 


Sec. 2-6. Personnel to Cooperate with Chief 
Personnel and Training Officer. 


Allcity departments, boards, commissions, agencies, 
officers and employees are directed to render whatever 
assistance and information to the Chief Personnel and 
Training Officer as may be requested and to cooperate 
with the Chief Personnel and Training Officer in the 
performance of his/her duties. 


Sec. 2-7. Residency of Employees— Applicability of 
requirement: Waiver. 


All Salaried department, agency or division heads in 
the service of the City shall be required to maintain a 
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full-time bona fide residence within the corporate limits 
of the City during the period of their employment. A 
written recommendation for waiver of residence 
requirements must be initiated by the Chief Personnel 
and Training Officer and approved by the City Council, 
before any non-resident salaried department, agency or 
division head may remain on, or be added to, the 
payroll. 


Sec. 2-8. Citizenship of Employees, Vacation of 
Position. 


All employees in the service of the City that directly 
participate in the formulation, execution or review of 
public policy shall be citizens of the United States or 
shall be accorded permanent resident status by the 
United States Government. 


Sec. 2-8.1. Residency and Citizenship—Vacation of 
Position, Recording as Resignation. 


Employees who violate any of the provisions of 
sections 2-7 and 2-8 as applicable shall no longer satisfy 
the requirements for continued employment and their 
positions shall be vacated. All employees who are 
separated from the City service under these provisions 
shall be deemed to have resigned and such an entry 
shall be made upon their personnel records. 


Article I-A. Personnel Merit System 


Sec. 2-9. Personnel Merit System—Purpose and 
Definition. 


The purpose of this ordinance is to create a Merit 
System of Public Personnel Administration that meets 
the social, economic and functional needs of the City of 
Lansing. This Personne! Merit System shall provide 
policy guidance for recruiting, selecting, promoting 
and maintaining an effective work force, in accordance 
with the Charter. In all personnel administration 
decisions, consideration will be given to an individual's 
knowledge, skills, ability and qualifications to perform 
the duties and responsibilities of a position, along with 
affirmative action considerations. 


Sec. 2-9.1. Same—Applicability. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to all 
employees of the City of Lansing except the following: 


1. Employees of the Board of Water and Light. 
2. Elected officials, both full-time and part-time. 
3. Members of any city boards, commissions and 
agencies. 
4, Election Inspectors. 
5. District Court employees. 
6. Housing Commission employees. 
7. The Internal Auditor and Internal Audit 
appointees. 
8. Council staff. 
9. Employees covered by a collective bargaining 
agreement. 
10. Temporary, casual and contractual employces. 
11. School crossing guards. 
12. Appointees of the Mayor to department, agency 
and division head positions. 
13. Mayoral staff. 
14. Chief Deputy Clerk. 


Sec. 2-9.2, Same—Recruitment, Selection and 
Promotion Policies. 


Except as otherwise set forth herein, employees and 
positions subject to the Personnel Merit System shall 
be subject to the General Personnel Provisions above, 
along with the additional terms that follow. 


The Chief Personnel and Training Officer may 
provide by rule, with the approval of City Council, 
additional factors to be considered in recruitment, 
selection and promotion. 


Sec. 2-9.3, Same—Employee Discipline. 
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Employees covered by this ordinance may be 
disciplined and/or discharged only for cause. 


Sec. 2-9.4. Grievance Procedure. 


The Chief Personnel and Training Officer shall 
develop rules and procedures for final resolution of 
grievances brought by employees covered by the 
Personnel Merit System Ordinance. These employees 
shall have recourse to this grievance procedure only in 
matters of employee discipline and in matters of 
interpretation and/or enforcement of personnel rules. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

On March 26, 1985 this office, pursuant to 1982 PS 
251, filed an action in Ingham County Circuit Court for 
forfeiture of $1,700 in U.S. currency seized by the 
Lansing Police Department discovered during an arrest 
search. Subsequently, the Defendant’s attorney filed an 
Answer to the Complaint requesting that any monies 

seized be returned to the Defendant. 


In order to prevail at trial the City will be required to 
prove that the money seized was income from illegal 
drug sales. Since no drugs were found in the search, at 
best only circumstantial evidence is available to utilize 
at trial that the money seized in this instance is related 
to illegal drug activities. 


Therefore, a tentative settlement has been reached in 
this matter whereby the City would be entitled to retain 
$850 of the $1,700. Based upon the recommendation of 
the Police Department and the uncertainty of outcome 
if this matter proceeds to trial, it is the recommendation 
of this office that the settlement as set forth above be 
approved.

We find no substantial departures from generally 
accepted accounting principles in the financial state- 
ments for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1984. We 
indicate a preference for an alternative presentation of 
the City’s Enterprise Funds other than the presentation 
opted by the Controller. This constitutes an ongoing 
reaffirmation of our position on this matter of six years’ 
duration.

Section 1. The City Council hereby amends the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing by the 
addition of Chapter 27C to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 27C 
Industrial Waste and Pretreatment Ordinance 


Sec. 27C-1. General Provisions. This is an ordinance 
regulating industrial waste pretreatment facilities and 
discharge of industrial waste into the City of Lansing 
publicly operated treatment works and providing for 
pollutant limitations, data collection, monitoring and

sampling, and providing for penalties for the violation 
thereof for the following purposes: 


1.1.1 To prevent the introduction of pollutants into 
the Authority wastewater system which will interfere 
with the normal operation ofthe system or contaminate 
the resulting municipal sludge; 


1.1.2 To prevent the introduction of pollutants into 
the Authority wastewater system which do not receive 
adequate treatment in the POTW, and which will pass 
through the system into receiving waters or the atmos- 
phere or otherwise be incompatible with the system; 


1.1.3 To improve the opportunity to recycle and 
reclaim wastewater and sludge from the system. 


1.2Definitions. Unless the context specifically indi- 
cates otherwise, the following terms and phrases, as 
used in this ordinance, shall have the meanings 
hereinafter designated. 


1.2.1 Act or ‘the Act’. The Federal Water Pollution 
Contro! Act, also known as the Clean Water Act, as 
amended, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq. 


1.2.2 Alternative Discharge Limit. Limits set by 
the City, in lieu of the promulgated National Categorical 
Pretreatment Standards for integrated facilities in 
accordance with the combined wastestream formula as 
set by the EPA. 


J.2.3 Approval Authority, The administrator of the 
EPA until such time as the state pretreatment program 
is approved and then the Director of the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources. 


1.2.4 Authorized Representative of Industrial User. 
An authorized representative of an industrial user may 
be: (a) a principal executive officer of at least the level 
of vice-president, if the industrial user is a corporation; 
(b) a general partner or proprietor if the industrial user 
is a partnership or proprietorship, respectively; or (c) a 
duly authorized representative of the individual desig- 
nated above if such representative is responsible for the 
overall operation of the facilities from which the 
indirect discharge originates. 


1.2.5 Biochemical Oxygen Demand (BOD). The 
quantity of oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxidation 
of organic matter under standard laboratory procedure, 
five (5) days at 20° centigrade expressed in terms of 
weight and concentration (milligrams per liter). 


1.2.6 Building Sewer. A sewer conveying wastewater 
from the premises of a user to the POTW. 


1.2.7 Categorical Standards. National Categorical 
Pretreatment Standards or Pretreatment Standard. 


1.2.8 City The City of Lansing or the City Council of 
Lansing. 


1.2.9 Chemical Oxygen Demand(COD). A measure 
of the oxygen-consuming capacity of inorganic and 
organic matter present in water or wastewater. It is 
expressed as the amount of oxygen consumed from a 
chemical oxidant in a specified test. It does not 
differentiate between stable and unstable organic matter 
and thus does not necessarily correlate with biochemical 
oxygen demand. Also known as OC and DOC, oxygen 
ad and dichromate oxygen consumed, respec- 
tively. 


1.2.10 Combined Wastestream. The wastestream at 
industrial facilities where regulated process effluent is 
mixed with other wastewaters (either regulated or 
unregulated) prior to or at the point of treatment. 


1.2.11 Compatible Pollutant. A substance amenable 
to treatment in the wastewater treatment plant such as 
biochemical oxygen demand, suspended solids pH and 
fecal coliform bacteria, plus additional pollutants 
identified in the NPDES Permit if the publicly owned 
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treatment works was designed to treat such pollutants 
and in fact does remove such pollutant to a substantial 
degree. 


1.2.12 Composite Sample. A series of samples taken 
over a specific time period whose volume is proportional 
to the flow or time in the waste stream, which are 
combined into one sample. 


1.2.13 Cooling Water. The water discharged from 
any use such as air conditioning, cooling or refrigeration, 
or to which the only pollutant added is heat. 


1.2.14 Direct Discharge. The discharge of treated 
or untreated wastewater directly to the waters of the 
state. 


1.2.15 Director. The Director of Public Service for 
the City of Lansing. 


1.2.16 Environmental Protection Agency, or EPA. 
The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, Adminis- 
trator or other duly authorized official. 


1.2.17 Grab Sample. A sample which is taken from 
a waste stream on a one-time basis with no regard to the 
flow in the waste stream and without consideration of 
time. 


1.2.18 Holding Tank Waste. Any waste from holding 
tanks such as vessels, chemical toilets, campers, trailers, 
septic tanks, and vacuum-pump trucks. 


1.2.19 Incompatible Pollutants. Any pollutant 
which is not a compatible pollutant. 


1.2.20 Indirect Discharge. The discharge or the 
introduction of nondomestic pollutants into the POTW 
(including holding tank waste discharged into the 
system). 


1.2.21 Industrial User. Any user which discharges 
industrial waste as defined in this ordinance. 


1.2.22 Industrial Wastes. The wastewater discharges 
from industrial, manufacturing, trade or business 
processes, or wastewater discharge from any structure 
with these characteristics, as distinct from their 
employee’s domestic wastes or wastes from sanitary 
conveniences. 


1.2.23 Integrated Facilities. Industrial facilities with 
a combined wastestream. 


1.2.24 Interference. The inhibition or disruption of 
the POTW treatment processes or operations which 
contributes to a violation of any requirement of the 
City’s NPDES Permit or reduces the efficiency of the 
POTW. The term also includes prevention of sewage 
sludge use or disposal by the POTW. 


1.2.25 Laboratory Determination. The measure- 
ments, tests and analyses of the characteristics of 
waters and wastes in accordance with the methods 
contained in the latest edition at the time of any such 
measurements, tests or analyses of the characteristics of 
waters and wastes in accordance with the methods 
contained in 40 CFR 136 or in accordance with any 
other method prescribed by the rules and regulations 
promulgated pursuant to this division. 


1.2.26 National Categorial Pretreatment Standard. 
Any federal regulation containing pollutant discharge 
limits promulgated by the EPA which applies to a 
specific category of industrial users. 


1.2.27 National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System or NPDES Permit. A permit issued pursuant 
to section 402 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 1342). 


1.2.28 National Prohibitive Discharge Standard or 
Prohibitive Discharge Standard. Any regulation 
developed under the authority of 307(b) of the Act and 
40 CFR, Section 403.5. 
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1.2.29 New Source. Any source, the construction of 
which is commenced after the adoption of this 
ordinance. 


1.2.30 Person. Any individual, partnership, 
copartnership, firm, company, corporation, association, 
joint stock company, trust, estate, governmental entity 
or any other legal entity, or its legal representatives, 
agents or assigns. The masculine gender shall include 
the feminine, the singular shall include the plural where 
indicated by the context. 


1.2.31 pH. The logarithm (base 10) of the reciprocal 
of the concentration of hydrogen ions expressed in 
grams per liter of solution. 


1.2.32 Pollutant. Any of various chemicals, sub- 
stances, and refuse materials such as solid waste, 
sewage, garbage, sewage sludge, chemical wastes, 
biological materials, radioactive materials, heat, and 
industrial, municipal and agricultural wastes which 
impair the purity of the water and soil. 


1.2.33 Pollution. The man-made or man-induced 
alteration of the chemical, physical, biological, and 
radiological integrity of water. 


1.2.34 Pretreatment or Treatment. The reduction 
of the amount of pollutants, the elimination of pollu- 
tants, or the alteration of the nature of pollutants, or 
the nature of pollutant properties in wastewater to a 
less harmful state prior to or in lieu of discharging or 
otherwise introducing such pollutants into a POTW. 
The reduction or alteration can be obtained by physical, 
chemical or biological processes, or process changes 
Hort em except ad prohibited by 40 CFR Section 
403.6(d). 


1.2.35 Pretreatment Requirements. Any substantive 
or procedureal requirement for treating of a waste prior 
to mclusion in the POTW. 


1.2.36 Pretreatment Standards. National Cate- 
gorical Pretreatment Standards of Alternative Dis- 
charge Limits, whichever is applicable. 


1.2.37 POTW Treatment Plant. That portion of 
POTW desigend to provide treatment to wastewater. 


1.2.38 Publicly Owned Treatment Works (POTW). 
A treatment works as defined by section 212 of the Act 
(33 U.S.C. 1292), which is owned in this instance by the 
City. This definition includes any sewers that convey 
wastewater to the POTW treatment plant. For the 
purposes of this ordinance, “POTW” shall also include 
any sewers that convey wastewaters to the POTW from 
persons outside the city who are, by contract or 
agreement with the City, users of the City’s POTW. 


1.2.39 Shall is mandatory; May is permissive. 


1.2.40 Significant Industrial User. Any Industrial 
User of the City’s wastewater disposal system who (a) 
has a duscharge flow of 25,000 gallons or more per 
average work day; or (b) has a flow greater than 5% of 
the flow in the City’s wastewater treatment system; or 
(c) has in his wastes toxic pollutants as defined 
pursuant to Section 307 of the Act, Michigan statutes 
and rules; or (d) is found by the City, Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources or the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to have 
significant impact, either singly or incombination with 
other contributing industries, on the wastewater treat- 
ment system, the quality of sludge, the system’s effluent 
quality, or air emissions generated by the system. 


1.2.41 Significant Violation, A. violation which 
remains uncorrected forty-five days after notification 
of noncompliance, which is part of a pattern of 
noncompliance over a twelve month period, which 
involves a failure to accurately report noncompliance, 
or which results in the exercise of the POTW’s 
emergency authority under 40 CFR 403.8(f)(2(vi)(B). 
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1.2.43 Slug Load. Any substance released in a 
discharge at a ratio and/or concentration which causes 
interference to a POTW. 


1.2.43 Standard Industrial Classification (SIC). A 
classification pursuant to the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual issued by the Executive Office of 
es Office of Management and Budget, 


1.2.44 State. State of Michigan. 


1.2.45 Storm Water. Any flow occurring during or 
following any form of natural precipitation and resulting 
therefrom. 


1.2.46 Superintendent. The person designated by 
teh City to supervise the operation of the publicly 
owned treatment works, who is charged with certain 
duties and responsibilities by this article, or his duly 
authorized representative. 


1.2.47 Surcharge. As part of the service charge, any 
customer discharging wastewater having strength in 
excess of limits set forth by the City may be required to 
pay an additional charge to cover the cost of treatment 
of such excess strength wastewater. 


1.2.48 Suspended Solids. The total suspended matter 
that floats on the surface of, or is suspended in, water, 
wastewater or other liquids, and which is removable by 
laboratory filtering.

1.3.15 O&M—Operation and Maintenance 
1.3.16 CWA—Clean Water Act 


2.1 General Discharge Prohibitions. No user shall 
contribute or cause to be contributed, directly or 
indirectly, any pollutant or wastewater which will 
interfere with the operation or performance of the 
POTW. These general prohibitions apply to all such 
users of a POTW whether or not the user is subject to 
the National Categorical Pretreatment Standards or 
any other national, state or local Pretreatment Standards 
or requirements. A user may not contribute the following 
substances to any POTW: 


2.1.1 Any liquids, solids or gases which by reason of 
their nature or quantity are, or may be, sufficient either 
alone or by interaction with other substances to cause 
fire or explosion or be injurious in any other way to the 
POTW or to the operation of the POTW. 


2.1.2 Solid or viscous substances which may cause 
obstruction to the flow in a sewer or other interference 
with the operation of the wastewater treatment facilities. 


2.1.3 Any wastewater having a pH less then 5.5 or 
greater than 10.5, or wastewater having any other 
corrosive property capable of causing damage or 
hazard to structures, equipment, or personnel of the 
POTW. 


2.1.4 Any wastewater containing toxic pollutants in 
sufficient quantity, cither singly or in interaction with 
other pollutants to injure or interfere with any waste- 
water treatment process, constitute a hazard to humans 
of animals, create a toxic effect in the receiving waters 
of POTW, or exceed the limitation set forth in a 
Categorical Pretreatment Standard. 
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2.1.5 Any noxious or malodorous liquids, gases, or 
solids which either singly or by interaction with other 
wastes are sufficient to create a public nuisance or 
hazard to life are sufficient to prevent entry into the 
sewers for maintenance and repair. 


2.1.6 Any substance which may cause the POTW’s 
effluent or any other product of the POTW such as 
residues, sludges, or scums to be unsuitable for reclama- 
tion and reuse or to interfere with the reclamation 
process. 


2.1.7 Any substance which will cause the POTW to 
violate its NPDES Permit or the receiving water quality 
standards. 


2.1.8 Any wastewater with objectionable color not 
removed in the treatment process, such as, but not 
limited to, dye wastes and vegetable tanning solutions. 


2.1.9 Any wastewater having a temperature which 
will inhibit biological activity in the POTW resulting in 
Interferences, but in no case wastewater with a tempera- 
ture at the introduction intot he POTW which exceeds 
43°C (1 10°F). 


2.1.10 Any pollutants, including oxygen demanding 
pollutants (BOD, etc.) released at a flow rate and/or 
pollutant concentration which will cause Interference 
to the POTW. 


2.1.11 Any wastewater containing any radioactive 
wastes or isotopes of such halflife or concentration as 
may exceed limits established by the Director in 
compliance with applicable state or federal regulations. 


2.1.12. Any wastewater which causes a hazard to 
human life or creates a public nuisance. 


2.2 National Categorical Pretreatment Standards. 
Upon the promulgation the National Categorical Pre- 
treatment Standards or Alternative Discharge Limits 
for a particular industrial subcategory, the Pretreatment 
Standard, if more stringent than limitations imposed 
under this Ordinance for sources in that subcategory, 
shall immediately supersede the limitations imposed 
under this Ordinance and shall be considered part of 
this Ordinance. The Director shall notify all affected 
users of the applicable reporting requirements. 


2.3 Specific Pollutant Limitations. No person shall 
discharge on a 24 hour composit basis wastewater 
containing in excess of:

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2.4 State Requirements. State requirements and 
limitations on discharge shall apply in any case where 
they are more stringent than Federal requirements and 
limitations or those in this ordinance. 


2.5 City’s Right of Revision. The City reserves the 
right to establish by ordinance more stringent limitations 
orrequirements on discharges to the wastewater disposal 
system if deemed necessary to comply with the objectives 
presented in Section 1.1 of this ordinance. 


2.6 Excessive Discharge. No user shall] ever increase 
the use of process water or, in any way, attempt to 
dilute a discharge as a partial or complete substitute for 
adequate treatment to achieve compliance with the 
limitations contained in the National Categorical Pre- 
treatment Standards, Alternative Discharge Limits, or 
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in any other pollutant-specific limitation developed by 
the City or State. 


2.7 Accidental Discharge. Where required a user 
shall provide protection from accidental dischagre of 
prohibited materials or other substances regulated by 
this ordinance. Facilities to prevent accidental discharge 
or prohibited materials shall be provided and maintained 
at the owner’s or user’s cost and expense. On the 
request of the City, detailed plans showing facilities and 
operating procedures to | ome ed this protection shall be 
submitted to the City for review. All required users 
shall complete such a oe within 90 days after 
notification by the City of Lansing. If required by the 
City a user who commences contribution to the POTW 
after the effective date of this ordinance shall not be 
permitted to introduce pollutants into the system until 
accidental discharge procedures have been approved 
by the City. Review and approval of such plans and 
operating procedures shall not relieve the industrial 
user from the responsibility to modify the user’s facility 
as necessary to meet the requirements of this ordinance. 
In the case of an accidental discharge, it is the 
responsibility of the user to immediately telephone and 
notify the POTW of the incident. The notification shall 
include location of discharge, type of waste, concentra- 
tion and volume, and correction actions. 


2.7.1 Written Notice. With five (5) days following 
an accidental discharge, the user shall submit to the 
Director a detailed written report describing the cause 
of the discharge and the measures to be taken by the 
user to prevent similar future occurances. Such notifica- 
tion shall not relieve the user of any expense, loss, 
damage, or other liability which may be incurred as a 
result of damage to the POTW, fish kills, or any other 
damage to person or property; nor shall such notification 
relieve the user of any fines, civil penalties, or other 
liability which may be imposed by this article or other 
applicable law. 


2.7.2 Notice to Employees. A notice shall be 
permanently posted on the User’s bulletin board or 
other prominent place advising employees of whom to 
call in the event of a dangerous discharge. Employers 
shall insure that all employees who may cause or suffer 
such a dangerous discharge to occur are advised of the 
emergency notification procedure. 


Sec. 27C-3. Fees. 


. It is the purpose of this chapter to provide 
for the recovery of costs from Users of the POTW for 
the implementation of the program established herein. 
The mptcatte charges or fees shall be set forth in the 
City’s Schedule of Charges and Fees. 


3.2 Charges and Fees. Charge shall be made for fees 
collected for: 


3.2.1 Reimbursement of costs and setting up and 
operating the Pretreatment Program, 


3.2.2 Monitoring, inspections and surveillance pro- 
cedures, 


3.2.3. Reviewing accidental discharge procedures 
and construction, 


3.2.4 Filing appeals, 


3.2.5 Consistent removal by the City of pollutants 
otherwise subject to Federal Pretreatment Standards, 
and others as the City may deem necessary to carry out 
the requirements contained herein. 


3.3 The fee which shall be charged for this operation 
and administration of the programs will be as specified 
in Section 27-35 of this Code of Ordinances. 


3.4 Additional ig may be made by the City 
to compensate the City for the cost of treatment of 
pollutant loadings not normally treated at or in excess 
of those treated by the POTW. 
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3.5 The charges and fees for the services provided by 
the program shall be levied upon any user which may 
have any sewer connections with the POTW and which 
discharges nondomestic waste to the POTW or any 
part thereof. Such charges shall be based upon the 
number of samples collected, the number of analyses 
conducted and the quality of nondomestic wastewater. 


Sec. 27C-4. Administration. 


4.1 Wastewater Dischargers. It shall be unlawful to 
discharge to the waters of the State within the City of 
Lansing, or in any area under the jurisdiction of said 
City, and/or to the POTW any wastewater except as 
authorized by the Director in accordance with the 
par sans of this Ordinance except as provided by an 

PDES permit. 


4.2.1 Information Required. All industrial users 
proposing to connect to or to contribute to the POTW 
shall submit information on the user, processes, and 
wasterwater to the City before connecting to or con- 
tributing to the POTW. All existing industrial users 
connected to or contributing tothe POTW shall submit 
this information within 90 days after the effective date 
of this Ordinance. The information submitted must be 
sufficient for the City to determine the impact of the 
user’s discharge on the POTW and the need for 
pretreatment. The user shall submit, in units and terms 
appropriate for evaluation, the following information: 


4.2.1.1 Name, address, and location (if different 
from the address). 


4.2.1.2. SIC number according to the Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual, Bureau of the Budget, 
1972, as amended. 


4.2.1.3. Wastewater constituents and characteristics 
including but not limited to those mentioned in Section 
2 of this Ordinance as determined by a reliable 
analytical laboratory. Sampling and analysis shall be 
performed in accordance with the procedures and 
methods detailed in: 


- “Standard Methods for the Examination of 
Water and Wastewater”, American Public Health 
Association; 


- “Manual of Methods for Chemical Analysis of 
Water and Wastes”, United States Environmental 
Protection Agency; 


- “Annual Book of Standards, Part 131, Water 
Atmospheric Analysis, 1975”, American Society of 
Testing Materials. 


4.2.1.4 Time and duration of contribution. 


4.2.1.5 Average daily wastewater flow rates, including 
daily, monthly, and seasonal variations, if any. 


4.2.1.6 When requested by the City, a User shall 
submit site plans, floor plans, mechanical and plumbing 
plans and details to show all sewers, sewer connections, 
and appurtenances by the size, location, and elevation. 


4.2.1.7 Description of activities, facilities, and plant 
processes on the premises including all materials which 
are or could be discharged. 


4.2.1.8 Where known, the nature and concentration 
of any pollutants in the discharge which are limited by 
any City, State, or Federal Pretreatment Standards, 
and a statement regarding whether or not the pretreat- 
ment standards are being met on aconsistent basis and 
if not, whether additional Operation and Maintenance 
and/or additional pretreatment is required by the 
industrial User to meet applicable Pretreatment Stan- 
dards. 


4.2.1.9 If additional pretreatment and/or O&M will 
be required to meet the Pretreatment Standards; the 
shortest schedule by which the User will provide such 
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additional pretreatment. The completion date in this 
schedule shall not be later than the compliance date 
established for the applicable Pretreatment Standard. 
The following conditions shall apply to this schedule: 


(1) The schedule shall contain increments of progress 
in the form of dates for the commencement and 
completion of major events leading to the construction 
and operation of additional pretreatment required for 
the User to meet the applicable Pretreatment Standards. 


(2) No increment referred to in paragraph (1) shall 
exceed 9 months. 


(3) Not later than 14 days following each date in the 
schedule and the final date for compliance, the User 
shall submit a progress report to the Director including, 
as a minimum, whether or not it complied with the 
increment of progress to be met on such date and, if 
not, the date on which it expects to comply with this 
increment of progress, the reason for delay, and the 
steps being taken by the User to return the construction 
to the schedule established. In no event shall more than 
9 months elapse between such progress reports to the 
Director. : 


4.2.1.10 Each product produced by the type, amount, 
process or processes and rate of production. 


4.2.1.11 Type and amount of raw materials processed, 
average and maximum per day. 


4.2.1.12. Number and type of employees, hours of 
operation of plant and proposed or actual hours of 
operation of pretreatment system. 


4.2.1.13 Any other information as may be deemed by 
the City to be necessary to evaluate the impact of the 
discharge on the POTW. 


4.2.2, Discharge Modifications. Within nine (9) 
months of the promulgation or revision of a National 
Categorical Pretreatment Standard or Alternative Dis- 
charge Limit, all affected users must submit to the City 
the information required by paragraphs 4.2.1.8 and 
4.2.1.9 of Section 4a. 


4.2.3 Discharge Conditions, Wastewater discharges 
shall be expressly subject to all provisions of this 
Ordinance and all other applicable regulations, user 
charges and fees established by the City. The City may: 


4.2.3.1 Set unit charges or a schedule of user charges 
and fees for the wastewater to be discharged to the 
P . 


’ 


4.2.3.2 Limit the average and maximum wastewater 
constituents and characteristics; 


4.2.3.3 Limit the average and maximum rate and 
time of discharge or make requirements for flow 
regulations and equalization; 


4.2.3.4 Require the installation and maintenance of 
inspection and sampling facilities; 


4.2.3.5 Establish specifications for monitoring pro- 
grams which may include sampling locations, frequency 
of sampling, number, types and standards for tests and 
reporting schedule; 


4.2.3.6 Establish compliance schedules; 


4.2.3.7 Require submission of technical reports or 
discharge reports; 


4.2.3.8 Require the maintaining, retaining and 
furnishing of plant records relating to wastewater 
discharge as specified by the City, and affording City 
access thereto, and copying thereof; 


4.2.3.9 Require notification of the City for any new 
introduction of wastewater constituents or any substantial 
change in the volume or character of the wastewater 
constituents being introduced into the wastewater 
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treatment system; 
4.2.3.10 Require notification of slug discharges; 


4.2.3.1] Require other conditions as deemed appro- 
priate by the City to ensure compliance with this 
Ordinance. 


4.3.1 Compliance Date Report. Within 90 days 
following the date for final compliance with i inge 
Pretreatment Standards or, in the case of a New 
Source, following commencement of the introduction 
of wastewater into the POTW, and User subject to 
Pretreatment Standards and Requirements shall submit 
to the Director a report indicating the nature and 
concentration of all pollutants in the discharge from 
the regulated process which are limited by Pretreatment 
Standards and Requirements and the average and 
maximum daily flow for these process units in the User 
facility which are limited by such Pretreatment Standards 
or Requirements. The report shall state whether the 
applicable Pretreatment Standards or Requirements 
are being met on a consistent basis and, if not, what 
additional O&M and/or pretreatment is necessary to 
bring the User into a with the applicable 
Pretreatment Standards or Requirements, This statement 
shall be signed by an authorized representative of the 
Industrial User and certified to by a qualified represen- 
tative. 


4.3.2. Periodic Compliance Reports 


4.3.2.1 Any User or New Source discharging into the 
POTW, shall submit to the Director during the months 
of June and December, unless required more frequently 
in Pretreatment Standards or by the Director, a report 
indicating the nature and concentration of pollutants in 
the effluent which are limited by such Pretreatment 
Standards or this Ordinance. In addition, this report 
shall incude a record of all daily flows which during the 
reporting period exceed the average daily flow reported 
in paragraph 4.2.3.3 of this section. At the discretion of 
the Director and in consideration of such factors as 
local high or low flow rates, holidays, budget cycles, 
etc., the Director may agree to alter the months during 
which the above reports are to be submitted. 


4.3.2.2 The Director may also impose mass limitations 
on Users which are using dilution to meet applicable 
Pretreatment Standards or Requirements, or in other 
cases in which the imposition of mass limitations is 
appropriate. In such cases, the report required by 
subparagraph 4.3.2.1 of this paragraph shall also 
indicate the mass of pollutants regulated by Pretreatment 
Standards in the effluent of the User. 


4.4 Monitoring Facilities. The City may require to 
be provided and operated at the User’s own expense, 
monitoring facilities to allow inspection, sampling, and 
flow measurement of the building sewer and/or internal 
drainage systems. The monitoring facility should 
normally be situated on the User’s premises, but the 
City may, when such a location would be impractical or 
cause undue hardship on the User, allow the facility to 
be constructed in the public street or sidewalk area and 
located so that it will not be obstructed by landscaping 
or parked vehicles. There shall be ample room in or 
near such sampling manhole or facility to allow 
accurate sampling and preparation of samples for 
analysis. The facility, sampling, and measuring equip- 
ment shall be maintained at all times in a safe and 
proper operating condition at the expense of the User. 
Whether constructed on public or private property, the 
sampling and monitoring facilities shall be provided in 
accordance with plans and specifications submitted to 
and approved by the City and all applicable local 
construction standards and specifications. When re- 
quired, construction of those facilities shall be completed 
ae 90 days following written notification by the 

ity. 


4.5 Inspection and Sampling. The City shall 
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inspect the facilities of any User to ascertain whether 
the purpose of this Ordinance is being met and all 
requirements are being complied with. Persons or 
occupants of premises where wastewater is created or 
discharged shall allow the City or its representative 
ready access at all reasonable times to all parts of the 
premises for the purposes of inspection, sampling, 
records examination, records copying or in the perform- 
ance of their duties. The City, MDNR, and EPA shail 
have the right to set up on User’s property such devices 
as are necessary to conduct sampling inspection, compli- 
ance monitoring and/or metering operations. Where a 
user has security measures in force which would require 
proper identification and clearance before entry into 
their premises, the User shall make necessary arrange- 
ments with their security guards so that upon presentation 
of suitable identification, personnel from the City, 
MDNR and EPA will be permitted to enter, without 
delay, for the purposes of performing their specific 
responsibilities. While performing the aforementioned 
work on private premises, the City representatives shall 
observe all safety rules applicable to the premises 
established by the company, and the company shall be 
held harmless for injury or death to the City employees, 
and the City shall indemnify the company against loss 
or damage to its property by City employees and 
against liability claims and demands for personal injury 
or property damage asserted against the company and 
growing out of the gauging and sampling operation, 
except as such may be caused by negligence or failure of 
the company to maintain safe conditions as required by 
Section 4.4 of this Ordinance. 


4.6 Pretreatment. Industrial Users shall provide 
necessary wastewater treatment as required to comp! 
with this Ordinance and shall achieve compliance wath 
all National Categorical Pretreatment Standards within 
the time limitations as specified by the Federal Pretreat- 
ment Regulations and as required by the City. Industrial 
Users with integrated facilities shall comply with any 
Alternative Discharge Limits as set by the City. Any 
facilities required to pretreat wastewater to a level 
acceptable to the City shall be provided, operated, and 
maintained at the User’s expense. Detailed plans 
showing the pretreatment facilities and operating proce- 
dures shall be submitted to the City for review at the 
request of the City. The review of such plans and 
operating procedures will in no way relieve the User 
from the responsibility of modifying the facility as 
necessary to produce an effluent acceptable to the City 
under the provisions of this Ordinance. Any subsequent 
changes in the pretreatment facilities or method of 
operation shall be reported to the City prior to the 
User’s initiation of the changes. 


The City shall annually publish in the major local 
newspaper a list of the Users which were significantly 
violating any applicable Pretreatment Requirements or 
Standards during the twelve previous months. The 
Notification shall also summarize any enforcement 
actions taken against the User(s) during the same 
twelve months. 


All records relating to compliance with Pretreatment 
Standards shall be made available to officials of EPA 
or MDNR upon request. 


4.7 Confidential Information. Information and data 
on a User obtained from reports, questionnaires, 
permit applications, permits, and monitoring programs 
and from inspections shall be available to the public or 
other governmental agency without restriction unless 
the User specifically requests and is able to demonstrate 
to the satisfaction of the City that the release of such 
information would divulge information, processes, or 
methods of production entitled to protection as trade 
secrets of the User. 


When requested by the person furnishing a report, 
the portion of a report which might disclose trade 
secrets or secret processes shall not be made available 
for inspection by the public but shall be made available 
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upon written request to governmental agencies for uses 
related to this Ordinance, the National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) Permit, or 
the Pretreatment Programs; provided, however, that 
such portions of a report shall be available for use by 
the State or any state agency in judicial review or 
enforcement proceedings involving the person furnishing 
the report. Wastewater constituents and characteristics 
will not be recognized as confidential information. 


Information accepted by the City as confidential shall 
not be transmitted to any governmental agency or to 
the general public by the City until and unless a ten-day 
notification is given to the User. 


Sec. 27C-5. Enforcement. 


5.1 Harmful Contributions. The City may suspend 
the wastewater treatment service when such suspension 
is necessary, in the opinion of the City, in order to stop 
an actual or threatened discharge which presents or 
may present an imminent or substantial endangerment 
to the health or welfare of persons or the environment, 
causes Interference to the POTW or causes the City to 
violate any condition of its NPDES Permit. 


Any person notified of a suspension of the wastewater 
treatment service shall immediately stop or eliminate 
the contribution. In the event of a failure of the person 
to comply voluntarily with the suspension order, the 
City shall take such steps as deemed necessary including 
immediate severance of the sewer connection, to prevent 
or minimize damage to the POTW system or endanger- 
ment to any individuals. The City shall reinstate the 
wastewater treatment service upon proof of the elimina- 
tion of the non-complying discharge. A detailed written 
statement submitted by the User describing the causes 
of the harmful contribution and the measures taken to 
prevent any future occurrence shall be submitted to the 
City within 15 days of the date of occurrence. 


5.2 Notification of Violation. Whenever the City 
finds that any User has violated or is violating this 
Ordinance, or any prohibition, limitation of requirements 
contained herein, the City may serve upon such person 
a written notice stating the nature of the violation. 
Within 30 days of the date of the notice, a plan for the 
satisfactory correction thereof shall be submitted to the 
City by the User. 


5.3 Show Cause Hearing. 


5.3.1 Any User subject to enforcement action under 
the provisions of this Ordinance may request a hearing 
before the Director within ten (10) days of receipt of 
notification of proposed enforcement action. A hearing 
is to be held by the Director concerning the violation, 
the reasons why the action is to be taken, the proposed 
enforcement action, and directing the User to show 
cause before the Director why the proposed enforcement 
action should not be taken. 


5.3.2 The Director may conduct the hearing and take 
the evidence, or may designate any officer or employee 
to: 


5.3.2.1 Issue in the name of the Director notices of 
hearing requesting the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses and the production of evidence relevant to 
any matter involved in such hearings. 


5.3.2.2 Take the evidence. 


5.3.2.3 Transmit a report of the evidence and hearing, 
including transcripts and other evidence, together with 
recommendation to the Director for action thereon. 


5.3.3 At any hearing held pursuant to this Ordinance, 
testimony taken must be under oath and recorded 
stenographically. The transcript, so recorded, will be 
made available to any member of the public or any 
party : the hearing upon payment of the usual charges 
thereof. 
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5.3.4 After the Director has reviewed the evidence, 
he may issue an order to the User responsible for the 
discharge directing that, following a specified time 
period, the sewer service be discontinued unless adequate 
treatment facilities, devices, or other related appurten- 
ances shall have been installed on existing treatment 
facilities, and that said devices or other related appur- 
tenances are properly operated. Further orders and 
a as are necessary and appropriate may be 
issued. 


5.3.5 The Director shall also establish appropriate 
surcharges or fees to reimburse the City for the 
additional cost of operation and maintenance of the 
wastewater treatment works due to the violations of 
this Ordinance. 


5.3.6 Any action by the Director may be appealed to 
the City Council. 


5.4 Legal Action. If any person discharges sewage, 
industrial wastes or other wastes into the Citys wastewater 
disposal system contrary to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, Federal or State Pretreatment Requirements, 
or any order of the City, the City Attorney may 
commence an action for appropriate legal relief in the 
54-A District Court and/or appropriate equitable relief 
in the Circuit Coust of the county in which the violation 
takes place. 


5.5 Records Retention. 

All Users subject to this Ordinance shall retain and 
preserve for no less than three (3) years, any records, 
books, documents, memoranda, reports, correspondence 
ard any and all summaries thereto, relating to moni- 
toring, sampling and chemical analyses made by or in 
behalf of a User in connection with its discharge. All 
records which pertain to matters which are the subject 
of Administrative Adjustment or any other enforcement 
or litigation activities brought by the City pursuant 
hereto shall be retained and preserved by the User until 
all enforcement activities have concluded and all 
periods of limitation with respect to any and all appeals 
have expired. 


Sec. 27C-6. Penalty Costs. 


6.1 Civil Penalites. Any User who is found to have 
violated an Order of the City or who willfully or 
negligently fails to comply with any provision of this 
Ordinance, and the orders, rules, and regulations 
issued hereunder, shall be fined not less than $100.00 
nor more than $500.00 for each offense. Each day on 
which a violation shall occur or continue shall be 
deemed a separate and distinct offense. In addition to 
the penalties provided herein, the City may recover 
reasonable attorneys fees, court costs, court reporters’ 
fees and other expenses of litigation by appropriate suit 
at law against the person found to have violated this 
Ordinance or the orders, rules, regulations, and permits 
issued hereunder. 


6.2 Falsifying Information. Any person who 
knowingly makes any false statements, representation 
or certification in any application record, report, plan 
or other document filed or required to be maintained 
pursuant to this Ordinance, or who falsifies, tampers 
with, or knowingly renders inaccurate any monitorin; 
device or method required under this Ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 90 
days, or by both.

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


Pursuant to advice previously provided by the 
Human Relations Director, Human Resources Director, 
and the Director of Planning and Municipal Develop- 
ment, my recommendation did not include funding for 
the Fair Housing Center. 


In recognition of this month commemorating Fair 
Housing, I reconvened a meeting with these directors to 
assess the problems of Fair Housing in general and to 
re-examine their positions regarding funding for the 
Fair Housing Center. Their conclusions were: 


1. While there was a survey conducted by the Civil 
Rights Commission leading to the establishment 
of the Fair Housing Center, that survey did not 
substantiate the problem or scope of the problem 
of housing discrimination in the City of Lansing. 


2. The Human Relations Department’s new Housing 
Ordinance and participation ina training confer- 
ence will enable them to better identify housing 
discrimination and enforce the Ordinance. 
However, in the interim, better data needs to be 
acquired relating to the problem definition. 
Furthermore, the Human Resources Department, 
if it is to have strengthened enforcement policies, 
should not assume an advocacy role. 


3. Subsequent to additional training and passage of 
the Ordinance, a federal grant application should 
be prepared to fund the Human Relations 
Department to properly operate the program 
required by the Ordinance. 


The conclusion was that the Fair Housing Center 
should be funded to design a survey instrument and 
systematically conduct a random survey of the City’s 
residents to better define the problem. While Lansing 
has a well-integrated community, there indeed may be 
discriminatory situations occurring. The scope of these 
practices needs to be determined. 


Consequently, | am reconsidering my decision and 
recommending the inclusion of funding for the Fair 
Housing Center for $7,500. Because the Human 
Resources Department has the expertise to negotiate, 
contract, monitor, and evaluate contractual agreements, 
I am directing the Human Resources Director to 
assume such responsibility. If the City Council concurs 
and appropriates the funds, this service will be part of 
the F.Y. 85-86 budget. The results of the survey will be 
reviewed with, and provided to, the Human Relations 
Director. These three department heads and the Grants 
and Program Coordinator are being instructed to take 
the necessary steps to proceed to prepare the Grant 
application.

Upon my instructions, the Department of Planning 
and Municipal Development completed an environ- 
mental assessment of the proposed Industrial Access 
Road in north Lansing and submitted it for review and 
comments to all appropriate agencies. A public hearing 
was also held by the Planning Board on the alternatives 
and their impacts on March 19, 1985 to receive input 
from the general public. 


Since then, I have received and subsequently trans- 
mitted to pe the recommendations from the City’s 
Planning, Public Service and Traffic Boards. A review 
of the staff analysis and input from the Boards and 
general public indicates that we need to take action on 
the proposal to resolve the long standing neighborhood 
traffic circulation problem by providing alternate access 
roads to Friedland Iron and Metal Company and 
Granger Landfill Company to avoid the residential 
Streets currently in use. 


I concur with the Planning, Public Service and Traffic 
Boards in recommending the following: 


(1) approval of construction of Phase I of the proposed 
Industrial Access Road from US-27 east along sub 
alternate B (Howe Ave.). The construction will include 
paving the road to keep dust under control. 


(2) direct the staff to proceed on appraisal and 
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acquisitions of property needed for Phase I, which is 
only from vacant parcels, and no residential or business 
acquisition is involved. 


(3) authorize the Mayor to negotiate with the bene- 
fitted industries such as Friedland Iron and Metal 
Company and Granger Landfill Company, to contribute 
toward the cost of construction of the proposed 
roadway, because additional funding over the appro- 
priate amount of $84,000 currently in the City’s budget 
for the project may be needed after the appraisals and 
designs are completed. 


After your approval, the administration would exe- 
cute contract agreements with consulting firms for 
design, and construction.

Sec. 21-25. Definitions. 


As used in this article, the following terms shall have 
the meanings ascribed to them: 


(a) “Alarm system” means a detection device or an 
assembly of equipment and/or devices arranged to 
signal the presence of a hazard requiring urgent 
attention or to which police are expected to respond. A 
fire alarm system or an alarm system which monitors 
temperature, humidity, or other conditions not directly 
related to the detection of an unauthorized intrusion 
into a premises or an attemped robbery of a premise is 
excluded from the provisions of this ordinance. 


(b) “Police Department” means the City of Lansing 
Police Department. ‘ 


(c) “False alarm” means the activation of an alarm 
system through mechanical failure, malfunction, im- 
proper installation, negligence, or the intentional 
activation of the alarm system without reasonable and 
legitimate need by the owner or lessee of an alarm 
system or his or her employee or agent. False alarm 
shall not include an alarm caused by a hurricane, 
tornado, earthquake, telephone lines down or other 
violent condition beyond the control of the owner or 
lessee of an alarm system or of their employee or agent. 


Sec. 21-26. Installation of alarm system, generally. 


(1) Analarm system may not be installed or operated 
in the City of Lansing unless the alarm system is: 


(a) Installed by an alarm system contractor licensed 
under Public Act 330 of 1968, as amended. 


(b) Installed by the owner or occupant of a residence 
in his or her own residence. 


(2) An alarm system installed in a commercial or 
public building shall utilize equipment and methods of 
installation equivalent to or exceeding minumum Under- 
writers Laboratory requirement for installation. 


(3) An alarm system installed in a residence shall 
utilize equipment equivalent to or exceeding minimum 
applicable underwriters laboratory or American Stan 
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dard Institute requirements for household burgular 
alarm systems. 


Sec. 21-27. Permission required to connect alarm 
system with Police Department. 


A person shall not sell, install, operate, adjust, 
arrange for a contract to provide a device which upon 
activation, either for a contract to provide a device 
which upon activation, either mechanically, electroni- 
cally, or by any other means, initiates the automatic 
calling or dialing of or makes aconnection directly to, a 
telephone assigned to the police department for the 
purpose of delivering a recorded message without first 
receiving written permission from the police department. 


Sec. 2-28. False alarm; defective systems, procedures 
to terminate service. 


The Police Department shall prepare procedural 
guidelines for the handling of excessive false alarms 
and upon approval by City Council, implement said 
procedures. Said guidelines shall include a provision 
that an alarm system experiencing more than nine (9) 
false alarms within a twelve (12) month period shall be 
deemed defective and unless further action is taken by 
the owner or lessee of the alarm service, the Police 
Department may terminate service for any subsequent 
alarm generated.

Policy and Guidelines For 
Terminating Service To Those Alarm Users 
Which Have Excessive False Alarms 


A. Whenever any alarm system experiences more 
than five (5) false alarms within a twelve (12) month 
period, the POlice Department shall inform the alarm 
user in writing that an additional four (4) false alarms 
within the same calendar year would generally result in 
no police response to their alarm. 


B. After four (4) additional false alarms within the 
same twelve (12) month period, the alarm system shall 
be deemed defective and a written notice shall be sent to 
the alarm user, and the alarm company involved (if 
applicable). The written notice shall require the alarm 
system user to have the alarm system inspected by a 
licensed alarm system contractor who shall file within 
fifteen (15) days of the receipt of the letter by the alarm 
user a written report with the Police Department of the 
result of the inspection of the system, the probable 
cause of the false alarm and any recommendations for 
eliminating the false alarm. In addition, at the same 
time, the alarm user must inform the Police Department 
in writing what steps have beer and/or will be taken to 
alleviate the false alarms. 


C. Failure to supply the Police Department with the 
requisite information in writing within the fifteen (15) 
day time period and/or failure to file within the 
requested time period the alarm user’s written statement 
as to what steps the alarm user has or will be taking 
(along with a reasonable time period) to alleviate the 
false alarms, will result in the Police Department 
notifying the alarm user and alarm company (if 
applicable) in writing that generally there will be no 
further response by police personnel to the alarm 
located at the alarm user's site. 


D. If the alarm user provides written reports within 
the required time period of fifteen (15) days, but fails to 
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implement the requisite changes within the time period 
set forth by the Police Department, the Police 
Department shall notify the alarm user and alarm 
company (if applicable) in writing that there generally 
will be no further response by police personnel to the 
alarm located at the alarm user’s site. 


E. Alarm systems which terminate at the Police 
Department and at answering services shall be under 
the same contraints and guidelines as outlined above. 


F. The Police Chief or his designee may, at his 
discretion, choose not to terminate response to a 
system if satisfied that a reasonable attempt is being 
made by the alarm user or servicing alarm company to 
alleviate the problem. 


G. The Police Chief or his designee may, at his 
discretion, extend any of the time periods set forth in 
these guidelines provided said extension shall be based 
upon good cause and prior permission is sought by the 
alarm user. 


H. During any time period set forth herein, or 
during any extension granted by the Police Chief or his 
designee, whether for repairs or for filing the requisite 
reports, the Police Department shall continue to respond 
to the alarm user’s site. 


I. After final written notification, police either will 
not generally respond to subsequent alarms generated 
until such time as the corrective action has been taken 
and the Police Department has been so informed or the 
Police Chief or his designee is satisfied that a reasonable 
attempt is being made by the alarm user or servicing 
alarm company to alleviate the problem.

On June 25, 1982 the Petitioner, Water’s Edge, Inc. 
filed a petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that the assessment placed on the real property 
owned by it and located at 1232 Haco Drive was greater 
than 50% of its true cash value and therefore was illegal. 
The assessment placed on the subject proerty by the 
City Assessor was $446,600. Petitioner alleged that the 
subject property should not be assessed at a value 
greater than $225,000. Subsequently, the Petitioner 
ay its petition to include tax years 1983, 1984, 
and 1985. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a counsel 
conference was held in the City Assessor’s office. At 
that time, information and documents were exchanged. 
Subsequently, a prehearing conference was held at the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal. At that time appraisals were 
exchanged between the parties. 


An evaluation of the appraisals and information 
supplied to the City Assessor in this matter reveals that 
the subject property is burdened by a long term non- 
economic lease of 25 years. As a result, pursuant to the 
Michigan Supreme Court decision in CAF vy. Saginaw 
Township, 410 Mich 428 (1981), the subject property 
must be valued on the basis of contract rent and not 
market rent. As a result, a tentative settlement has been 
proposed in this matter wherein the subject property 
would be assessed at a value of $331,200 for each of the 
tax years 1982, 1983, 1984 and 1985. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Assessor 
and the application of CAF v. Saginaw Township, 
supra, decision to the subject property, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the tentative settle- 
ment as set forth above be approved.

Following is information regarding a new Community 
Services Unit Sector Plan which was implemented on 
Monday, March 4, 1985. 


Sgt. Ross, Supervisor of the Community Services 
Unit attended a statewide seminar on School/ Police 
Programs in Saginaw in early 1984. After extensive 
research into similar programs, Sgt. Ross presented a 
recommendation to Police Chief Richard Gleason for 
the Sector Program. 


I should also note that at the same time, my 
Community Youth Study Group was conducting 
meetings and research into youth problems in the City. 
Their report to me recommended expansion of existing, 
and development of additional, preventative services. 


The Chief of Police and his staff studied the proposed 
Sector Plan, and determined that the rewards to the 
Department and the Community warranted the 
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implementation of this plan, 


Sgt. Ross and members of his staff then met with 
officials of the Lansing School District. They were very 
receptive to the program and immediately went to work 
to arrange the requested space. 


The goals of the Sector Plan are as follows: 
1. To improve communications 


a. between Divisions and Units of the Lansing 
Police Department, 


b. between the Lansing Police Department and 
the Lansing School District, 


c. between the Lansing Police Department and 
the Residential Community, Neighborhood Watch, 


d. between the Lansing Police Department and 
the Business Community, 


e. between the Lansing School District, Residential 
Community, and Business Community. 


2. To improve relationships between the Lansing

On June 28, 1983, the Ellis Parking Company filed a 
petition with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that 
the assessment placed upon the parking structure 
located at 205 W. Allegan in the City of Lansing was 
assessed at a value greater than 50% of its true cash 
value and therefore is invalid. The assessment placed 
upon the subject property for 1983 by the City Assessor 
was $826,500. The petitioner alleged that the assessed 
value should not exceed $315,500. Subsequently, the 
petitioner amended its petition to include the 1984 tax 
year. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, acounsel 
conference was held in the City Assessor’s Office.

On May 15, 1985, the Lansing Tax Increment 
Finance Authority approved a revision of the estimates 
of the captured assessed values for the convention hall 
TIFA plan. Estimates of captured assessed value form 
the basis for obtaining revenues from this TIFA 
district, which shall be used for the repayment of bonds 
which shall be utilized to finance a portion of the 
construction of the convention hall. 1 request, in 
response to the TIFA resolution attached hereto, that 
the City Council amend the Tax Increment Financing 
Development Plan for this project to include this 
revised estimate. 


This revision has been developed through a recent 
reevaluation of the original captured value estimates. 
The original estimates, performed in January of 1983, 
assumed that bonds would be sold in 1984, and that the 
100 block hotel would be completed by April 1985. 
Because these dates were found to be incorrect, a total 
teevaluation of the projections was undertaken. 


These new estimates are based on the following 
assumptions: 


1. The actual captured values for 1983, 1984, and 
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1985 should be used for this revision. 


2. Estimates for the impact of the One Michigan 
Ave. building on the district can be replaced by actual 
assessments. 


3. The projected assessment for the 100 block hotel 
shall be calculated using the income approach, rather 
than the construction cost method. 


4. Inflation on the value of the district shall be 
calculated to be 2%, without compunding, beginning 
with 1989, applied only to real property (not personal). 
Prior to 1989, no inflation is projected. 


5. All tax abatements were audited to verify the year 
at which the property is returned to the tax roll, and the 
projected amount to be returned to the roll. 


6. The millage rate was adjusted to reflect the recent 
changes in operating millages by the taxing jurisdictions. 


7. Projections for new developments in the TIFA 
district were projected to be $3,000,000, beginning in 
1987, 


Based on these adjustments, the following revised 
estimates have been prepared. The City Assessor, his 
assistant, and my assistant believe that these revised 
estimates of captured assessed value and tax increment 
revenues for each year of the plan represent an accurate 
and realistic projection for the district. This judgement 
is qualified by four contingencies. 


1, Failure to complete the 100 block motel. 


2. A significant increase in the amount of tax 
exempt property in the district. 


3. A reduction in the total operating millage levy of 
the taxing jurisdictions. 


4. A major disaster, such as fire or storms, that 
would destroy structures in the district.

October, and November, the sewerage charge shall be 
subject to discount of ten (10) percent unless water used 
for lawn sprinkling is metered separately, and further 
provided that said discount shall not apply to the 
billing charge. 


d. Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment 
charge of five (5) percent of the total monthly bill shall 
be added to any bill which is not paid on or before the 
due date shown thereon. 


e. Extra strength waste surcharge (BOD) 30.090 
per pound in excess of 300 milligrams per liter (mg/ 1). 


f. Extra strength waste surcharge (suspended solids) 
$0.050 per pound in excess of 350 milligrams per liter 
(mg/l). 


g. Industrial and Commercial Monitoring Charges: 


|. Composite sample $130.00 each 
2. Grab sample $50.00 each 
3. Laboratory analysis $20.00 each 
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2. The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within 
the City. . 


The rates stated herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1985 except as otherwise provided. A billing covering 
use of the system before and after the effective date of 
this rate change shall have such bill prorated, based 
upon the average use per day and the number of days 
with such billing period, at the rate then in effect. 


The Board of Water and Light is hereby designated 
as the billing and collecting agent for the City for the 
purposes of this Chapter and is reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such billing and 
collecting.

On April 15, 1984, Lansing City Council received a 
claim from Muriel R. Lindsay, 120 E. Paris St., for 
damages to her property stored in the basement, 
carpeting, and labor due to a sewer back-up into the 
basement of her home. Mrs. Lindsay states that on 
March 28, 1985, she awoke to find about 4 inches of 
water in her basement and traced the cause to be a 
plugged sewer drain, coupled with heavy rains on 
March 28. Once the source of the problem was 
determined, the Public Service Department was called 
and the problem was corrected. 


A review of the Public Service file indicates that on 
March 28, 1984, at 2:30 p.m. a call was received 
concerning the above problem. The department re- 
sponded iiamediately, and at 2:58 p.m. the catchbasin 
was cleaned and the problem corrected. No other 
complaints were received prior to this date. 


Michigan Law immunizes Municipalities from tort 
liability where and when the Municipality is engaged in 
the exercise and discharge of a government function, 
MCLA691.1407, MSA 3.996(107). In Ross v. Consumers 
Power Co., 420 Mich 567, 1985 (on Rehearing,) the 
Michigan Supreme Court ruled that “a governmental 
function is an activity which is expressly or implicitly 
mandated or authorized by Constitution, statute, or 
other law.” It is clear that the activity of operating and 
maintaining a sewer system being authorized by State 
law, City Charter, and Ordinance is an activity expressly 
mandated by law, therefore given Governmental 
immunity from liability. 


Based on the above facts and law, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be denied 
on the basis of Governmental immunity.

Review of the Public Service records indicates that 
the Public Service Department received two complaints 
concerning potholes at 1400 Pettis Street; reports were 
received on February 25, 1985 and March 13, 1985. 
Both of these holes were filled on the same day 
respectfully. No other reports were received between 
March 13, 1985 and the date of the incident, April 13, 
1985. 


Under Michigan law, a Municipality is immune from 
liability from damages caused by defective highways or 
streets unless the Municipality knew, or ir the exercise 
of reasonable diligence should have known of the 
existence of the defect, and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury took place. MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). 


Based on the foregoing statutory provisions and the 
facts presented, it appears that the City had no prior 
knowledge of the defect, and there is no evidence that 
the pothole had existed for such a length of time that 
the City should be held to have had notice of the matter. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim should be denied on the basis of 
Governmental immunity.

Damages shall be assessed 
on the basis of comparative fault.” MCLA 500.3135.

The weeds were not cut on the 
reinspection date and on June 5, 1984 an order was 
issued to the City contractor to cut the grass and bill for 
services. The contractor submitted an invoice in the

It appears from the records and inquiry that proper 
notice was given, no action was taken by claimant to 
cut the weeds within the allowed time (10 days) and the 
order to abate was properly issued and executed 
pursuant to City Ordinance, Chapter 21, Sections 12 
and 13. However, prior to June 5, 1984 the claimant cut 
the grass growing on the lot so that there was insufficient 
growth of grass to constitute a nuisance when the City’s 
contractor cut the grass on June 15, 1984.

Whereas, there are pending amendments to Act 202 
(as hereinafter defined) which will authorize the City to 
borrow money for the purposes hereinafter described, 
and, 


Whereas, it is necessary to adopt a preliminary 
borrowing resolution in anticipation of the passage of 
the legislation, and, 


Whereas, the City of Lansing (the “City”) expects to 
be authorized by Section 3b of Chapter IV of Act 202 of 
the Public Acts of Michigan, as amended, MCL 131.1 
et. seq. (“Act 202”), to borrow money and issue its notes 
(“Notes”) in anticipation of the collection of all or part 
of the ad valorem real property taxes to be levied on 
J ed 1, 1985 (the “Levy Date”), on real property located 
within the corporate boundaries of the City by the City 
and by any or all of the other units of government for 
which the City is the local property tax collecting unit 
pursuant to Act 206 of the Public Acts of Michio. of 
1893, as amended, MCL 211.1 et. seq. (“Act ”, 
including the Lansing School District, the Holt Public 
Schools, the Ingham Intermediate School District, and 
ad Community College (collectively, the “Units”), 
and, 
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Whereas, the City expects to be further authorized 
by Act 202 to distribute to itself and to the Units the 
proceeds of such notes together with sufficient amounts 
of the initial tax collections, if needed, to effect a 100% 
funding of the taxes levied, thereby providing the City 
and the Units with an improved cash flow for local 
budget purposes, and, 


Whereas, the City has provided notice to each of the 
Units of its intent to issue such notes, and, 


Whereas, pursuant to such notice, the Units have 
each adopted or are expected to adopt a resolution to 
consent to and request the issuance of the notes and to 
authorize the execution of an agreement with the City 
dated as of July 1, 1985 (collectively, the “Tax Levy 
Agreements”) to set forth the responsibilities of the 
City and each Unit with respect to the notes, and, 


Whereas, the issuance of such notes will serve a 
public purpose, and, 


Whereas, the City hereby determines to borrow an 
amount not to exceed $31,500,000 and issue its tax 
anticipation notes to evidence such borrowing. 


Now, Therefore Be It Resolved as Follows: 


1. In addition to the words and terms defined in the 
preamble, the following words and terms as used in this 
resolution (the “Note Authorizing Resolution”) shall 
have the following meanings: 


“Bank” refers to Bankers Trust Company. 


“Indenture” refers to the Indenture of Trust dated 
as of July 1, 1985, by and between the City and the 
Trustee. 


“Letter of Credit” refers to the irrevocable direct 
Letter of Credit issued by the Bank in favor of the 
Trustee for the benefit of the holders of the Notes. 


“Letter of Credit Agreement” refers to the Letter 
of Credit Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, by and 
between the Bank and the City, which provides for the 
issuance of the Letter of Credit by the Bank. 


“Note Purchase Agreement” refers to the Note 
Purchase Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, by and 
between the City and the Bank, which provides for the 
initial purchase of the Notes by the Bank. 


“Notes” refers to the City’s Tax Anticipation 
Variable Rate Demand Notes, Series 1985. 


“Official Statement” refers to the Official Statement 
dated as of the date of its issuance and pertaining to the 
Notes. 


“Pledge Agreement” refers to the Pledge and 
Security Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, between 
the Bank and the City. 


“Purchaser” refers to Bankers Trust Company in 
such capacity. 


“Remarketing Agent” refers to Bankers Trust 
Company in such capacity. 


“Remarketing Agreement” refers to the TENR 
Services and Remarketing Agreement dated as of July 
1, 1985, between the Remarketing Agent and the City. 


“Tax Levy” means the ad valorem real property 
taxes levied by the Units and the City on the Levy Date 
on real property located within the corporate boundaries 
of the City but shall not include any industrial facilities 
taxes levied pursuant to Act 198 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1974, as amended, commercial facilities 
taxes levied pursuant to Act 255 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1978, as amended, or tax increment 
revenues levied pursuant to Act 450 of the Public Acts 
of Michigan of 1980, as amended. 
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“Tender Agent” refers to Bankers Trust Company 
in such capacity. 


“Tender Agent Agreement” refers to the Tender 
Agent Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, between the 
Tender Agent, the Trustee, and the City. 


“Trustee” refers to that entity designated as Trustee 
under the Indenture by the City and approved by the 
Bank prior to the issuance of the Notes. 


2. The City shall borrow an amount not to exceed 
$31,500,000 and issue in anticipation of the pledged 
portion of the Tax Levy, the Notes pursuant to Act 202. 
The exact amount of the borrowing shall be determined 
by further resolution of this Council prior to the 
issuance to the Notes. Provided, that the notes shall not 
be issued until the pending amendments to Act 202 
shall have been enacted into law. 


3. The Notes shall bear interest at a maximum rate 
of twelve percent (12%) per annum and shall be issued 
and payable upon the terms and conditions, including 
certain rights and obligations of redemption, acceleration 
and purchase prior to maturity as set forth in the 
Indenture and the form of note to be approved by this 
Council at a later date. 


4, The principal of and interest on the Notes shall be 
payable primarily from and secured by the Trust 
Estate, to be defined in the Indenture, including 
without limitation, (i) amounts held from time to time 
in the Funds created under the Indenture, (ii) the 
Revenues, as defined in the Indenture, and (iii) the 
rights of the City under the Tax Levy Agreements, all in 
the manner and as set forth in the Indenture, which 
Trust Estate shall be assigned pursuant to the Indenture 
by the City to the Trustee for the benefit of the Bank, as 
the issuer of the Letter of Credit, and the holders of the 
Notes. 


5. The Notes and the obligations of the City under 
the Letter of Credit Agreement, Remarketing Agreement, 
Tender Agent Agreement, Pledge Agreement, and 
Note Purchase Agreement shall be general obligations 
of the City, secured by its full faith and credit, which 
shall include the City’s limited tax obligation within 
aspplicable charter, statutory, and constitutional limits. 
Should the Trust Estate, as defined in the Indenture, 
prove insufficient for the payment of principal of and 
interest on the Notes or the satisfaction of the City’s 
obligations under the Letter of Credit Agreement, Note 
Purchase Agreement, Remarketing Agreement, Tender 
Agent Agreement, or Pledge Agreement, the City shall 
pay the principal of and interest on the Notes or satisfy 
such obligations as a first budget obligation from its 
general funds including the levy of ad valorem taxes on 
all taxable property in the City, subject to constitutional, 
statutory, and charter tax limitations. The City does 
not have the power to levy taxes for payment of the 
principal of and interest on the Notes or to satisfy its 
obligations under the Letter of Credit Agreement, 
Remarketing Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement, 
Pledge Agreement, and Note Purchase Agreement in 
excess of its charter, statutory and constitutional 
limitations. 


6. The Notes shall be so.d at a private sale to the 
Purchaser pursuant to Act 202 in accordance with the 
Note Purchase Agreement. A notice of sale of the Notes 
shall be published in a publication approved by the 
Michigan Department of Treasury within 45 days after 
delivery of the Notes to the Purchaser in confromity 
with Act 202. 


7. All fees, charges and costs associated with the 
issuance of the Notes shall be paid in accordance with 
the terms of the Indenture. 


8. The Mayor and the City Clerk are authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver the Notes, in the manner 
set forth in the Indenture, in substantially the form to 
later be approved with such necessary and appropriate 
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immaterial variations, omissions, corrections and 
insertions as required, for and on behalf of the City. 


9. The form and substance of the Indenture, Letter 
of Credit Agreement, Note Purchase Agreement, 
Remarketing Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement, 
Pledge Agreement, and Tax Levy Agreements shall be 
approved by further resolution of this Council prior to 
issuance of the Notes. The Mayor and the City Clerk

As you are all aware, interest rates are dropping. The 
City of Lansing, in 1983 and in 1984, issued a total of 
$24 million debt funded through its Wastewater Treat- 
ment Fund to implement the 201 Facilities Plan. It is 
possible that significant savings in debt service costs 
could be made if we refunded those existing bond 
issues. 


“Refunding” is a process of issuing new debt at 
substantially lower rates and using those proceeds to 
provide payment of the debt service for the existing 
higher interest rate debt. This is now permissible for 
sero vend issues under recent legislative amendment 
to Act 94. 


1 am recommending that we initiate the steps to 
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enable us to refund one or both of the existing high 
coupon sewer issues. We will not determine by these 
actions whether or not to actually refund the issues, but 
only enable us to start the process. 


1 am asking for referral of this matter to appropriate 
committee (s) as the timing is such that we will want to 
be able to act in the current interest rate market. 
Attached is a memo from the Budget Director on this 
outlining the schedule of events and the City Attorney’s 
office has prepared a requested authorization for use of 
outside legal services.

Toengage in these financially advantageous activities 
it is necessary for the City to retain outside legal counsel 
to provide legal and financial expertise with regard to 
the bonding issue. 


Based on the fact that they have acted as bond

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


Recent proceedings and negotiations with regard to 
the Edgewood Boulevard case have resulted in a 
proposed settlement of the Edgewood Boulevard lawsuit. 
Pursuant to a Scheduling Order agreed to by the parties 
and entered in the case by Judge Hillman, that 
settlement proposal is being presented to you for your 
consideration and acceptance or rejection. 


Essentially, the proposal provides that the current 
Restraining Order preventing the City from proceeding 
with Edgewood Boulevard would be dissolved and the 
case filed by the Cooperatives against the City would be 
dismissed and that the City could proceed with Edgewood 
Boulevard subject to the following conditions: 


(1) The City would agree that it would not utilize the 
existing portion of Edgewood Boulevard within the 
Cooperatives as part of Edgewood Boulevard but, 
instead, would utilize “Alternate C” which bypasses the 
Cooperatives to the south utilizing a portion of the 
existing ]-96 freeway right of way. While the City 
would be permitted to connect a portion of the 
boulevard which currently passes through the Coop- 
eratives to the proposed Edgewood Boulevard on the 
west end, the City would agree not to connect the east 
end at any time in the future unless agreed to by the 
Cooperatives. Additionally, the City would agree to 
shelter the Cooperatives from Edgewood Boulevard by 
planting 3 to 5 foot cedar trees along the north side of 
Alternate C where it bypasses the Cooperatives. The 
City would also rename the portion of Edgewood 
Boulevard within the Cooperatives and agree that any 
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excess fill dirt generated in constructing Edgewood 
Boulevard would be made available for the Cooperatives 
for their use at their expense in berming. Additionally, 
the City would recommit itself to the construction of 
Edgewood Boulevard and specifically agree to complete 
“Phase I” of the construction project extending the 
Boulevard from South Cedar to South Washington 
Avenue in 1986. 


Pursuant to the Federal District Court’s Scheduling 
Order, your consideration and acceptance or rejection 
of this proposed settlement is required. In the event you 
accept the proposal or you make a counter proposal 
which is acceptable to the other parties in the lawsuit, it 
is also necessary for you to make a formal determination 
that the City desires to proceed with Edgewood Boulevard 
along the proposed Alternate C route and that you 
request approval by the Michigan Department of 
Transportation of the utilization of the portions of 1-96 
right of way necessary to proceed with Alternate C.

Claimant began employment with the City in 197] as 
a maintenance worker in the Parks and Recreation 
Department. He injured his back on the job in June of 
1972 while driving a tractor. As a result of the injury, 
claimant underwent a series of back surgeries. Pain in 
his back and legs prohibited resumption of regular 
work duties and he last worked for the City in March of 
1973 at which point he was terminated. 


The City voluntarily paid Workers’ Compensation 
benefits following the injury in the amount of $93.08 
per week and all medical expenses including surgeries. 
Benefits were terminated for a time when claimant was 
employed as a security supervisor in 1981 and 1982. 
Claimant then petitioned for resumption of benefits 
and a trial was held on January 18, 1983. An open 
award was entered on February 8, 1983 by an 
Administrative Law Judge and the City has again been 
paying $93.08 a week and all medical expenses since 
that time. 


Mr. Drake is currently 27 years of age and the 
prognosis by treating physicians is poor. Wage benefits 
alone for the next thirty years would amount to 
$145,204.80. 


Based on the above, it is the recommendation of this 
office that the City’s future Workers’ Compensation 
liability be redeemed in the amount of $11,758.26.

Mr. Burge began employment with the City Parks 
and Recreation Department on May 24, 1957 as a 
zookeeper. A fall at work in 1973 resulted in a broken 
wrist. Surgery was performed but the fracture presented 
reoccurring problems which caused Mr. Burge to 
discontinue working in April of 1975. The City has 
voluntarily paid Workers’ Compensation benefits since 
that time in the amount of $99.00 per week. 


A recent medical re-evaluation concluded that insofar 
as the wrist is concerned, Mr. Burge could return to 
work. Although it appears that Mr. Burge is no longer 
disabled due to the injury for which ee was 
paid, it is unlikely that he could successfully return to 
work considering his overall physical condition. 


The City could file a petition to terminate benefits, 
however it is highly unlikely that the matter would be 
tried and an order entered earlier than two years in the 
future. Even then, if the City were to prevail, an appeal 
would be likely which would realistically extend the 
matter four to five years during which time the City 
would be required to continue paying benefits. 


Based on the above facts, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the Workers’ Compensation matter be 
redeemed for $10,000.00

As you may know, it has been some fourteen years 
since an effort has been made to clean debris from the 
Grand River in Lansing. As a result, there is much 
debris in the river which mars its beauty and which is 
dangerous to boaters. 


Recently, members of the Waterfront Development 
Board suggested to me that a clean-up effort ought to 
be undertaken. Accordingly, members of the Board 
were invited to meet with City and Board of Water and 
Light staff to discuss a possible clean-up. 


After much discussion, it has been agreed that: 
- River clean-up ought to be an ongoing multi year 
project. 


- As an initial effort, we will pick up smaller debris. 
Only after we have some clean-up experience will we go 
after large logs, large concrete chunks, etc. 


- We initially will undertake to clean a specific 
section of the river. We will do additional sections in 
upcoming years. 

We will begin our effort this July. We will be initially 
funded from our “miscellaneous trash pick-up” account. 

Our tentative schedule:

Attached is a staff report, “Downtown Traffic 
Circulation Study.”

Since the beginning of my administration, 1 have 
promoted regional cooperation on economic development 
matters. That is why I very actively supported providing 
UDAG funds to Meridian and Delta Townships to 
encourage industrial expansion. I believe that what 
benefits those communities also benefits the City of 
Lansing. 


For the past seven months, with my full support and 
direction, Alan E. Tubbs of my administration and 
Emerson Ohl, the EDC Director, have been meeting 
with other planning and economic development officials 
from the Tri-County area to formulate a program 
where we could cooperate together to retain our 
present employment base and promote new job oppor- 
tunities for the Tri-County area. 


The program would be supported by a regional 
economic development team composed of technicians 
whose responsibilities are to put together proposals in 
response to development inquiries for our area. In 
addition, an advisory group composed of elected 
officials from each governmental unit as well as 
representatives of educational institutions, business 
and labor would provide advice to the program, and an 
annual review of the work program activities of the 
team. 


The Chamber of Commerce will be the coordinating 
agency of the program. They will disseminate information 
to each participating governmental unit, assemble a 
regional response to development inquiries and receive 
and distribute funds necessary to accomplish the 
overall work program. 


Attached to this letter is a copy of the work program 
and budget necessary to accomplish the program. This 
budget is for hard costs such as promotions, brochures, 
and other associated costs. The staff costs will be 
provided in-kind by each of the contributing agencies 
to the program. 


In anticipation of this program, I included funds in 
my budget, which was approved by you, to finance 
Lansing’s participation. This participation is a 10% per 
capita assessment on an annual basis, or $13,500. All 
governmental units in the Tri-County area that participate 
will pay a 10% per capita assessment to defray program 
costs. Counties will be able to deduct participating 
city’s population in their assessment. 


Specifically, I am requesting that the City Council 
endorse the participation of the City in this program by 
authorizing the City Clerk and me to enter into a 
cooperative agreement with other governmental units 
to achieve the program objectives. I have attached a 
resolution which would give me that authorization.

(2) Employee means: 


(a) Any regular or permanent officer or employee 
of the City, and for the sole and exclusive purposes of 
this retirement system any employee of the Lansing 
Housing Commission. From and after January 1, 1971, 
any person who is employed on a regular or permanent 
basis by the District Court, except the judges of such 
court, shall be considered an “employee” of the City for 
the sole and exclusive purposes of this retirement 
system. The term “employee” shall not include any 
person who is compensated by the City or by the 
District Court wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor 
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the medical director, nor elective officials of the City, 
except as provided in paragraph (b) of this subsection, 
nor judges of the District Court. 


(b) Any elective official of the City shall be 
considered an employee, within the meaning of this 
chapter, upon filing a written application with the 
board. 


(c) In any cases of doubt, the board of trustees 
shall decide who is an employee within the meaning of 
this chapter. 


(3) Member means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system. 


(4) Compensation means a member’s salary, wages, 
and longevity bonus paid by the City for personal 
services rendered by the member to the City as an 
employee of the City. In case a member’s compensation 
is not all paid in money, the council shall fix the value of 
that part of the member’s compensation not paid in 
money. 


(5) Service means personal service rendered to the 
City by an employee of the City. 


(6) Credited service means the number of years, and 
fraction of a year, of service standing to a member’s 
credit in the member’s service account. 


(7) Board of trustees or board means the board of 
trustees of the General Employees’ Retirement System 
as provided for in this chapter. 


(8) Regular interest means such rate or rates of 
interest I annum, compounded annually, as the 
board of trustees shall from time to time determine, 
subject to the approval of the council. 


(9) Accumulated contributions means the sum of all 
amounts deducted from the compensation of amember 
and credited to the member’s individual account in the 
ee savings fund, together with regular interest 
thereon. 


(10) Final average compensation means the average 
of the highest annual compensation paid a member 
during a period of two (2) consecutive years of credited 
service contained within the member’s ten (10) years of 
credited service immediately preceding the date the 
member’s employment last terminated.

(12) Annuity means an annual amount, derived from 
a member’s accumulated contributions, payable in 
poe monthly installments throughout the future life 
of a person or for a temporary period as provided in 
this chapter. 


(13) Pension means an annual amount, derived from 
money provided by the City, payable in equal monthly 
installments throughout the future life of a person or 
for a temporary period as provided in this chapter. - 


(14) Retirement allowance means the sum of the 
annuity and the pension. 


(15) Retirant means a member who retires from City 
employment with a retirement allowance payable by 
the retirement system. 


(16) Beneficiary means any person, except aretirant, 
who is in receipt of, or who has entitlement to, a 
pension, retirement allowance, or other benefit, payable 
by the retirement system. 


(17) Annuity reserve means the present value of all 
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payments to be made on account of any annuity, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The annuity reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality table and 
regular interest as the board shall from time to time 
adopt. 


(18) Pension reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any pension, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The pension reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality and other 
tables of experience, and regular interest, as the board 
shall from time to time adopt. 


(19) Workers compensation period means the period 
a member, retirant, or beneficiary is in receipt of 
workers compensation on account of a disability or 
death arising out of and in the course of a member’s , 
City employment. If the member, retirant, or beneficiary 2 
is paid a single sum in lieu of future workers§ 
compensation, that individual’s workers compensation— 
period shall be the period, if any, the individual was in& 
receipt of weekly workers compensation plus the2 
period arrived at by dividing the said single sum by the‘. 
weekly workers compensation award. £ 


Sec. 26-5 Same - Membership, terms of office. 


(a) The board of trustees shall consist of eight (8)° 
trustees as follows:

On the basis of such 
actuarial investigation, the board shall adopt for the 
retirement system such mortality, service, and other 
tables of experience as shall be necessary in the 
operation of the system on an actuarial basis; and shall 
adopt for the system a rate or rates of regular interest. 


Sec. 26-18. Same - Rules governing. 


(a) The board shall fix and determine, by appropriate 
tules and regulations consistent with the provisions of 
this chapter, the amount of service to be credited a 
member in any calendar year; but in no case shall less 
than ten (10) days of service rendered by the member in 
any calendar month be credited as a month of service, 
nor shall less than eight (8) months of service rendered 
by the member in any calendar year be credited as a 
year of service, nor shall more than one (1) year of 
service be credited any member for all service rendered 
by the member in any calendar year.

Repayment shall be made in 
accordance with subsection (e) of section 26-34. 


Sec, 26-19. Same - War Service. 


A member who, while employed by the City, entered 
or enters the military service of the United States 
government during time of war or any period of 
compulsory military service, shall have such military 
service credited in the same manner as if the member 
had served the City without interruption: Provided,

that (1) the member reenters the employ of the City 
within one (1) year from the date of termination of the 
military service actually required, (2) the member 
returns to the employees savings fund all amounts the 
member might have withdrawn therefrom at the time 
the member entered or while in such military service, 
together with regular interest thereon from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment, and (3) in no case 
shall any member be credited with more than five (5) 
years of City service for all such military service 
rendered. In any case of doubt as to the amount of such 
military service to be credited any member, the board 
shall have final power to determine such amount. 
During a member's military service in the federal 
government and until re-employment by the City, the 
member’s contributions into the employee’s savings 
fund shall be suspended and the balance therein shall be 
accumulated at regular interest. 


Sec. 26-21. Retirement age and service requirements. 


(A) Except as sige in subsection B of this section 
and section 26-23(c), any member who either (1) has 
attained or attains age fifty-eight (58) years and has 
eight (8) or more years of credited service, or (2) has 
attained or attains age fifty-five (S55) years and has 
twenty-five (25) or more years of credited service, may 
retire upon written application to the board setting 
forth at what time, neither less than thirty (30) days nor 
more than ninety (90) days, subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, the member desires to be retired. 
Upon retirement, the member shall receive a retirement 
allowance provided in Section 26-22. 


(B) Effective June 30, 1987, a member who is 
associated with the F.O.P. Park Security Division and 
who either (1) has attained or attains age fifty-eight (58) 
years and has eight (8) or more years of credited service, 
or (2) has attained or attains age fifty (50) years and has 
twenty-five (25) or more years of credited service, may 
retire upon written application to the board setting 
forth at what time, neither less than thirty (30) days nor 
more than ninety (90) days, subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, the member desires to be retired. 
Upon retirement, the member shall receive a retirement 
allowance provided in Section 26-22. 


(C) Any member, except an elected official of the 
City, who has attained or attains age seventy (70) years 
shall be separated from City employment the first day 
of the calendar month next succeeding the month in 
which the member attains age seventy (70) years. If, at 
the time of separation from City employment, the 
member has eight (8) years of credited service, the 
member shall receive a retirement allowance provided 
for in Section 26-22. 


Sec. 26-22 Age and service retirement allowances. 


(a) Upon retirement, a member shall receive a 
straight life retirement allowance and shall have the 
right to elect to receive a retirement allowance under an 
option provided in section 26-27 in lieu of a straight life 
shall consist of benefits, set forth below: 


(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent 
of the member’s accumulated contributions standing to 
the member’s credit in the employees savings fund at 
the time of retirement, and 


(2) A pension which, when added to the member’s 
annuity, shall provide a straight life retirement allowance 
equal to the number of years, and fraction of a year, of 
credited service multiplied by two per cent (2%) of the 
member's final average compensation. 


(b) According to such rules and regulations as the 
board may from time to time adopt, any member who 
retires prior to the attainment of age sixty-five (65) 
years may elect to have the member’s straight life 
retirement allowance actuarially equated to provide an 
increased retirement allowance payable to the member’s 
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attainment of age sixty-five (65) years and a reduced 
retirement allowance payable thereafter. The increased 
retirement allowance payable to the member’s attainment 
of age sixty-five (65) years shall approximate the sum of 
the member’s reduced retirement allowance payable 
after the member’s attainment of age sixty-five (65) 
years and estimated social security primary insurance 
amount. 


(c) In the event a retirant dies before having received 
in straight life retirement allowance payments an 
gate amount equal to the accumulated contributions 
standing to the member’s credit in the employees 
savings fund at the time of retirement, the difference 
between the accumulated contributions and the aggregate 
amount of straight life retirement allowance payments 
received by the retirant shall be paid from the retirement 
reserve fund to such person as the member shail have 
nominated by written designation duly executed and 
filed with the board. If there be no such designated 
person surviving the retirant, such difference if any 
shall be paid to the retirant’s legal representative. No 
benefits shall be paid under this subsection on account 
of the death of a retirant if the member had elected 
option (A) or (B) provided in section 26-27. 


Sec. 26-23. Same - Deferred retirement. 


(a) Should any member who has eight (8) or more 
years of credited service separate from the employ of 
the City prior to the attainment of age fifty-eight (58) 
years, except through retirement or death, the member 
shall be entitled to a retirement allowance provided in 
section 26-22, as the section was in force at the time of 
the member’s separation from City employment; 
provided, that the member does not withdraw any 
accumulated contributions from the employees saving 
fund. The member’s retirement allowance shall begin 
the first day of the calendar month next following the 
month in which the applicatioin for same is filed with 
the board on or after the member’s attainment of age 
fifty-eight (58) years. During the period of the member’s 
absence from City employment regular interest shall be 
credited to the member’s accumulated contributions 
ied to the member’s credit in the employees saving 

und. 


(B) Should any member who has eight (8) or more 
years of credited service separate from the employ of 
the City prior to the attainment of age fifty-eight (58) 
years, except through retirement or death, and should 
the member thereafter die prior to attainment of age 
fifty-eight (58) years, and have a beneficiary Mes ero 
at the time of death, the member’s beneficiary shall be 
entitled to a retirement allowance provided in Section 
26-22(A), as the section was in force at the time of the 
member’s separation from City employment, provided, 
that the member does not withdraw any accumulated 
contribution from the employees saving fund. The 
beneficiary’s retirement allowance shall begin the first 
day of the calendar month following next following the 
month in which the beneficiary files an application for 
same with the board on or after the deceased former 
member would have attained age fifty-eight (58) years. 
During the deferral period, regular interest shall be 
credited to the deceased former member’s accumulated 
contributions standing to the member's credit in the 
employees saving fund. 


(C) If any member who has eight (8) or more years of 
credited service, and who either was a member of the 
executive pay plan of the City on February 15, 1985, or 
was a member of council or internal audit staff as of 
February 15, 1985, separates from the employ of the 
City prior to obtaining the age requirements set forth in 
section 26-21(A), that member shall be entitled to 
receive upon that member’s date of separation the 
regular age and service retirement allowance provided 
for in section 26-22. 


(D) Any member who had five (5) or more years of 
credited service and was transferred from the employ of 
the City to the employ of Ingham County Health 
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Department on July 1, 1947, shall remain a member 
during the period employed by the ap fa County 
Health Department. Whenever the sum of City credited 
service and Ingham County credited service equals at 
least ten (10) years, the member shail become entitled to 
adeferred retirement allowance computed according to 
section 26-22 upon the basis of the member’s City 
credited service. In determining the member’s final 
average compensation, the compensations paid by 
Ingham County Health Department shall be treated as 
if they were paid by the City. The retirement allowance 
shall begin the first day of the calendar month next 
following the month in which the member’s application 
for same is filed with the board on or after (1) the 
member’s attainment of age sixty (60) years, or (2) the 
member's retirement from county employment, whichever 
is later. In the event the member withdraws all or part 
of the member’s accumulated contributions from the 
employees saving fund, that individual shall thereupon 
cease to be a member and shall forfeit all rights in and 
to a deferred retirement allowance provided for in this 
section. 


Sec. 26-24. Total and permanent disability - Con- 
ditions. 


(a) Upon the application of a member, or the 
member’s department head on his behalf, a member 
who (1) is in the employ of the City, (2) has ten (10) or 
more years of credited service, and (3) becomes totally 
and permanently incapacitated for duty in the employ 
of the City by reason of a personal injury or disease, 
may be retired by the board: Provided, that (1) after a 
medical examination of the member made by or under 
the direction of the medical director, the medical 
director certifies to the board that the member is 
mentally or physically totally incapacitated for duty in 
the employ of the City and that such incapacity will 
probably be permanent, and (2) the report of the 
medical director is concurred in by the board. 


(b) The ten (10) year service requirement provided 
for in paragraph (a) of this section shall be waived for a 
member in the event (1) the board finds the member is 
totally and permanently incapacitated for duty in the 
employ of the City as the natural and proximate result 
of a personal injury or disease arising out of and in the 
course of the actual performance of duty in the employ 
of the City, and (2) the member is in receipt of workers 
compensation on account of the total and permanent 
incapacity occurring as the result of the City employment. 


Sec. 26-25. Same - Computation of benefits - Non- : 


duty disability. 


If a member retires on account of total and permanent ° 
disability, as provided in section 26-24, and the board | 


finds that the member's disability did not occur as a 
result of causes arising out of and in the course of the 
member’s actual performance of duty in the employ of 
the City, the member shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance computed according to the provisions of 
section 26-22 exclusive of subsection (b). In no case 
shall the member’s disability retirement allowance be 
less than fourteen per cent (14%) of the member’s final 
average compensation. The member’s disability retire- 
ment allowance shall be subject to sections 26-32, 26- 
33, and 26-33.1. Upon retirement, the member shall 
have the right to elect to receive a retirement allowance 
under an option provided in section 26-27 in lieu of a 
straight life retirement allowance. 


Sec. 26-26. Same - Computation of benefits - Duty 
disability. 


If a member retires before attainment of age sixty 
(60) years on account of total and permanent disability, 
as provided in section 26-24, and the board finds that 
the disability is the natural and proximate result of 
causes arising out of and in the course of the member's 
actual performance of duty in the employ of the City, 
the member shall receive a disability retirement allowance 
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computed according to section 26-22, exclusive of 
subsection (b). In computing disability retirement 
allowance the credited service to be used shall be the 
sum of / (1) the members credited service in force at the 
date of retirement and (2) the number of years, and 
fraction of a year, in the period from the date of the 
member's retirement to the date the member would 
attain age sixty (60) years. During the workers 
compensation period the member’s disability retirement 
allowance shall not exceed the difference between the 
member's final compensation and workers compensation 
converted to an annual basis. His disability retirement 
allowance shall be subject to sections 26-32, 26-33, and 
26-33.1. Upon retirement, the member shall have the 
right to elect to receive a retirement allowance under an 
option provided in section 26-27 in lieu of a straight life 
retirement allowance, Upon the attainment of age sixty 
(60) years, the retirant shall be removed from disability 
retirement and transferred to age and service retirement 
as provided in section 26-22. 


Sec. 26-26.1. Increase in benefits. 


The benefits calculated in sections 26-22, 26-25, and 
26-26 shall be increased as per this section. Effective 
February 1, 1984, benefits for retirants and beneficiaries 
whose effective date of retirement is before November 
4, 1979, shall receive an increase. This increase shall be 
calculated by this formula: one percent (1%) times the 
tetirant’s or beneficiary’s benefit on February 1, 1984, 
times the number of full calendar years between the 
effective date of retirement and January 1, 1984. 


Sec. 26-28. Death incurred in line of duty - Benefits. 


(A) In the event (1) a member dies as the result of a 
personal injury or disease arising solely and exclusively 
out of and in the course of employment by the City, or 
(2) a disability retirant dies prior to attaining age sixty 
(60) years and within a period of three (3) years from 
and after the disability retirement as the result of the 
same injury or disease for which the member retired, 
and in either case the death, injury, or disease resulting 
in death, be found by the board to have occurred as the 
natural and proximate result of causes arising solely 
and exclusively out of and in the course of the actual 
performance of duty in the employ of the City, the 
applicable benefits provided in subsection (B), (C), (D), 
and (E) of this section shall be paid subject to the 
condition that workers compensation is paid on account 
of the death of the member or retirant. 


(B) In the case of a deceased member, the accumulated 
contributions standing to the member’s credit in the 
employees saving fund at the time of death shall be paid 
in accordance with section 26-31. 


(C) The surviving spouse, if not remarried, shall 
receive a surviving spouse’s pension equal to the 
surviving spouse’s weekly workers poe ein con- 
verted to an annual basis. Such pension shall begin upon 
termination of the surviving spouse’s workers compen- 
sation period and shall terminate upon remarriage or 
death, whichever occurs first. As used in this section, 
the term surviving spouse means the person to whom 
the deceased member or retirant was married at the 
time of employment with the City last terminated. 


(D) The unmarried child or children under age 
twenty-one (21) years shall each receive a child’s 
pension equal to the child’s weekly workers compensation 
converted to an annual basis. Such child’s pension shall 
begin upon termination of the child’s workers com- 
pensation period and shall terminate upon the attainment 
of age twenty-one (21) years, or death, or marriage, 
whichever comes first. Should the surviving spouse 
pension be terminated, as provided in subsection (C) of 
this section, and should an unmarried child or children 
under age twenty-one (21) years of the deceased 
member or retirant outlive the surviving spouse, each 
such child’s pension shall be increased by an equal 
share of the surviving spouse’s pension. 


(E) The parent or parents shall each receive a parent’s 
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pension equal to the parent’s weekly workers com- 
pensation converted to an annual basis. Such parent’s 
pension shall begin upon termination of the parent's 
workers compensation period and shall terminate upon 
remarriage or death, whichever occurs first. 


Sec. 26-29. Non-duty death benefits - Election of 
option. 


Any member who continues in the employ of the City 
on or after the date the member acquires eight (8) years 
of credited service may, at any time prior to retirement 
elect option A provided for in section 26-27, in the same 
manner as if the member were then retiring from City 
employment, and nominate a beneficiary whom the 
board finds to be dependent upon the member for at 
least fifty per cent (50%) of support due to lack of 
financial means. Prior to the effective date of retirement, 
a member may revoke the election of option A and 
nomination of beneficiary, and may again elect option 
A and nominate a beneficiary as provided in this 
section. Upon death or marriage or remarriage of the 
said beneficiary prior to the effective date of the 
member's retirement, the election of option A and 
nomination of beneficiary shall be automatically revoked. 
Upon the death of a member who has an option A 
election in force, the member’s beneficiary shall 
immediately receive a retirement allowance computed 
according to section 26-22, exclusive of subsection (b), 
in the same manner in all respects as if the member had 
retired under an option A election the day preceding 
the date of death, notwithstanding that the member 
might not have attained age fifty-eight (58) years. If a 
member has an option A election and nomination of 
beneficiary in force at the time of retirement, the 
member’s election of option A and nomination of 
beneficiary shall thereafter continue in force; provided, 
however, that within sixty (60) days preceding the date 
of retirement, the member shall have the right to elect 
to take a retirement allowance as a straight life 
retirement allowance or under another option provided 
in section 26-27. No retirement allowance shall be paid 
under this section on account of the death of a member 
if any benefits are payable or are to be payable under 
section 26-28 on account of death. 


Sec. 26-30. Same - Option A provision. 


Any member who continues in the employ of the City 
on or after the date the member has acquired eight (8) 
years of credited service, and does not have an option A 
election on force, as provided in section 26-29, and dies 
while in the employ of the City the surviving spouse 
shall immediately receive a retirement allowance 
computed according to section 26-22, exclusive of 
subsection (b) as if the said member had retired 
effective the day preceding the date of death. No 
retirement allowance shall be paid under this section on 
account of the death of a member if any benefits are 
payable or are to be payable under section 26-28 on 
account of death. 


Sec. 26-32. Re-examination of disability retirants. 


At least once each year during the first five (5) years 
following the retirement of a member with a disability 
retirement allowance and at least once in every three (3) 
year period thereafter, the board may, or upon the 
disability retirant’s application shall, require any 
disability retirant, who has not attained age sixty (60) 
years, to undergo a medical examination to be made by 
or under the direction of the medical director. Should 
any such disability retirant refuse to submit to such 
medical examination in any such period, the retirant’s 
disability retirement allowance may be discontinued by 
the board until the retirant withdraws such refusal. 
Should such refusal continue for one year all the 
retirant’s rights in and to a disability retirement 
allowance may be revoked by the board. If, upon such 
medica] examination of aretirant, the medical director 
reports to the board, and such report is concurred in by 
the board, that the retirant is physically able and

capable of resuming employment with the City, the 
retirant shall be re-employed by the City and the 
disability retirement allowance shall terminate. In re- 
employing the retirant reasonable latitude shall be 
allowed the City in placing the retirant in a position 
commensurate to the retirant’s type of work and rate of 
compensation at the time of retirement. 


Sec. 26-33. Same - Returning to City employment. 


A disability retirant who has been or shall be 
returned to the employ of the City, as provided in 
section 26-32, shall from the date of the retirant’s return 
again become a member of the retirement system. The 
member's credited service in force at the time of 
disability retirement shall be restored to the member’s 
credit. The member shall be given service credit for the 
period the member was receiving a disability retirement 
allowance provided for in this chapter if within such 
period the member was in receipt of workers com- 
pensation on account of total and permanent disability 
arising out of and in the course of City employment; 
otherwise, the member shall not be given service credit 
for the period the member was in receipt of a disability 
retirement allowance. 


Sec. 26-33.1 Adjustment of disability retirement 
allowance. 


(a) If a disability retirant becomes engaged in a 
gainful occupation, business, or employment, and the 
sum of pay or other remuneration from such occupation, 
business, or other employment and the retirant’s disability 
retirement allowance exceeds the retirant’s final com- 
pensation, the amount of the retirant’s disability 
retirement allowance shall be reduced to an amount 
which together with the amount so earned by the 
disability retirant shall equal, but not exceed, the final 
compensation. For the purpose of this section only a 
retirant’s final compensation shall be increased two 
percent (2%) for each completed calendar year the 
retirant is in receipt of a disability retirement allowance. 
Should the retirant’s earnings be later changed, the 
disability retirement allowance shall be adjusted 
accordingly. 


(b) Each disability retirant shall file with the board at 
least annually, a statement of the retirant’s earnings on 
forms furnished by the board, together with such 
pris dpe data as may be requested by the board to 
establish a basis for determining earnings for operation 
of this section. The board may from time to time adopt 
rules and regulations for defining earnings for purposes 
of application of this section. Failure by a disability 
retirant to submit required information upon written 
request by the board may, in the discretion of the 
board, subject the disability retirant to suspension of 
retirement allowance payment. 


Sec. 26-34. Employees savings fund. 


(a) The employees savings fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund in which shal! be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contribution deducted from the 
compensations of members to provide their annuities; 
and from which shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this chapter. 


(b) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a 
member to the retirement system shall be the sum of 
three per cent (3%) of the first forty-two hundred 
dollars ($4,200.00) of annual compensation plus five 
per cent (5%) of the portion, if any, of the annual 
compensation which is in excess of forty-two hundred 
dollars ($4,200.00). From and after December 31, 1966, 
each member shall contribute to the retirement system 
three per cent (3%) of the annual compensation except 
as hereinafter provided: 


(1) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, each of the following shall not contribute: 


a. A member who is a part- or full-time elected 
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official; 
b. A member who is part of the executive plan. 


(2) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, and through all pay periods ending before 
July 1, 1983, each of the following shall contribute one 
and five tenths per cent (1.5%) of the member’s annual 
compensation. 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor 
union and is uot employed on a regular and permanent 
basis by the District Court and is not employed by the 
Lansing Housing Commission and is not described in 
(1) above; 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agreement 
proving for the contribution of no more than one and 

ive tenths per cent (1.5%) of each member’s annual 
compensation to the employees savings fund. 


(3) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July |, 1983, each of the following shall not contribute: 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor 
union and is not employed on a regular or permanent 
basis by the District Court and is not described in (1) 
above; 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agreement 
which does not provide for its members to make any 
contributions to the employees savings fund. 


(c) The director of finance or other officer responsible 
for making the payroll shall cause the contributions 
rovided in subsection (b) of this section to be deducted 
rom the compensation of each member on each and 
every payroll, foreach and every payroll period, so long 
as the member remains employed by the City. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum compensation 
provided by law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent and 
agree to the deductions made and provided herein. 
Payment of compensation less such deductions shall be 
a full and complete discharge and acquittance of all 
claims and demands whatsoever for the services rendered 
by such person during the period covered by such 
payments, except as to benefits provided under this 
chapter. When deducted, the contributions of each 
member shall be paid to the retirement system and shall 
be credited to the individual account in the employees 
savings fund. 


(e) In addition to the contribution deducted from the 
compensation of a member as hereinbefore provided, a 
member shall, in order to qualify for prior service 
credit, deposit in the employees savings fund, by a 
single payment or by an increased rate of contribution 
as determined by the board, the accumulated con- 
tributions, if any, the member withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest from the date of withdrawal 
to the date of repayment. Repayment shall be made in 
accordance with the rule the board shall from time to 
time determine. The rules shall not require full repayment 
prior to the date which is one (1) year following the date 
of renewed membership nor shall the rules permit full 
repayment to extend beyond the date which is four (4) 
years following the date of renewed membership or 
following the effective date of this amendment, whichever 
is later. If a member dies prior to completion of 
repayment and leaves a spouse, the spouse must pay the 
balance due within sixty (60) days of the member’s 
death. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date the member withdrew 
the accumulated contributions until the member repays 
i * employees savings fund all amounts due such 

und. 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member, the member’s 
accumulated contributions shall be transferred from 
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the employees savings fund to the retirement reserve 
fund. At the expiration of a period of five (5) years from 
and after the date an employees ceases to be a member 
any balance standing to the member’s credit in the 
employees savings fund, unclaimed by such member or 
the member’s legal representative, shall remain a part 
of the monies of the retirement system and shall be 
transferred to the income fund, if no retirement allowance 
will become payable under this chapter on account of 
the member’s City employment. 


Sec. 26-35. Same - Retirement reserve fund. 


The retirement reserve fund is hereby created. It shall 
be the fund from which shall be paid all annuities and 
pensions payable as provided in this chapter. Should a 
disability retirant return to the employ of the City, the 
disability retirant’s annuity reserve computed as of the 
date of return shall be transferred from the retirement 
reserve fund to the employees savings fund and shall 
be credited to the member’s individual account therein; 
and the member’s pension reserve at that time shall be 
transferred to the pension accumulation fund. 


Sec. 26-36. Same - Pension accumulation fund. 


The pension accumulation fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated reserves 
for the payment of pensions and other benefits payable 
from contributions made by the City. Upon the basis of 
such mortality and other tables of experience, and 
regular interest, the actuary shall annually compute the 
annuity and pension reserves (1) for annuities and 
pensions being paid retirants and beneficiaries and (2) 
covering service rendered and to be rendered by 
members. The portion of the annuity and pension 
reserves not financed by members’ contributions shall 
be financed by annual appropriations, to be made by 
the council, determined according to subsections (1), 
(2), and (3) below: 


(1) The appropriations for members’ current service 
shall be a percentage of their annual compensations 
which will produce an amount which, if paid annually 
by the City during their future service, will be sufficient 
to provide the reserves, at the time of the members’ 
retirements, for the pension portions of the retirement 
allowances to be paid them based upon their future 
service. 


(2) The appropriations for members’ accrued service 
shall be a percentage of their annual compensations 
which will produce an amount to be determined by the 
board which, if paid annually by the City over a period 
of years will amortize, at regular interest, the unfunded 
annuity and pension reserves, if any, for the accrued 
service portions of the retirement allowances to which 
the members might be entitled. 


(3) The appropriations for pensions and retirement 
allowances being paid retirants and beneficiaries shall 
be a percentage of the annual compensations of 
members which will produce an amount to be determined 
by the board which, if paid annually by the City over a 
period of years will amortize, at regular interest, the 
unfunded annuity and pension reserves, if any, for 
pensions and retirement allowances being paid retirants 
and beneficiaries. 


(b) Upon the retirement of a member, or at the time a 
pension becomes payable to a beneficiary on account of 
the death of a member, the pension reserve for such 
pension shall be transferred from the pension ac- 
cumulation fund to the retirement reserve fund. The 
board may, from time to time, transfer from the 

msion accumulation fund to the retirement reserve 
‘und such additional amounts as are necessary to 
satisfy the actuarial requirements of the retirement 
reserve fund. The board may from time to time transfer 
from the pension accumulation fund to the income 
fund such amounts as are required to cover any 
deficiency in the income fund. 
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Sec. 26-38. Same - Administration and investment 
expenses of system. : 


The administrative expenses of the retirement system 
shall be paid by the City from its general fund, except 
insofar as they are related to investment of fund assets, 
in which case investment expenses shall be paid from 
investment proceeds. Expenses related to investment of 
fund assets shall include but not be limited to fees for 
services of outside investment managers, bank cus- 
todians, and investment performance evaluators. 


Sec. 26-39. Same - Appropriations. 


The board shail certify the amounts of appropriations 
necessary to pay into the various funds of the retirement 
system as enumerated in this chapter according to legal 
budget procedure. 


Sec. 26-40. Same - Use of funds. 


All funds of the retirement system shall be held for 
the sole purpose of meeting disbursements for pensions, 
retirement allowances, and other payments authorized 
by this chapter and shall be used for no other purpose. 
The crediting of monies to the various funds of the 
system shall be interpreted to refer to accounting 

rocedures and not to the actual segregation of monies 
in various funds of the system. 


Sec. 26-41. Management of retirement system assets 
- Powers of board. 


The board shall be the trustees of the assets of the 
retirement system and shall have full power to invest 
and reinvest such assets subject to Act #314 of the 
Public Acts of 1965, as amended, and as the same might 
from time to time be amended. The board shall have 
full power to hold, purchase, sell, assign, transfer and 
dispose of any securities in which any of the monies of 
the system have been invested, as well as the proceeds of 
said investments and any monies belonging to the 
system. The board shall also have the power to 
purchase notes, bonds, or other obligations of the City 
before or after the same are offered to the public and 
with or without advertising for bids. 


Sec. 26-42. Same - No trustees shall gain from 
system’s investments. 


Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, no 
trustee or officer or employee of the retirement system 
shall have any interest direct or indirect in the gains or 
profit from any investments made by the board. No 
such person directly or indirectly, for himself or as an 
agent or partner of others, shall borrow any of the 
monies or deposits of the system or in any manner use 
the same except to make such current and necessary 
payments as are authorized by the board. No such 
person shall become an endorser or surety or become in 
any manner an obligator for any monies loaned by or 
borrowed from the system. 


Sec. 26-44. Same - Custodian of funds. 


The city treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of 
the retirement system. All payments from such funds 
shall be made according to charter provisions only 
upon regular city vouchers signed by two (2) persons 
designated by the board. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previously authorized by a 
specific or continuing resolution adopted by the board. 


Sec. 26-45. Assignments prohibited. 


The right of a person to a pension, an annuity, or a 
retirement allowance, the return of accumulated 
contributions, the pension, annuity, or retirement 
allowance itself, any optional peoetnk, and any right 
accrued or accruing to any person under the provisions 
of this chapter, and the monies of the retirement system 
shall be unassignable and shall not be subject to 
execution, garnishment, attachment, the operation of 
bankruptcy or insolvency law, or any other process of 
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law whatsoever, except as is specifically provided in 
this chapter. 


Section 2. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This Ordinance shall take effect thirty 
(30) days from its passage unless given immediate effect 
by the City Council.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that Chapter 31 be amended by revising 
Section 31-175 for the purpose of providing for additional 
situations where vehicles may be towed and setting the 
fee for impoundment of such vehicles. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section!. That Chapter 3! of the Code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan be amended by revising section 
31-175 to read as follows: 


Sec. 31-175. Authority to impound vehicles generally. 


(A) Members of the police department, the park 
police, or employees of the transportation division of 
the public service department are hereby authorized to 
remove a vehicle from a street or highway to the nearest 
garage or other place of safety, or to a garage designated 
or maintained by the police department, or otherwise 
maintained by this city under the circumstances 
hereinafter enumerated: 


(1) When any vehicle is left unattended upon any 
bridge where such vehicle constitutes an obstruction to 
traffic. 


(2) When a vehicle upon an alley, street, or 
highway is so disabled or defective so as to create an 
immediate hazard or obstruction to traffic. 


(3) When any vehicle is left unattended upon a 
street and is so parked illegally as to constitute a 
definite hazard or obstruction to the normal movement 
of traffic. 


(4) When a vehicle is left unattended in a street, 
alley, or public parking facility in an area designated by 
one or more signs as a “tow away zone” or in an area 
wherein standing or parking is prohibited or restricted 
as indicated by the appropriate signs. 


(5) When signs have been duly erected or parking 
meters have been capped indicating that parking is 
prohibited. 


(6) When the driver of such vehicle is taken into 
custody by the police department and such vehicle 
would thereby be left unattended upon a street, alley, or 
highway. 
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(7) Where removal is necessary in the interest of 
public safety or welfare because of fire, flood, storm, or 
snow. 


(B) No impounded vehicle shall be discharged or 
removed from its storage area except upon the payment 
by the owner of such vehicle or the owner's representative 
of such sums as are set by Ordinance of the city council 
for the removal and storage of said vehicle, and such 
other sums as the city may become obligated to pay for 
the removal and storage of said vehicle. Provided, 
however, that no towing or storage fee shall be charged 
for a stolen vehicle if the vehicle is claimed within four 
(4) days of receipt or seven (7) days after mailing of the 
notice of impounding, whichever shall first occur and if 
the claimant signs an affidavit stating that the claimant 
is the owner of the vehicle and the vehicle was stolen. If 
the vehicle is not claimed within four (4) days of receipt 
or ten (10) days of the sending of the notice, whichever 
shall first occur, then the vehicle owner shall pay the 
towing and storage fee before the vehicle shall be 
discharged or removed from its storage area. Provided 
that upon a showing of good cause to the transportation 
division by the vehicle owner as to why the vehicle was 
not claimed within the earlier of four (4) days of receipt 
of the notice or seven (7) days after mailing of the 
notice, the towing and storage fee may be waived. 


Section 2. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This Ordinance shall take effect thirty

Whereas, the City of Lansing (“The City”) is authorized 
by Section 3b of Chapter IV of Act 202 of the Public 
Acts of Michigan, as amended, MCL 131.1 et. seq. 
(“Act 202”), to borrow money and issue its notes 
(“Notes”) in anticipation of the collection of all or part 
of the ad valorem real property taxes to be levied on 
July 1, 1985 (the “Levy Date”), on real property located 
within the corporate boundaries of the City by the City 
and by any or all of the other units of government for 
which the City is the local property tax collecting unit 
pursuant to Act 206 of the Public Acts of Michigan of 
1983, as amended, MCL 211.1 et. seq. (“Act 506", 
including the Lansing School District, Holt Public 
Schools, the Ingham Intermediate School District, and 
Lansing Community College (collectively, the “Units”), 
and 


Whereas, the City is authorized by Act 202 to 
distribute to itself and to the Units the proceeds of such 
notes together with sufficient amounts of the initial tax 
collections, if needed, to effect a partial funding of the 
taxes levied, thereby providing the City and the Units 
iy an improved cash flow for local budget purpsoes, 
an 


Whereas, the City has provided notice to each of the 
Units of its intent to issue such notes, and 


Whereas, pursuant to such notice, the Units have 
each adopted or are expected to adopt a resolution to 
consent to and request the issuance of the notes and to 
authorize the execution of an agreement with the City 
dated as of July 1, 1985 (collectively, the “Tax Levy 
Agreement”) to set forth the responsibilities of the City 
and each Unit with respect to the notes, and 


Whereas, the issuance of such notes will serve a 
public purpose, and 


Whereas, the City hereby determines to borrow an 
amount of $30,000,000 and issue its tax anticipation 
notes to evidence such borrowing. 


Now, Therefore Be It Resolved as follows: 
1, In addition to the words and terms defined in the 


preamble, the following words and terms as used in this 
recalntian (the “Note Autharizing Resolution” shall! 
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have the following meanings: 
“Bank” refers to Bankers Trust Company. 


“Indenture” refers to the Indenture of Trust dated as 
- July 1, 1985, by and between the City and the 
rustee. 


“Letter of Credit” refers to the irrevocable direct 
Letter of Credit issued by the Bank in favor of the 
Trustee for the benefit of the holders of the Note. 


“Letter of Credit Agreement” refers to the Letter of 
Credit Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, by and 
between the Bank and the City, which provides for the 
issuance of the Letter of Credit by the Bank. 


“Note Purchase Agreement” refers to the Note 
Purchase Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, by and 
between the City and the Bank, which provides for the 
initial purchase of the Notes by the Bank. 


“Notes” refers to the City’s Tax Anticipation Variable 
Rate Demand Notes, Series 1985. 


“Official Statement” refers to the Official Statement 
dated as of the date of its issuance and pertaining to the 
Notes. 


“Pledge Agreement” refers to the Pledge and Security 
Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, between the Bank 
and the City. 


“Purchaser” refers to Bankers Trust Company in 
such capacity. 


“Remarketing Agent” refers to Bankers Trust Company 
in such capacity. 


“Remarketing Agreement” refers to the TENR (R) 
Services and Remarketing Agreement dated as of July 
1, 1985, between the Remarketing Agent and the City. 


“Tax Levy means the ad valorem real property taxes 
levied by the Units and the City on the Levy Date on 
real property located within the corporate boundaries 
of the City but shall not include any industrial facilities 
taxes levied pursuant to Act 198 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1974, as amended, commercial facilities 
taxes levied pursuant to Act 255 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1978, as amended, or tax increment 
revenues levied pursuant to Act 450 of the Public Acts 
of Michigan of 1980, as amended. 


“Tender Agent” refers to Bankers Trust Company in 
such capacity. 


“Tender Agent Agreement” refers to the Tender 
Agent Agreement dated as of July 1, 1985, between the 
Tender Agent, the Trustee, and the City. 


“Trustee” refers to that entity designated as Trustee 
under the Indenture by the City and approved by the 
Bank prior to the issuance of the Notes. 


2. The City shall borrow $30,000,000 and issue, in 
anticipation of the pledged portion of the Tax Levy, the 
Notes pursuant to Act 202. If, upon consultation with 
City officials, note counsel determines that notes issued 
in the amount of $30,000,000 would not be tax exempt, 
the Mayor and the City Clerk are hereby authorized to 
issue the Notes in such lesser amount as would be, in the 
opinion of note counsel, tax exempt. 


3. The Notes shall be dated as provided in the 
Indenture and shall bear interest at a maximum rate of 
twleve per cent (12%) per annum and shall be issued 
and payable upon the terms and conditions, including 
certain rights and obligations of redemption, acceleration 
and purchase prior to maturity as set forth in the 
Indenture on file with the City Clerk. 


4. The Council hereby determines that the Notes are 
payable not later than the estimated time of collection 
of an amount sufficient for payment of the Notes out of 
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the taxes pledged therefor. 


5. The principal of and interest on the Notes shall be 
aa primarily from and secured by the Trust 
State, to be defined in the Indenture, including 
without limitation, (i) the Revenues, as defined in the 
Indenture, and (ii) the rights of the City under the Tax 
Levy Agreements, all in the manner and as set forth in 
the Indenture, which Trust Estate shall be assigned 
pursuant to the Indenture by the City to the Trustee for 
the benefit of the Bank, as the issuer of the Letter of 
Credit, and the holders of the Notes. 


6. The Notes and the obligations of the City under 
the Indenture, Letter of Credit Agreement, Remarketing 
Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement, Pledge Agree- 
ment, and Note Purchase Agreement shall be general 
obligations of the City, secured by its full faith and 
credit, which shall include the City’s limited tax 
obligations within applicable charter, statutory, and 
constitutional limits. Should the Trust Estate, as 
defined in the Indenture, prove insufficent for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Notes or the 
City’s satisfaction of the City’s obligations under the 
Indenture, Letter of Credit Agreement, Remarketing 
Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement, or Pledge Agree- 
ment, the City shall pay the principal of and interest on 
the Notes or staisfy such obligations as a first budget 
obligation from its general funds including the Lp of 
ad valorem taxes on all taxable property in the City, 
subject to constitutional, statutory and charter tax 
limitations. The City does not have the power to levy 
taxes for payment of principal of and interest on the 
Notes or to satisfy its obligations under the Indenture, 
Letter of Credit Agreement, Remarketing Agreement, 
Tender Agent Agreement, Pledge Agreement, and 
Note Purchase Agreement in excess of its charter, 
statutory, and constitutional limitations. 


7. The Notes shall be sold at a private sale to the 
Purchaser pursuant to Act 202 in accordance with the 
Note Purchase Agreement. A notice of the sale of the 
Notes shall be published in a publication approved by 
the Michigan Department of Treasury within 45 days 
after delivery of the Notes to the Purchaser in conformity 
with Act 202. 


8. All fees, charges, and costs associated with the 
issuance of the Notes shall be paid in accordance with 
the terms of the Indenture. 


9. The Mayor and the City Clerk are authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver the Notes, in the manner 
set forth in the Indenture in substantially the form 
approved with such necessary and appropriate immaterial 
variations, ommissions, corrections and insertions as 
required, for and on behalf of the City. 


10. The form and substance of the Indenture, Letter 
of Credit Agreement, Remarketing Agreement, Tender 
Agent Agreement, Pledge Agreement, Note Purchase 
Agreement and Tax Levy Agreements on file with the 
City Clerk are hereby approved. The Mayor and City 
Clerk are authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver the Indenture, Letter of Credit Agreement, 
Remarketing Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement, 
Pledge Agreement, Note Purchase Agreement and Tax 
Levy Agreements in substantially the form approved 
with such necessary and appropriate variations, 
omissions, corrections, and insertions as may be required 
which are not disadvantageous to the City. 


11. The Notes shall be delivered with the unqualified 
legal opinion of Miller, Canfield, Paddock, and Stone, 
bond attorneys of the City of Lansing and Detroit, 
Michigan, who are designated as note counsel with 
respect to the Notes. 


12, The Mayor, City Clerk, City Assessor, City 
Treasurer, City Attorney, Finance Director and/or 
City Controller are authorized and directed to execute

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Indenture, Letter of Credit Agreement, Remarketing 
Agreement, Tender Agent Agreement,.Pledge Agree- 
ment, Note Purchase Agreement and Tax Levy 
Agreements and/or convenient to effectuate the 
execution and delivery of such documents or the Notes.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


Aclaim was filed with the City by Richard Shuler on 
behalf of Hugh Paul Hornsby in the amount of 
$159.99. Mr. Shuler alleges that Mr. Hornsby’s radar 
detector was taken from him by the Lansing Police 
Department and tagged as evidence. The District Court 
action resulting from the seizure of Mr. Hornsby’s 
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radar detector was subsequently dismissed with prejudice 
after a ruling by the Michigan Supreme Court stating 
that these devices were legal. Instead of returning the 
detector to Mr. Hornsby, the radar detector was 
destroyed by the Lansing Police Department. 


While the seizure of evidence for a trial is permissible, 
title to property, other than illegal contraband, remains 
with its owner. When the property is no longer required 
as evidence, a duty exists to return the property to its 
—. In this case, the City destroyed the property 
instead. 


Although the City is immune from liability for 
negligent acts in the course of governmental functions 
such as police protection, the destruction of seized 
property is an intentional act to which that immunity 
would not apply. 


For the foregoing reasons it is the recommendation 
of this office that the claim in the amount of $159.99 be 
paid.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


Helen Baldwin, of 461 Crooked Lake Drive, Lake, 
Michigan, filed this claim for damages to her eyeglasses 
in the amount of $85.00. Mrs. Baldwin claims she fell 
ona City sidewalk on December 17, 1984, and incurred 
physical injuries which were covered by her insurance, 
and scratched eyeglasses for which she has no insurance. 


The City Engineer investigated Mrs. Baldwin’s claim 
and determined she fell on the north side of Kalamazoo 
Street, just west of Capitol Avenue, where a “step” in 
the sidewalk was previously repaired. Portions of the 
repair work have broken away and currently expose a 
“step” between one and one-half and two inches in 
height, It is not the City’s practice to repair “steps” in 
sidewalks of less than two inches. 


According to state statute, sidewalks are governed by 
provisions for defective highway liability. MCLA 
691.1402 and cases construing that statute, as well as 
Section 38-29 of the City of Lansing Code of Ordinances, 
place a duty upon the City to maintain sidewalks in 
reasonable repair. There is a long line of cases, 
however, which hold that a municipality is not responsible 
to maintain a perfectly smooth walkway. In light of this 
rule, a defect in the sidewalk that does not exceed two 
inches in height has not been interpreted to subject a 
city to liability for damages resulting therefrom. Rule v. 
Cf City, 30 Mich App 396 (1971), affirmed 387 Mich 


Thus under the facts presented by the claimant and 
the City Engineer’s investigation, it is the opinion of 
this office that this claim be denied.

Dear Councilmembers: 
A situation was recently brought to the attention of 
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the Lansing Board of Police Commissioners by a 
concerned citizen of this City, and after hearing it the 
Board unanimously approved a motion that this be 
brought to your attention. 


There was an incident of a “noise” call on September 
4, 1978. Two officers responded. A subject sprayed the 
officers in the face with a poisonous bug spray and then 
pushed one officer through a plate glass window. This 
officer, a female, nearly bled to death, and had it not 
been for her fellow officer stemming the flow of blood, 
and a back-up unit arriving to rush her to the hospital, 
she would have died. As a result, she has had to leave 
the Lansing Police Department as her right hand is 
permanently damaged. — 


The cause of concern on the part of this citizen is the 
lack of support from the system toward this officer. The 
accused subject was arraigned, bonded out ona felony 
assault charge and immediately left the State. He 
returned seven years later, and on February 8, 1985, 
was arrested. He appeared in the District Court of 
Judge Claude Thomas, pled guilty, and was sentenced 
to $30.00 or three days for leaving the State, The Judge 
took the assault charge under advisement until May 8, 
1985. In the meantime, during March, this citizen 
called the Prosecutor’s Office to find that the felony 
charges had been reduced to misdemeanors. In addition, 
this group wrote wrote to the Prosecutor’s Office and a 
copy of that letter is attached. 


On May 7, 1985, the citizen called and found that the 
subject was to appear before Judge Thomas the next 
day as scheduled. A group appeared at his courtroom 
and after sitting through all his cases found that he had 
disqualified himself. Subsequently it was learned that 
District Court Judge John Davis dismissed all charges 
on June 10, 1985. 


These citizens, twice, had requested they be notified 
of the trial date. Neither time were they notified. 
Further, the officers involved, as well as the Lansing 
Police Department, were not notified of the trial date. 


The Board of Police Commissioners is appalled at 
this behavior and total lack of support for police 
officers. 


We hope that by bringing this to your attention, 
some action will be taken so that it will not happen 
again.

Enclosed is the proposed lease agreement between 
South Washington, Ltd., and the City of Lansing for 
development of the Jupiter Site Parking Facility. This 

reliminary document is being submitted at this time 
or your review. Concurrently it is under review by the 
Finance, Public Service, and Law Departments. 


The highlights of the lease include: 


1. Development of a 10 level parking garage which 
contains approximately 300 spaces. 


2, Proposed development costs of $3,718,000. 


3. Annual lease costs to the City of $452,755 over a 
25 year period. 


4. Operations and maintenance costs to be the 
responsibility of the City (in addition to the annual debt 
service costs). 


5. Optional renewal for an additional 25 years. 


The next step in the review process is the preparation 
of a financial feasibility analysis for the project by an 
independent parking consultant. Staff has indicated 
this study will cost between $7,500 and $10,000 and can 
be completed in 30-45 days. A final recommendation 
from the administration regarding the proposed project 
will be forthcoming upon completion of the study.

As you are aware, some time ago approximately 155 
Lansing Police officers and ex-police officers filed 
claims with the Department of Labor alleging that the 
City violated the State law by giving them compensatory 
time off for overtime worked instead of having paid 
them time and one-half. A subsequent audit by the 
State’s Department of Labor resulted in a finding that 
just for the two years audited, the City owed an amount 
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in excess of $200,000. The City has denied any liability 
for the claim. 


Subsequently, the police officers involved have 
retained private legal counsel and entered into ne- 
gotiations with the City regarding this claim. After 
substantial negotiations in this matter, a tentative 
settlement has been reached in the amount of $237,250. 


This tentative settlement is based upon the fact that 
the legal issues involved in this matter are uncertain, the 
fact that ultimate litigation in this matter would entail 
considerable expense to the City and finally because of 
the fact that an amicable settlement of this matter is in 
the best interest of both the City and the police officers 
involved. It should further be pointed out that this 
amount would constitute total settlement for all wage 
claims filed by the police officers in regard to this 
matter with the Michigan Department of Labor.

COMMERCIAL TAX ABATEMENT POLICY 
Purpose 


The proposed revisions to the commercial tax 
abatement policies are intended to focus the provision 
of abatements to specific target areas within Lansing, 
to encourage the adaptive reuse of vacant dilipidated, 
obsolete commercial structures, and to provide assistance 
to businesses who may relocate outside Lansing without 
abatement assistance. 


Policy Guidelines 


Applicants for commercial tax abatements in the 
City of Lansing shall be evaluated in accordance with 
the following standards. 


1. Applicants for two or less years of abatement 
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shail comply with the requirements detailed on Exhibit 
A. For these applications, demonstration of economic 
need is not required. 


2. Applicants for more than two years of abatement 
shall comply with the requirements detailed on Exhibit 
A, and shall also be evaluated to determine if the 
project is located within or adjacent to a designated 
neighborhood or community commercial center, as 
designated by the Comprehensive Master Plan. If the 
project meets this standard, the Council may grant an 
exemption certificate for up to twelve years. The 
number of years of abatement shall be determined by 
the economic analysis of the project. 


3. Projects in the downtown area and/or established 
historic districts shall receive per council policy adopted 
in 1978 twelve years of abatement. 


Notwithstanding the process outlined in 1-3 above, 
the City Council may also grant abatement where the 
applicant can demonstrate that the granting of a tax 
abatement will halt a transfer of employment outside 
the City of Lansing, or result in a major increase in 
employment (15 persons) within the City of Lansing. 


The economic analysis shall be performed by the 
assessor's office or an equally qualified agency or 
person with similar experience by reviewing the business 
proforma or actual balance sheets for the business, and 
shall consider the annual rate of return on the applicant's 
equity, the annual profitability of the project, and the 
annual cash flow of the project. 


Exhibit A 


1. The project must meet the requirements of the 
following local, state, and federal statutes: 


a. Zoning and building code regulations. 
b. Public health regulations. 
c. Barrier free design requirements. 


d. State or federal environmental protection 
regulations. 


e. Other applicable mandatory regulations 
(MIOSHA standards, new state regulations, etc.) 


2, The owners of the subject property are not 
delinquent, at the time of final Council approval of the 
certificate, in City of Lansing real, personal property, 
or any special assessments. 


3. The applicant shall have on file with the Lansing 
Human Relations Department an Affirmative Action 
Plan. 


4, The project shall propose to replace or restore 
obsolete commercial property (as defined in Act No. 
255), or construct a new commercial facility on cleared 
or vacant land that was zoned for commercial or 
industrial use prior to June 21, 1975; or on land which 
has been cleared for or is to be cleared for as the result 
of fire, or is to be cleared as a blighted area under Public 
Act 344 of 1945 (Blighted Area Rehabilitation Act, as 
amended); or included within a redevelopment plan 
prepared pursuant to Public Act 197 of 1975(Downtown 
Development Authority Act, as amended); or Act 250 
of 1941 (Urban Redevelopment Corporation Act, as 
amended); or Act 120 of 1961 (Redevelopment of 
Principal Shopping Areas, as amended.) 


5. That if the project is a restoration of obsolete 
commercial property, that such improvements must 
exceed twenty percent (20%) of the state equalized 
valuation. 


6. A commercial redevelopment district must be 
established prior tocommencement of construction on 
the project. 
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7. That a request for a commercial exemption 
certificate must be filed with the City within 45 days 
from commencing construction on the project.

3. The sale signs or advertisement has the name of 
the person or organization sponsoring or conducting 
the sale and the address of the sale printed legibly upon 
it. 


If a violation of this section has been committed and 
the individual committing the violation cannot be 
identified, the person, firm, or organization designated 
in the sign or advertisement as being the sponsor of the 
event shall be deemed responsible for the violation. 
Where the name of a person, firm or organization is not 
designated or identified in the sign or advertisement but 
an address is designated in the sign or advertisement as 
being the sponsor of the event, the owner or legal 
occupant at the identified address shall be deemed 
responsible for the violation. A violation charged 
under this section shall be deemed a civil infraction and 
be punishable by a civil fine of not more than $500.00. 


b. This section shall not permit the placement of 
signs or advertisements where otherwise prohibited by 
law.

SUBJECT: Review of Award of Position of Housing 
Rehabilitation Agent -32. 


This position was posted 3 times. Although the 
duties and responsibilities of the position did not 
decrease (in fact the Hay reclassification consultant 
increased the level of the position to a 32), the 
qualification requirements for the position changed 
two times. The original posting required “completion 
of college level coursework for a B.A. in Business, 
Accounting, or Public Administration and experience 
in Building Construction trades and Real Estate...” 
This posting was not signed by the Selecting Authority 
Stonehouse. Stonehouse complained these qualifications 
were too rigorous and therefore qualified applicants 
would be denied an opportunity to interview. So, a 
second posting was issued, this time signed by Stonehouse 
as selecting Authority which stated the qualifications as 
“High School diploma or G.E.D. required, college level 
coursework in Business, Accounting, or Public 
Administration preferred...”. However, this posting 
was nullified as well. A third posting, in an agreement 
between all the parties - Tubbs and Stonehouse of 
Planning/Municipal Development and Jackson of 
Personnel - stated the requirements for the position as 
“Two years of college level coursework in Business, 
Accounting, Public Administration or related field; 
Associates Degree preferred...” 


The qualifications in regard to this position fluctuated 
from coursework requiring a B.A. in Business, Ac- 
counting, or Public Administration with experience in 
Building Construction and Real Estate to (per 3rd 
posting) two-year level coursework in the same specialities 
but the experience requirement in building construction 
and real estate being deleted from the qualifications 
section. The second posting requiring a G.E.D. was 
invalidated. On all postings, there is an equivalency 
clause which states, “...or an equivalent combinationof 


training and experience...” which allows the appointing 


authority great discretion in the selection of an applicant. 
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In conjunction with this matter, it should be noted 
that the Personnel Department together with the 
appointing authority, under our Affirmative Action 
Plan, has the responsibility and authority to review 
requirements of classifications to assure that job 
requirements are non-discriminatory and are solely 
related to an individual’s ability to perform work for 
which he/she is seeking employment. Any non-job- 
related requirements must be eliminated if it has an 
adverse impact upon protected classes. (Refer to the 
attached - an excerpt from page 6 in the City of 
Lansing’s Equal Employment Opportunity / Affirmative 
Action Plan.) Any department head who fails to 
comply with the Plan “shall be subject to disciplinary 
action” (page 3 of the Plan cited above.) 


Since this is a Teamsters-designated position, the 
following union contract language would apply. Article 
VI, Section | states in part, 


“The following conditions shall apply in awarding 
positions to qualified employees. 


Positions in Salary Level 27 and Above. 


The position will be awarded to the most qualified 
employee taking into account his/her knowledge, 
skills, ability, and experience. The Employer will not 
by-pass bargaining unit members who bid on positions 
except to hire a relatively more qualified applicant.” 


In conclusion, it is evident from the facts that 
qualifications were lowered for the position under 
review even though the duties/responsibilities of the 
position remained substantially the same. However, in 
consideration of Affirmative Action Plan requirements 
such review and modification of classification quali- 
fications are within the purview of the Personnel 
Director to assure there is no adverse impact upon 

rotected classes. The implication of the union contract 
in this matter (as it pertains to application of seniority 
in this selection) could potentially be the subject of a 
grievance which is beyond the scope of this review. 
Finally, it should be noted that the appointing authority 
has wide discretionary power in the selection process 
subject to the union contract and applicable laws 
(labor, civil rights, etc.). In every posting, the quali- 
fications section contains the proviso “...or an equivalent 
combination of training or experience.” This enables 
the appointing authority to exercise the discretionary 
judgment that the selected candidate’s experience was 
the controlling factor and the most important con- 
sideration in selection based upon the essential elements 
involved in the job.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On May 23, 1985 Lansing City Council received a 
claim from D.V. and Kay Thrush, 233 South Waverly 
Road, Lansing Township, for a plumbing bill in the 
amount of $50.00. The Thrushs’ state that on May 9, 
1985, a sewer backed up into the basement of their 
business, Waverly Animal Hospital. Before discovering 
the plug existed in the City’s sewer main, the Thrushs’ 
called Ball Septic Tank Service and incurred $50.00 in 
labor charges. Once the source of the problem was 
discovered, the Public Service Department was called 
and a City crew cleaned the sewer main. 


Michigan law immunizes municipalities from tort 
liability where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental function, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). In Ross v Con- 
sumers Power Co.,420 Mich 567 (1984) (on rehearing), 
the Michigan Supreme Court adopted an expanded 
definition of activities which are governmental in 
nature and thus are protected by governmental immun- 
ity. The Michigan Supreme Court concluded that ‘a 
governmental function is an activity which is expressly 
or implicitly mandated or authorized by constitution, 
statute or other law’. The City of Lansing provides 
sewer service to Lansing Township pursuant to an 
intergovernmental services agreement. State law pro- 
vides at MCLA 124.3; MSA 5.4083 that the City may 
contract with another municipal corporation to provide 
services to property within the latter's corporate limits, 
so long as the City 3 legally furnishing the same service 
within its own corporate limits. Section 8-30 of the 1978 
Lansing City Charter provides that the City shall have 
all power granted by law to, inter alia, maintain and 
repair public utilities within its corporate limits. Thus, 
it is clear that the specific activity engaged in is 
expressly authorized by both State statute and City 
Charter. 


Based upon the above cited facts and law, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the claim be denied.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office requests 
your authorization to close the above captioned matter 
by redeeming the City’s Workers’ Compensation liability 
and terminating employment rights and interests in the 
City for the sum of $18,940.00. 


Claimant began employment with the Lansing Police 
Department in November of 1970 as a Civilian 
clerk/ matron. 


In August of 1982, claimant filed a petition for 
workers’ disability compensation alleging that she was 
disabled from work due to a psychological condition 
resulting from tension, stress, discrimination and 
discipline on the job. The City has voluntarily paid 
workers’ compensation benefits since that time in the 
amount of $182.12 per week and the cost of all medical 
treatment. 


Although a recent medical opinion indicates that 
claimant’s condition appears to have resolved itself, it is 
the treating physician’s opinion as well as the opinion 
of the City’s physician that it is highly likely that 
reinjury would result if claimant were to return to 
employment with the Police Department. 


Based upon the likelihood of reinjury if the claimant 
were to exercise her right under the Teamster’s Agreement 
toreturn to her previous position, and the recommenda-

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 
RE: Industrial Access Road: Phase I Status. 


Based on the policies established by the Lansing City 
Council concerning construction of Phase J of the 
Industrial Access Road, the administration has been 
proceeding with design and implementation of this 
project. It was the objective of the City of Lansing to 
begin construction of Phase I of this project in the fall 
of this year, but because of the results of preliminary 
testing for groundwater contamination, the decision 
has been made to conduct further testing in this area 
and reschedule implementation of this project for the 
spring of 1986. Recognizing the great amount of public 
interest in this issue, I felt it was important to inform 
you why this project must be rescheduled. 


Prior to the final approval of the Howe Street 
alignment, the City Council was briefed by City staff 
that further testing may be required on the City owned 
Paulson Street property as well as on property within 
the proposed right-of-way to further determine the 
degree of groundwater contamination that may exist in 
this area, Preliminary testing conducted on the Paulson 
property indicated some minor levels of groundwater 
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contamination. Additional follow up testing on the 
Paulson property has shown the presence of materials 
which must be considered to represent a significant 
level of contamination. At this time, it is unclear as the 
geographic extent of this contamination, but further 
testing must be done to determine if construction 
activities on the proposed roadway would lead to 
further groundwater contamination. Because of the 
length of time necessary to conduct these tests, it is 
obviously necessary that the construction activities 


. must be postponed until at least the spring of 1986. By 


that time, it is hoped that the extent of the groundwater 
contamination can be identified and the impact of the 
construction activities on this contamination can be 
clarified. 


An additional issue impacting this project is a 
pending rezoning petition to expand a gravel mining 
operation currently operating north of Lake Lansing 
Road and south of the proposed roadway. This rezoning 
petition and special land use request to allow the 
expansion of this sand and gravel mining operation has 
been tabled by the Planning Board pending completion 
of the testing within this geographic area. Because of 
the environmental concerns raised by this further 
testing, no action will be taken on the proposed 
rezoning or the special land use request until the 
expanded testing program can be undertaken. Both the 
residents impacted by the proposed roadway and the 
proposed rezoning, and the petitioners themselves, will 
be briefed by City staff to bring them up to date on this 
project. I recognized that everyone wished to complete 
this project as quickly as possible because of the impact 
of the nonresidential traffic in the neighborhood, butit 
would be environmentally irresponsible to proceed 
without additional testing. 


City staff will be available from the Planning and 
Municipal Development Department and the Public 
Service Department to answer any questions you may 
have on this issue.

On April6, 1985, Matthew John Bradstreet submitted 
aclaim in the amount of $272.70 for pothole damage to 
two tires. The claimant states that on February 24, 
1985, he lent his 1985 Ford Ranger to his brother to 
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allow him to po to the 7-11 store. His brother couldn’t 
see because of the fog and hit a pothole approximately 
3 feet in diameter located at 3440 West Holmes Road. 
The claimant states that three other people hit the 
pothole within an hour of his brother and reported the 
pothole to the police department. 


A report received from the City Engineer indicates 
that a complaint was received concerning a pothole at 
3410 West Botines Road. The complaint was responded 
to promptly; and Lal ei was repaired at 8:00 a.m., 
less than 14 hours after the complaint was received. 


A prior claim submitted by Matthew Meighan in the 
amount of $218.00 was denied by the City Council on 
May 2, 1985. That particular claim as well as this claim 
occurred in the 3400 block of West Holmes Road. Mr. 
Meighan states that he struck a pothole in the 3400 
block of West Holmes Road at 10:20 p.m. on February 
23, 1985 and reported the pothole to the Lansing Police 
Department who in turn reported the pothole to the 
Public Service Department. 


A municipality is entitled to a reasonable period of 
time after it knew or should have known of a pothole to 
repair the complained-of pothole. MCLA 691.1403; 
MSA 3.996(109). In the instant case, it does not appear 
that the City’s response time in repairing the pothole 
was unreasonable.

On June 5, 1985, Richard C. Helgren submitted a 
claim for damage to his automobile. The claimant 
states that on May 31, 1985 a badly rotted tree was 
blown onto his car causing damages estimated at 
between $1,169.70 and $1,497.54. Claimant is seeking 
$500, the amount of his deductible under his automobile 
insurance policy. 


An investigation was conducted by the Parks and 
Recreation Department, Forestry Division. Their 
report indicates that on May 31, 1985 at approximately 
6:40 p.m., a 24-inch green ash tree broke at the base and 
fell upon two parked cars causing extensive damage. 
The Parks Department has no record of any previous 
problems being reported with this tree, and despite the 
fact that each year a survey is made of all street and 
park trees ——s for dead, dying, or defective trees. 
This particular tree had internal rot only and there was 
no outward sign of this internal rot. In addition, the 
Parks Department indicates that on May 31, 1985 they 
lost approximately 20 other trees and had over 80 calls 
regarding broken limbs and trees due to very high wind 
gusts, in some instances clocked up to 59 m.p.h. 


Although it is the City’s duty to repair and maintain 
trees located in the City parks and ways, such as the tree 
in guetion, inspection of this tree failed to disclose any 
defect. In light of the hidden nature of the defect and 
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the high winds, it is apparent that there was no 
negligence on behalf of the City causing damage to 
claimant’s vehicle. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office requests 
your authorization to close the above captioned matter 
by redeeming the City’s workers compensation liability 
for the sum of $12,500.00. 


Claimant began employment with the Lansing Police 
Department in 1966 and was terminated after 14 years 
of service in 1980. In conjunction with his duties as a 
police officer, claimant was injured in three motorcycle 
accidents, one of which resulted when the motorcycle 
he was driving was struck broadside by an automobile. 


In March of 1982, claimant filed a petition for 
workers disability compensation benefits alleging that 
he was experiencing difficulty with his left and right 
knees as a result of his employment with the City of 
Lansing. The only workers compensation benefit at 
issue is reimbursement for past medical expenses 
incurred and liability for future medical treatment of 
the knees. 


It was the opinion of the City’s examining physician 
that claimant’s duties as a police officer and the 
accidents which he experienced contributed to, and 
aggravated and accelerated an advanced degenerative 
joint disease. Further, it was the City physician’s 
opinion that claimant’s condition would continue to 
deteriorate, require further surgeries, and ultimately 
require joint replacement. In addition to periodic 
medical examinations and arthroscopic surgery, physical 
therapy, crutches and a stabilizing brace are also 
prescribed as necessary medical treatments. 


Based upon the fact that the City is presently 
Sy cope for reimbursement of approximately 
$6,000.00 in medical treatment, including three surgeries, 
to date, and the likelihood of even more costly treatment 
being required in the future, this office has tentatively 
settled the above claim by agreeing to pay $12,500.00 
for all medical treatment past and future.

The claimant submitted this claim for reimbursement 
of a special assessment for cleaning up junk placed on 
property owned by him at 114 Baker Street, Lansing, 
Michigan. Claimant alleged that he received the Notice 
of Violation and arranged for clean-up for which he 
paid $75.00. 


Investigation with the Building Safety Division of 
the Planning Department revealed that the Property 
Inspector found the same articles on the property at the 
time of reinspection 13 days following his original 
inspection. Consequently, the City contracted with 
Wemco Construction and Development Company to 
remove the offensive articles. 


The invoice submitted to the City by the Contractor 
indicated that the clean-up required 1% hours of labor, 
¥% hour of travel time and a dump charge resulting in 
$81.80 in Contractor costs. In addition to the cost 
itemization, the invoice specifically cited 114 and 116 
East Baker Street as the location on which the clean-up 
was performed. The Safety Division further indicated 
that if the Contractor had found the property to be in 
compliance, it would have been his custom and practice 
to document his observation on the invoice. 


_ Since investigation did not reveal any error in 
inspection, clean-up, or billing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

On July 19, 1985 aclaim regarding removal of atrash 
assessment placed upon a vacant parcel of property on 
Everett Lane was referred to this office for review. The 
relevant facts are as follows: 


On April 15, 1985 the Claimant, Fredric Lee 
McLaughlin purchased Lot No. 4, Beckwith Sub- 
division and recorded the deed with the Ingham 
County Register of Deeds. On May 30, 1985 an 
inspection from the City Building Safety Division cited 
the taxpayer of record identified in the records of the 
City Assessor’s Office for the Lot No. 4, Beckwith’s 
Subdivision for excessive growth of grass and weeds 
and pick up of trash and debris. Since the City 
Assessor’s records identified the taxpayer of record on 
the vacant lot on May 30, 1985 as Michael J. Wichowski, 
the violation notice was mailed to Mr. Wichowski. On 
June 1], 1985, the City Inspector reinspected the 
subject property and upon determining the property to 
still be in violation referred the matter to City Contractor 
to clear up. On June 17, 1985, the City Contractor 
removed the various debris including brush for a total 
cost of $485.00. 


On June 23, 1985 the Claimant drove by the subject 
property and observed that the brush had been removed. 
The Claimant proceeded to contact the City Inspector 
and was informed of the action which was taken in 
regard to the subject property. 


Pursuant to Section 9A-1 1(D) of the Lansing Building 
Code a written notice of violation regarding the 
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accumulation of debris and brush was sent to the 
person identified in the last tax assessment roll of the 
City as the owner of record. That action was in accord 
with MCLA 211.44 which provides that the tax statement 
shall be mailed to each taxpayer at the taxpayer’s last 
known address on the tax roll. Additionally, Section 
9A-11 of the Building Code provides in part that the 
failure to receive such notice does not affect the validity 
of the proceedings taken. Examination of the City 
Assessor’s records reveals that Claimant has now been 
identified as the owner of record on the City tax 
assessment rolls. Although notice of the violation was 
mailed to Mr. Wichowski, there is no record of the 
notice having been returned to the City as undeliverable 
or having been forwarded to the Claimant by Mr. 
Wichowski. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory and local law 
to the above presented facts, it is clear that the City 
acted properly and is not legally required to waive the 
payment of the assessment. Therefore it is the re- 
commendation of this office that this special assessment 
for debris and brush pickup in the amount of $485.00 
should remain on the tax roll.

’ Whereas, it is now deemed necessary by the City 
Council of the City of Lansing to acquire and construct 
the Project (as hereinafter described), and to finance 
the cost thereof by the issuance of the 1985 Bonds (as 
hereinafter defined) as specified in this Ordinance and 
to refund all or part of the Outstanding Bonds (as 
hereinafter defined) as determined in the resolution of 
the City Council authorizing the 1985 Bonds, and 


Whereas, the City has received a proposal from Van 
Kampen Merritt, Inc., of Naperville, Illinois to purchase 
the 1985 Bonds issued to refund all or part of the 
Outstanding Bonds (as hereinafter defined) and to pay 
for the Project, and 


Whereas, Section 19(a) of Ordinance No. 29-A 
authorizes the issuance of bonds of equal standing and 
priority of lien with the outstanding vonds authorized 
by Ordinance 29-A as follows: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements 
and improvements to the System or for the purpose of 
refunding part of any Bonds then outstanding and 
paying costs of issuing such additional Bonds including 
deposits which may be required to be made to the Bond 
Reserve Account. Bonds for such purposes shall not be 
issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) unless the 
average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the 
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System for the then last two (2) preceding twelve month 
operating years or the actual or augmented Net Revenues 
for the last preceding twelve month operating year, if 
the same shall be lower than the average, shall be equal 
to at least one hundred thirty percent (130%) of the 
maximum amount of principal and interest thereafter 
maturing in any operating year on the then outstanding 
Bonds and on the Additional Bonds then being issued. 
If the Additional Bonds are to be issued in whole or in 
part for refunding outstanding Bonds the maximum 
annual principal and interest requirements shall be 
determined by deducting from the principal and interest 
requirements for each operating year the annual principal 
and interest requirements of any Bonds to be refunded 
from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds. For 
purposes of this subparagraph (a) the City may elect to 
use as the last preceding operating year any operating 
year ending not more than sixteen months from the 
date of delivery of the Additional Bonds and as the next 
to last preceding operating year, any operating year 
ending not more than twenty-eight months from the 
date of delivery of the Additional Bonds.

or in part from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds to 
be issued. In addition, the actual Net Revenues may be 
augmented by an amount equal to the investment 
income representing interest on investments estimated 
to be received each operating year from the addition to 
the Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the 
roceeds of the Additional Bonds being issued. 
etermination by the Council as to existence of 
conditions permitting the issuance of Additional Bonds 
shall be conclusive. No Additional Bonds of equal 
Standing as to the Net Revenues of the System shall be 
issued pursuant to the authorization contained in this 
subparagraph if the City shall then be in default in 
making its required payments to the Operating and 
Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


(b) For refunding a part of the outstanding Bonds 
and paying costs of issuing such Additiona) Bonds 
including deposits which may be required to be madeto 
the Bond Reserve Account.

Conditions Permitting Issuance of Re- 
funding Additional Bonds, Pursuant to Section 19 of 
Ordinance No. 29-A, the Council hereby determines 
that: (a) The average actual or augmented Net Revenues 
of the System for the last two (2) preceding twelve 
month operating years ending June 30, 1983 and June 
30, 1984 or the actual or augmented Net Revenues for 
the last preceding twelve month operating year, if the 
same is lower than the average, is equal to at least one 
hundred thirty percent (130%) of the maximum amount 
of principal and interest thereafter maturing in any 
operating year on the Outstanding Bonds and on the 
1985 Bonds less the annual principal and interest 
requirements for the Outstanding Bonds to be refunded; 
(b) The City is not in default in making its required 
payments to the Operation and Maintenance Fund, or 
the Bepenetne Fund established by Ordinance No. 
29-A; (c) The maximum amount of principal and 
interest maturing in any operating year after giving 
effect to the refunding is less than the maximum 
amount of principal and interest maturing in any 
operating year prior to the refunding with respect to the 
portion of the 1985 Bonds issued to refund the 
Outstanding Bonds. 


Section 3. Cost; Useful Life. The cost of the Project 
is estimated to be Thirty-Six Million Six Hundred 
Thirty-eight Thousand Dollars ($36,638,000) including 
the payment of incidental expenses as specified in 
Section 4 of this Ordinance, which estimate of cost is 
hereby approved and confirmed, and the period of 
ee di of the Project is estimated to be not less than 
forty (40) years. 


Section 4, Payment of All or Part of Outstanding 
Bonds; Refunding Bonds Authorized. To pay part of 
the cost refunding all or a portion of the Outstanding 
Bonds as determined by the City Council in the 
resolution authorizing sale of the 1985 Bonds, and to 
pay the cost of the Project, and to pay the cost of issuing 
the 1985 Bonds including the payment of legal, financial, 
bond insurance, underwriters discount and other expenses 
incident thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of 
the 1985 Bonds, the City shall borrow the sum not to 
exceed Thirty-seven Million Dollars ($37,000,000), as 
finally determined upon the sale thereof, and issue the 
1985 Bonds therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 
94 said 1985 Bonds to have equal standing and priority 
of lien with any of the Outstanding Bonds which are not 
refunded pursuant to this Ordinance. The 1985 Bonds 
shall be issued in the principal amount of not to exceed 
Five Million Nine Hundred Ten Thousand Dollars 
($5,910,000) for the purpose of ee rat and constructing 
the Project and to provide an additional deposit to the 
Bond Reserve Account and in the principal amount of 
not to exceed Thirty-one Million Ninety Thousand 
Dollars ($30,090,000) for the purpose of refunding ail 
or part of the Outstanding Bonds, such amount to be 
finally determined by the City Council in the sales 
resolution authorizing sale of the 1985 Bonds. 


Section 5. 1985 Bond Details, Registration and 
Execution. The 1985 Bonds shall be designated Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding 
Bonds, 1985 Series and shall not be a general obligation 
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of the City but shall be payable solely out of the Net 
Revenues. The 1985 Bonds shall be issued in fully- 
registered form in the denomination of $5,000 or 
eg multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of 
the 1985 Bonds maturing on the same date that the 
Bond matures and shall be numbered in consecutive 
order of authentication from | upwards. The 1985 
Bonds shall be dated as of September 1, 1985 or such 
later date as this Council shall approve at the time of 
the sale, and shall mature on May Ist in the years 1987 
to 2006, inclusive or such of those years as shall be 
determined in the Resolution authorizing sale of the 
1985 Bonds. 


The 1985 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to 
be determined on sale thereof, but in any event not 
exceeding eleven percent (11%) per annum payable on 
November 1, 1985, and semi-annually thereafter on 
May Ist and November Ist of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the registered 
owner at the. registered address, as shown on the 
registration books of the City maintained by the 
transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to the registered 
owner of record as of the fifteenth day of the month 
prior to the payment date of each interest payment. The 
date of determination of registered owner for purposes 
of payment of interest as Fim in this paragraph 
may be changed by the City to conform to market 
practice in the future. The principal of the Bonds shail 
be payable at a bank or trust company to be designated 
by the Director of Finance as a registrar and transfer 
ory and co-paying agent for the 1985 Bonds. The 
1985 Bonds shall be sold at not less that 97.5% of their 
par value. 


The 1985 Bonds may be subject to redemption prior 
to maturity at the times and prices finally determined 
by the City Council in the sales resolution authorizing 
sale of the 1985 Bonds. 


The 1985 Bonds shall be signed by the facsimile 
. signature of the Mayor and countersigned by the 
facsimile signature of the City Clerk. The 1985 Bonds 
shall have the facsimile corporate seal of the Ci 
printed thereon. No 1985 Bond shall be valid until 
authenticated by an authorized officer of the transfer 
agent. The 1985 Bonds shall be delivered to the transfer 
agent for authentication and be delivered by him to the 
Serena in accordance with instructions from the 

irector of Finance upon payment of the purchase 
price for the 1985 Bonds in accordance with the bid 
therefor when accepted. Executed blank 1985 Bonds 
for registration and issuance to transferees shall 
simultaneously, and from time to time thereafter as 
necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
safekeeping. 


Any 1985 Bond may be transferred upon the books 
of the City maintained by the transfer agent by the 
rson in whose name it is registered, in person or by 

duly authorized attorney, upon surrender of the 
bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a 
duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form 
approved by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1985

Section 6. Municipal Bond Insurance. If munici 
bond insurance is purchased in respect of the 1985 
Bonds the provisions of this section shall be applicable 
thereto. If on an interest or principal date the transfer 
agent determines that there are insufficient funds in the 
Redemption Fund to make payment on the 1985 Bonds 
on such payment date, the transfer agent shall notify 
the insurance company of such deficiency. Such notice 
shall specify the amount of the anticipated deficiency, 
the 1985 Bonds to which such deficiency is applicable 
and whether such 1985 Bonds will be dificient as to 
principal or interest, or both. 


The transfer agent shall, after giving notice to the 
insurance company as provided above, make available 
to the insurance company all records relating to the 
funds and accounts maintained under the Ordinances, 
and the transfer agent, after receiving such notice, shall 
make available to the insurance company the registration 
books of the City maintained by the transfer agent. 


The transfer agent shall provide the insurance

Bonds entitled to receive full or partial principal 
payments from the insurance company. 


The transfer agent shall also notify registered owners 
of 1985 Bonds entitled to receive the payment of 
principal or interest thereon from the insurance company 
(i) as to the fact of such entitlement, (ii) that the 
insurance company will remit to them all or a part of 
the interest payments next coming due, (iii) that should 
they be entitled to receive full payment of principal 
from the insurance br eg they must tender their 
1985 Bonds along with a form of transfer of title thereto 
for payment to the insurance company and not the 
transfer agent, and (iv) that should they be entitled to 
receive partial payment of principal from the insurance 
company they must tender their 1985 Bonds for 
payment thereon first to the transfer agent, who shall 
note the portion of the principal paid by the transfer 
agent, and then, along with a form of transfer of title 
thereto, to the insurance company which will then pay 
the unpaid portion of principal.

deposited in a bank or banks, designated by the 
Director of Finance, qualified to act as pe [ec of 
the proceeds of sale under the provisions of Section 15 
of Act 94, in an account designated Sewage Disposal 
System 1985 Construction Fund (the “Construction 
Fund”). Monies in the Construction Fund shall be 
applied solely in payment of the cost of the Project and 
any costs of Caparo legal, bond insurance premiums, 
if any, and other expenses incident thereto and to the 
financing thereof which are attributable to the Five 
Million Nine Hundred Ten Thousand Dollars($5,910,000) 
of the 1985 Bonds issued to pay for the Project. 
Payments for construction, either on account or 
otherwise, shall not be made unless the registered 
engineer in charge of such work shall file with the City’s 
Department of Public Service a signed statement to the 
effect that the work has been completed in accordance 
with the plans and specifications therefor; that it was 
done pursuant to and in accordance with the contract 
therefor, that such work is satisfactory and that such 
work has not been previously paid for. 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of sale of 
the 1985 Bonds remaining after completion of the 
Project in the Construction Fund may in the discretion 
of the City be used for meeting requirements of the 
Bond Reserve Account or for further improvements, 
enlargements and extensions to the System if, at the 
time of such expenditure, such use is approved by the 
Department of Treasury Municipal Finance Division, 
if such permission is then required by law.

Agreement. The amounts in the Escrow Fund 
shall be such that the cash and investments and income 
received thereon will be sufficient without reinvestment 
to pay the principal, interest and redemption premiums 
on the Bonds when due at maturity or call for 
redemption as required by this Section.

Exhibit A 
Project Description 
1. Wastewater Treatment Plant 


This is improvements to the existing facilities originally 
constructed since the 1930’s. Improvements include 
replacing the grit equipment, improving the aeration/ 
return sludge facilities, addition of secondary effluent 
pumping and a new chlorination/ dechlorination 
structure. Associated sludge handling improvements 
include waste activated sludge thickening, additional 
thermal conditioning equipment, sludge dewatering 
equipment, and filtrate recycle treatment prior to 
returning to the process system. Additional improvements 
such as insulated windows and new ventilation will be 
added to various structures to make them more energy 
efficient. Waste heat recovery will be utilized from the 
incinerator to generate electricity and for process and 
building heat. All utilities are currently on-site. 


2. Sewer System Rehabilitations 
Division A - Separate Sewers 


The work in this project includes the construction of 
storm and sanitary sewers in the major separate sewer 
systems designated in the Lansing SSES as Systems A, 
C, H, I, K and L. The purpose of this work is to remove 
the excessive I/I identified during the SSES. 


Division B - Holmes Road Sewers 


The work in this project includes the construction of 
storm and sanitary sewers in the area of Holmes Road 
between Tenny St. and Cedar St. The purpose of this 
work is to remove the excessive I/I in this System 
identified during the Lansing SSES. 


Division C - Miscellaneous Sewer Repairs 


The work in this project includes sewer rehabilitation 
work required within the separate systems to maintain 
the integrity of the system, but not necessary for I/I 
removal. Division C includes replacement of collapsed 
sewers, elimination of improperly connected house 
leads and removal of blockages in the sanitary 
interceptors. 


3. Major Interceptor Rehabilitation 


The work in this project includes the construction of 
storm and sanitary sewers in the Major Interceptor 
System (M System) to remove excessive I/I identified 
during the Lansing SSES. 


4. Red Cedar Sewer Rehabilitation 


The work consists of constructing approximately 
6600 lineal feet of sanitary and storm sewers ranging in 
size from 8-inches to 42-inches in diameter, manholes, 
catch basins, manhole grouting and appurtenances in 
the Red Cedar Segment of the project.

Dear President Creamer 
and Members of City Council: 


On July 19, 1985 a claim regarding removal of a 
trash assessment placed upon a vacant parcel of pro- 
perty on Everett Lane was referred to this office for 
review. The relevant facts are as follows: 


On April 15, 1985 the Claimant, Fredric Lee 
McLaughlin purchased Lot No. 4, Beckwith Subdivi- 
sion and recorded the deed with the Ingham County 
Register of Deeds. On May 30, 1985 an inspection 
from the city Building Safety Division cited the tax- 
payer of record identified in the records of the City 
Assessor’s Office for the Lot No. 4, Beckwith Subdivi- 
sion for excessive growth of grass and weeds and pick 
up of trash and debris. Since the City Assessor’s 
records identified the tax payer of record on the va- 
cant lot on May 30, 1985 as Michael J. Wichowski, the 
violation notice was mailed to Mr. Wichowski. On 
June 11, 1985, the City Inspector reinspected the sub- 
ject property and upon determing the property to still 
be in violation referred the matter to City contractor 
to clear up. On June 17, 1985 the City Contractor 
removed the various debris including brush for a total 
cost of $485.00. 


On June 23, 1985 the claimant drove by the subject 
property and observed that the brush had been remov- 
ed. The Claimant proceeded to contact the City In- 
spector and was informed of the action which was 
taken in regard to the subject property. 


Pursuant to §9A-11(D) of the Lansing Building 
code a written notice of violation regarding the ac- 
cumulation of debris and brish was sent to the person 
identified in the last tax assessment roll of the City as 
the owner of record. That action was in accord with 
MCLA 211.44 whic provides that the tax statement 
shall be mailed to each taxpayer at the taxpayer’s last 
known address on the tax roll. Additionally, Section 
9A-11 of the Building Code provides in part that the 
failure to receive such notice does not affect the validi- 
ty of the proceedings taken. Examination of the City 
Assessor’s records reveals that the Claimant has now 
been identified as the owner of record on the City tax 
assessment rolls. Although natice of the violation was 
mailed to Mr. Wichowski, there is no record of the 
notice having been returned to the City as 
undeliverable or having been forwarded to the-Clai- 
mant by Mr. Wichowski. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory and local 
law to the above rpesented facts, it is clear that the Ci- 
ty acted properly and is not legally required to waive 
the payment of the assessment. Therefore it is the 
recommendation of this office that this special assess- 
ment for debris and brush pickup in the amount of 
$485.00 should remain on the tax roll.

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


Traffic staff has completed a study regarding the 
opening of the 200-300 blocks of South Washington 
Mall. I presented their study to you. I also asked for 
recommendations regarding it from the Traffic Board, 
the Planning Board, and the Mall Advisory Board. 
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As you know, all three boards have recommended 
some sort of ‘‘opening’’ of the Mall (though not all 
were unanimous). However, there still is disagreement 
regarding the parts of the Mall that should be opened 
and the way in which it would be opened. 


The question of whether or not to open a portion of 
the Mall to through traffic has generated much 
debate: 


—Those who would “‘open’’ it say this would in- 
crease and improve auto traffic and thereby attract 
more downtown shoppers, and 


—Those who would leave it ‘‘closed”’ say that cur- 
renlty it attracts pedestrians and provides excellent at- 
tended parking. 


The issue also has become politicized. One can- 
didate has referred to taking the ‘‘barricades”’ out of 
the street—as if attended parking booths were intend- 
ed only to frustrate through drivers. We know also 
that some are saying—incorrectly—that emergency 
vehicles cannot operate in the Mall area. 


Impact and Cost: Major positive downtown impacts 
are being and will be made by efforts that we together 
have supported—including the 100 Block Project, 
parking expansions, ‘‘Approach to the Capitol’’ pro- 
ject, cultural and education improvements, Riverfront 
Park upgrading, Capitol improvements, State Library 
—Museum plans, neighborhood revitalization and 
new housing, and numerous other projects. Many 
state and local leaders have played a role in this 
revitalization. 


I suspect that opening the Mall will have small im- 
pact on the success of four downtown merchants or of 
our many other downtown users. Mall opening may 
increase auto traffic past some stores; however, it may 
also discourage short-term parking and easy 
pedestrian travel. 


I also am concerned about the project’s cost. I 
know—as you do—that any Mall opening funds must 
come at the expense of downtown users and/or other 
projects. 


Recommendation: I also am mindful that we are 
representatives of the people of Lansing. And it is 
clear that a majority—-though certainly not all—of 
those who have contacted the City on this issue have 
favored some sort of ‘‘opening.”’ (To my knowledge, 
no scientific survey of downtown users has been 
made.) 


With all of the above complexities in mind, I recom- 
mend that we take an interim compromise position 
regarding the mall opening. Though such action may 
not satisfy all persons, I believe it will move us toward 
our objectives of an improved downtown—at a 
reasonable cost. 


I recommend that you establish policy to: 


—open all three block to both through traffic and 
to free parking during the evenings and weekends 
—but keep them available to attended parking and 
convenient to pedestrians on weekdays; and 


—maintain the current 90 degre angle parking—this 
will insure that all of our valuable spaces will be retain- 
ed. 


These measures are proposed as interim measures 
for two reasons: (1) there are several major downtown 
developments in progress and the effect of these must 
be evaluated and (2) we need to continue to work with 
business owners and other citizens to further agree 
upon downtown goals. This will allow us to open the 
Mall completely at a later date if that is desired. 
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In this regard, 1 also reeommend—again—that you 
consider my previous recommendation to re-establish 
a Downtown Development Authority. This recom- 
mendation is an important one; an Authority could 
begin to answer the questions that are posed in our at- 
tached materials from our Planning Board. 


As you know, this recommendation has been before 
Councilmembers Adado, Blair, and Lindemann for 
nearly a year now—without any action. Recently it 
was removed from the agenda of their committee 
without any public action or notification. 


Conclusion: There has been much debate over this 
issue over the past several years. As you know, some 
of this debate has deteriorated to ‘‘political’? and 
“‘personal’’ levels. 


As mentioned, there is a great deal of positive ac- 
complishment happening in the downtown right now. 
1 ask that all concerned people stop the acrimonious 
debate over the Mall opening issue. Instead, let us 
work together to further build our downtown into 
what it can be: an attractive, inviting home for state 
and local govenrment, for culture and education, for 
law and other professions, for retail stores and other 
businesses, for residents, and for visitors.

Whereas, the City by Ordinance No. 31-A has 
heretofore authorized issuance and sale of $30,765,000

Whereas, it is now deemed necessary by the City 
Council of the City of Lansing to set forth the Man- 
datory Redemption Requirements of the 1985 Term 
Bonds as required by Ordinance 29-A; 


Now, Therefore, the City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. All terms not defined herein 
shall have the meaning set forth in Ordinance 29-A 
and 31-A except when otherwise indicated by the con- 
text. 


Section 2. Mandatory Redemption Requirements. 
Section 5 of Ordinance 31-A is hereby amended by the 
Addition of a new fourth paragraph so that Section 5 
reads in its entirety as follows: 


Section 5, 1985 Bond Details, Registration and Ex- 
ecution. The 1985 Bonds shall be designated Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding 
Bonds, 1985 Series and shall not be a general obliga- 
tion of the City but shall be payable solely out of the 
Net Revenues. The 1985 Bonds shall be issued in fully- 
registered form in the denomination of $5,000 or in- 
tegral multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of 
the 1985 Bonds maturing on the same date that the 
Bond matures and shall be numbered in consecutive 
order of authentication from 1 upwards. The 1985 
Bonds shall be dated as of September 1, 1985 or such 
later date as this Council shall approve at the time of 
the sale, and shall mature on May Ist in the years 1987 
to 2006, inclusive or such of those years as shall be 
determined in the Resolution authorizing sale of the 
1985 Bonds. 


The 1985 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates 
to be determined on sale thereof, but in any event not 
exceeding eleven percent (11%) per annum payable on 
November 1, 1985, and semi-annually thereafter on 
May Ist and November Ist of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the 
registered owner at the registered address, as shown on 
the registration books of the City maintained by the 
transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to the 
registered owner of record as of the fifteenth day of 
the month prior to the payment date for each interest 
payment. The date of determination of registered 
owner for purposes of payment of interest as provided 
in this paragraph may be changed by the City to con- 
form to market practice in the future. The principal of 
the Bonds shall be payable at a bank or trust company 
to be designated by the Director of Finance as a 
registrar and transfer agent and co-paying agent for 
the 1985 Bonds. The 1985 Bonds shall be sold at not 
less than 97.5% of their par value. 


The 1985 Bonds may be subject to redemption prior 
to maturity at the times and prices finally determined 
by the City Council in the sales resolution authorizing 
sale of the 1985 Bonds 


In addition, the $12,205,000 1985 Bonds due May I, 
2006, shall be issued as term bonds (‘‘1985 Term 
Bonds’’). The 1985 Term Bonds will be subject to a 
Mandatory Redemption Requirement in part by lot 
prior to maturity, at a redemption price of 100% of 
the principal amount therof pius interest accrued to 
the redemption date, on May 1, 2002, and May 1 
thereafter prior to maturity in the following years and 
principal amounts:

$2,230,000 


The 1985 Bonds shall be signed by the fascimile 
signature of the Mayor and countersigned by the 
fascimile signature of the City Clerk. The 1985 Bonds 
shall have the fascimile corporate seal of the City 
printed thereon. No 1985 Bond shall be valid until 
authenticated by an authorized officer of the transfer 
agent. The 1985 Bonds shall be delivered to the 
transfer agent for authentication and be delivered by 
him to the purchaser in accordance with instructions 
from the Director of Finance upon payment of the 
purchase price for the 1985 Bonds in accordance with 
the bid therefor when accepted. Executed blank 1985 
Bonds for registration and issuance to transferees shall 
simultaneously, and from time to time thereafter as 
necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
safekeeping. 


Any 1985 Bond may be transferred upon the books 
of the City maintained by the transfer agent by the 
person in whose name it is registered, in person or by 
his duly authorized attorney, upon surrender of the 
bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a 
duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form 
approved by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1985 
Bond or Bonds shall be surrendered for transfer, the 
transfer agent shall authenticate and deliver a new 
1985 Bond or 1985 Bonds, for like aggregate principal 
amount. The transfer agent shall require the payment 
by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any tax 
or other governmental charge required to be paid with 
respect to the transfer.

business 15 days before the day of the giving of a

The City shall give the tranfer agent notice 
of call for redemption at least 20 days prior to the date 
notice of redemption is to be given. 


Section 3, Repeal, Savings Clause. All ordinances, 
resolutions or orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with 
the provisions of this Ordinance are repealed. 


Section 4. Severability; Paragraph Headings; and 
Conflict. If any section, paragraph, clause or provi- 
sion of this Ordinance shall be held invalid, the in- 
validity of such section, paragraph, clause or provi- 
sion shall not affect any of the other provisions of this 
Ordinance. The paragraph heading in this Ordinance 
are furnished for convenience of reference only and 
shall not be considered to be a part of this Ordinance. 


Section 5. Publication and Recordation. This Or- 
dinance shall be published in full in The State Journal, 
a newspaper of general circulation in the City of Lans- 
ing qualified under State law to publish legal notice, 
promptly after its adoption, authenticated by the

Dear President Creamer and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 9, 1985, James H. Amos submitted a claim 
for $30.00 for a towing charge. Claimant states his car 
quit running at Alice and Logan Streets on May 15, 
1985, that he raised the hood and walked home to pick 
up another car. Approximately 30-40 minutes later, he 
returned to find a police officer issuing a parking 

-ticket and his car in tow. He asked the officer to allow 
him to move the vehicle personally but the officer 
allegedly said he had no authority to terminate the 
towing process. The tow truck operator allegedly 
declined to release the car unless claimant paid a tow- 
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ing charge. In light of that, claimant said he asked the 
two truck operator to take the car to his own property 
and paid the tow charge. Claimant was ticketed for 
causing a traffic hazard, which ticket was later 
dismissed. Claimant seeks reimbursement for the tow- 
ing charge of $30.00. 


Investigation of the claim confirms that the Lansing 
Police Department arranged for claimant’s vehicle to 
be towed on May 15 due to its causing a traffic hazard 
and that a parking ticket was issued. The parking 
referee reports that he dismissed the ticket because 
claimant made a prompt and good faith effort to 
remove the vehicle, and not because a traffic hazard 
did not exist. The referee believed a traffic hazard did 
exist for the period in question, but determined the 
tow charge was sufficient penalty under all the cir- 
cumstances. 


State law empowers a police agency to provide for 
the immediate removal of a vehicle from public pro- 
perty to a place of safe-keeping, at the owner’s ex- 
pense, if the vehicle is parked or standing upon the 
highway in such a manner as to create an immediate 
public hazard or an obstruction of traffic. MCLA 
257.252d. The same statute provides that the owner 
may contest the propriety of the removal or of the 
towing fees by filing a petition in 54A District Court 
within 20 days after being notified of the towing. 


The facts indicate a traffic hazard did exist for a 
short period of time, and that the vehicle was properly 
towed at the owner’s expense. Claimant also failed to 
petition the Court to dismiss the towing charge in a 
timely manner. Based upon all of the above facts and 
law, it is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

GENERAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Sec. 26-1. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as used in this 
chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly required 
by the context, shall have the following meanings: 


(1) Retirement system or system means the retire- 
ment system established under this chapter. 


(2) Employee means: 


(a) Any regular or permanent officer or employee 
of the city, and FOR THE SOLE AND EXCLUSIVE 
PURPOSES OF THIS RETIREMENT SYSTEM any 
employee of the Lansing Housing Commission. From 
and after January 1, 1971, any person who is 
employed on a regular or permanent basis by THE 
District Court, except the judges of such court, shall 
be considered an ‘“‘employee’’ of the city for the sole 
and exclusive purposes of this retirement system. The 
term ‘‘employee’’ shall not include any person who is 
compensated by the city or by THE District Court 
wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor the medical 
director, nor elective officials of the city, except as 
provided in paragraph (b) of this subsection, nor 
judges of THE District Court. THE PHRASE ‘‘CON- 
TRACTUAL BASIS’’, AS SET FORTH HEREIN, 
SHALL NOT BE APPLICABLE TO THOSE 
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REGULAR FULL-TIME EMPLOYEES OF THE 
CITY WHO ARE REQUIRED TO SIGN EMPLOY- 
MENT CONTRACTS UNDER THE JANUARY 15, 
1985 PERSONNEL RULES FOR EXECUTIVE 
MANAGEMENT PLAN PERSONNEL OR COUN- 
CIL STAFF PERSONNEL AS A CONDITION OF 
EMPLOYMENT. 


(b) Any elective official of the city shall be con- 
sidered an employee, within the meaning of this 
chapter, upon FILING A WRITTEN application with 
the board. 


(c) In any cases of doubt, the board shall decide 
who is an employee within the meaning of this 
chapter. 


(3) Member means any person who is included in the 
_ membership of the retirement system. 


(4) Compensation means a member’s salary, wages 
and longevity bonus paid by the city for personal ser- 
vices rendered by THE MEMBER to the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, WHICHEVER IS APPLICABLE, 
as an employee. In case a member’s compensation is 
not all paid in money the council shall fix the value of 
that part of THE MEMBER’S compensation not paid 
in money. 


(5) Service means personal service rendered to the 
city, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, WHICHEVER IS APPLICABLE, 
by an employee. 


(6) Credited service means the number of years, and 
fraction of a year, of service standing to a member’s 
credit in THE MEMBER’S service account. 


(7) Board of trustees or board means the board of 
trustees of THE GENERAL EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM AS provided for in this 
chapter. 


(8) Regular interest means such rate or rates of in- 
terest per annum, compounded annually, as the board 
shall from time to time determine, subject to the ap- 
proval of the council. 


(9) Accumulated contributions means the sum of all 
amounts deducted from the compensation of a 
member and credited to THE MEMBER’S individual 
account in the employees savings fund, together with 
regular interest thereon. 


(10) Final average compensation means the average 
of the highest annual compensation paid a member 
during a period of two (2) consecutive years of 
credited service contained within THE MEMBER’S 
ten (10) years of credited service immediately 
preceding the date THE MEMBER’S employment 
with the city, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING 
HOUSING COMMISSION last terminated. In the 
event THE MEMBER has less than two (2) years of 
credited service, THE MEMBER’S final average com- 
pensation shall be the average of THE MEMBER’S 
annual compensation for THE MEMBER’S total 
years of credited service. 


(11) Final compensation means a member’s annual 
rate of compensation at the time of termination of 
THE MEMBER’S last employment BY the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION. 


(12) Annuity means an annual amount, derived 
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from a member’s accumulated contributions, payable 
in equal monthly installments throughout the future 


life of a person, or for a temporary period as provided 


in this chapter. 


(13) Pension means an annual amount, derived 
from money provided by the city, payable in equal 
monthly installments throughout the future life of a 
person or for a temporary period as provided in this 
chapter. 


(14) Retirement allowance means the sum of the an- 
nuity and the pension. 


(15) Retirant means a member who retires from 
employment with a retirement allowance payable by 
the retirement system. 


(16) Beneficiary means any person, except a 
retirant, who is in receipt of, or who has entitlement 
to, a pension, retirement allowance, or other benefit 
payable by the retirement system. 


(17) Annuity reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any annuity, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The annuity reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality table and 
regular interest as the board shall from time to time 
adopt. 


(18) Pension reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any pension, or 
benefit in lieu thereof. The pension reserve shall be 
computed upon the basis of such mortality and other 
tables of experience, and regular interest, as the board 
shall from time to time adopt. 


(19) WORKERS compensation period means the 
period a member, retirant, or beneficiary is in receipt 
of WORKERS compensation on account of a disabili- 
ty or death arising out of and in the course of a 
member’s employment. If THE MEMBER, 
RETIRANT, OR BENEFICIARY is paid a single sum 
in lieu of future WORKERS compensation, THAT 
INDIVIDUAL’S WORKERS compensation period 
shall be the period, if any, THE INDIVIDUAL was in 
receipt of weekly WORKERS compensation plus the 
period arrived at by dividing the said single sum by 
THE weekly WORKERS compensation award. 


Sec. 26-5. Same—Membership, terms of office. 


(a) The board shall consist of eight (8) trustees, as 
follows: 


(1) The mayor. 


(2) A member of the city council to be selected by, 
and to serve at the pleasure of the city council. 


(3) The city treasurer. 
(4) The CHIEF personnel OFFICER. 


(5) Three (3) members of the retirement system to 
be elected by the members of the system under such 
rules and regulations as may from time to time be 
adopted by the board; except that no more than one 
(1) such elected member shall be from any one (1) city 
department. 


(6) The mayor shall appoint a citizen, who is a 
resident of the city, who is not an employee of the city 
and who is not eligible to receive benefits payable by 
the retirement system. 
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(b) The regular term of office for such elected 
member trustees and appointed citizen trustee shall be 
a period of four (4) years. 


Sec. 26-6. Same—Filling vacancies. 


In the event a member trustee or the appointed 
citizen trustee fails to attend three (3) consecutive 
meetings of the board, unless in each case excused for 
cause by the remaining trustees attending such 
meetings, or in the event a member trustee leaves the 
employ of the city, THE MEMBER TRUSTEE shall 
be considered to have resigned from the board and the 
board shall, by resolution, declare THE office of 
trustee vacated as of the date of adoption of such 
resolution. If a vacancy occurs in the office of trustee, 
the vacancy shall be filled within sixty (60) days from 
and after the date of the vacancy, for the unexpired 
portion of the term, in the same manner as the office 
was previously filled.

The board shall elect from its own number a chair 
and a vice-chair. It shall adopt its own rules of pro- 
cedure and shall keep a record of its proceedings.

Sec. 26-9. Same—Voting, quorum, majority for ac- 
tion.

(c) A majority of concurring votes shall be necessary 
for a decision by the trustees at any meeting of the 
board. 


Sec. 26-10. Same—Compensation, secretary, 
employees, legal advisor. 


(a) The trustees shall serve without additional com- 
pensation for their services as trustees. 


(b) The director of finance shall be ex officio 
secretary of the board. 


(c) The board may employ such professional and 
other services as shall be required. THE COMPEN- 
SATION FOR SUCH SERVICES SHALL BE FIX- 
ED BY THE BOARD. 


(d) The city attorney shall be legal advisor to the 
board. : 


Sec. 26-14. Actuarial investigation. 


At least once in each five (5) year period, the board 
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shall cause an actuarial investigation to be made into 
the mortality, service and other experiences of 
members, retirants and beneficiaries. On the basis of 
such actuarial investigation, the board shall adopt for 
the retirement system such mortality, service and other 
tables of experience as shall be necessary in the opera- 
tion of the system on an actuarial basis; and shall 
adopt for the system a rate or rates of regular interest. 


Sec. 26-18. Same—Rules governing. 


(a) The board shall fix and determine, by ap- 
propriate rules and regulations consistent with the 
provisions of this chapter, the amount of service to be 
credited a member in any calendar year; but in no case 
shall less than ten (10) days of service rendered by 
THE MEMBER in any calendar month be credited as 
a month of service, nor shall less than eight (8) months 
of service rendered by THE MEMBER in any calendar 
year be credited as a year of service, nor shall more 
than one (1) year of service be credited any member 
for all service rendered by THE MEMBER in any 
calendar year. 


(b) Credited service shall be forfeited and no longer 
in force in the event the individual’s accumulated con- 


' tributions are withdrawn from the employees savings 


fund and paid to the individual or a beneficiary (in- 
cluding an estate), except as provided in section 26-28. 


(c) A member may have forfeited credit service 
restored to THE MEMBER’S account upon satisfac- 
tion of each of the following conditions: 


(1) Membership recommences within four (4) 
years from and after the last date of termination of 
membership. 


(2) The retirement system is paid the total amount 
of accumulated contributions previously withdrawn 
plus regular interest from the date(s) of withdrawal to 
the date(s) of repayment. Repayment shall be made in 
accordance with subsection (e) of section 26-34. 


Sec. 26-19. Same—MILITARY service. 


A member who, while employed by the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION entered or enters the military service 
of the United States government during time of war or 
any period of compulsory military service, shall have 
such military service credited in the same manner as if 
THE MEMBER had served the city, DISTRICT 
COURT OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION 
WITHOUT INTERRUPTION: Provided, that (1) 
THE MEMBER reenters the employ of the SAME 
EMPLOYER within one (1) year from the date of ter- 
mination of the military service actually required of 
THE MEMBER, (2) THE MEMBER returns to the 
employees savings fund all amounts THE MEMBER 
might have withdrawn therefrom at the time THE 
MEMBER entered or while in such military service, 
together with regular interest thereon from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment, and (3) in no 
case shall any member be credited with more than five 
(5) years of city service for all such military service 
rendered by THE MEMBER. In any case of doubt as 
to the amount of such military service to be credited 
any member, the board shall have final power to 
determine such amount. During a member’s military 
service in the federal government and until THE 
MEMBER’S re-employment WITH THE SAME 
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EMPLOYER, THE MEMBER’S contributions into 
the employees savings fund shall be suspended and 
THE MEMBER’S balance therein shall be ac- 
cumulated at regular interest. 


Sec. 26-21, Retirement age and service requirements. 


(A) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION B 
OF THIS SECTION any member who either (1) has 
attained or attains age fifty-eight (58) years and has 
eight (8) or more years of credited service, or (2) has 
attained or attains age fifty-five (55) years and has 
twenty five (25) or more years of credited service, may 
retire upon his written applicaton to the board setting 
forth at what time, neither less than thirty (30) days 
nor more than ninety (90) days, subsequent to the ex- 
ecution and filing thereof, THE MEMBER desires to 
be retired. Upon his retirement THE MEMBER shall 
receive a retirement allowance provided in Section 
26-22. 


(B) EFFECTIVE JUNE 30, 1987, A MEMBER 
WHO IS ASSOCIATED WITH THE F.O.P. PARK 
SECURITY DIVISION AND WHO EITHER (1) 
HAS ATTAINED OR ATTAINS AGE FIFTY 
EIGHT (58) YEARS AND HAS EIGHT (8) OR 
MORE YEARS OF CREDITED SERVICE, OR (2) 
HAS ATTAINED OR ATTAINS AGE FIFTY (50) 
AND HAS TWENTY FIVE (25) OR MORE YEARS 
OF CREDITED SERVICE, MAY RETIRE UPON 
WRITTEN APPLICATION TO THE BOARD SET- 
TING FORTH AT WHAT TIME, NEITHER LESS 
THAN THIRTY (30) DAYS NOR MORE THAN 
NINETY (90) DAYS, SUBSEQUENT TO THE EX- 
ECUTION AND FILING THEREOF, THE 
MEMBER DESIRES TO BE RETIRED. UPON 
RETIREMENT THE MEMBER SHALL RECEIVE 
A RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE PROVIDED IN 
SECTION 26-22. 


(C) Any member, except an elected official of the ci- 
ty, who has attained or attains age SEVENTY (70) 
years shall be separated from employment WITH 
THE CITY, LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION 
OR DISTRICT COURT the first day of the calendar 
month next succeeding the month in which THE 
MEMBER attains age SEVENTY (70) years. If, at the 
time of separation from employment WITH THE CI- 
TY, LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION OR 
DISTRICT COURT, the member has EIGHT (8) or 
more years of credited service THE MEMBER shall 
receive a retirement allowance provided for in Section 
26-22. 


Sec. 26-22, Age and service retirement allowances. 


(a) Upon retirement a member shall receive a 
straight life retirement allowance and THE MEMBER 
shall have the right to elect to receive A retirement 
allowance under an option provided in section 26-27 in 
lieu of a straight life retirement allowance. The 
member’s straight life retirement allowance shall con- 
sist of the benefits set forth below: 


(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial 
equivalent of THE MEMBER’S accumulated con- 
tributions standing to THE MEMBER’S credit in the 
employees savings fund at the time of retirement; and 


(2) A pension which, when added to THE 
MEMBER'S annuity, shall provide a straight life 
retirement allowance equal to the number of years, 
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and fraction of a year, of THE MEMBER’S credited 
service multiplied by two per cent (2%) of THE 
MEMBER’S final average compensation. 


(b) According to such rules and regulations as the 
board may from time to time adopt, any member who 
retires prior to THE MEMBER’S attainment of age 
sixty-five (65) years may elect to have THE 
MEMBER’S straight life retirement allowance ac- 
tuarially equated to provide an increased retirement 
allowance payable to THE MEMBER’S attainment of 
age sixty-five (65) years and a reduced retirement 
allowance payable thereafter. THE MEMBER’S in- 
creased retirement allowance payable to THE 
MEMBER’S attainment of age sixty-five (65) years 
shall approximate the sum of THE MEMBER’S 
reduced retirement allowance payable after THE 
MEMBER’S attainment of age sixty-five (65) years 
and THE MEMBER’S estimated social security 
primary insurance amount. 


(c) In the event a retirant dies before HAVING 
received in straight life retirement allowance payments 
an aggregate amount equal to THE MEMBER’S ac- 
cumulated contributions standing to THE 
MEMBER’S credit in the employees savings fund at 
the time of THE MEMBER’S retirement, the dif- 
ference between THE MEMBER’S accumulated con- 
tributions and the aggregate amount of straight life 
retirement allowance payments received by THE 
MEMBER shall be paid from the retirement reserve 
fund to such person as THE MEMBER shall have 
nominated by written designation duly executed and 
filed with the board. If there be no such designated 
person surviving the retirement SUCH DIFFERENCE 
if any, shall be paid to the retirant’s legal represen- 
tative. No benefits shall be paid under this subsection 
on account of the death of a retirant if THE 
MEMBER had elected option 1, or (A) or (B) provid- 
ed in section 26-27, 


Sec. 26-23. Same—Deferred retirement. 


(a) Should any member who has eight (8) or more 
years of credited service separate from the employ of 
the city, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUS- 
ING COMMISSION, prior to THE MEMBER’S at- 
tainment of age fifty-eight (58) years, except 
THROUGH retirement, or death, THE MEMBER 
shall be entitled to a retirement allowance provided in 
section 26-22, as the section was in force at the time of 
THE MEMBER’S separation from employment 
WITH THE CITY, DISTRICT COURT OR LANS- 
ING HOUSING COMMISSION; provided, that THE 
MEMBER does not withdraw THE MEMBER’S ac- 
cumulated contributions from the employees savings 
fund. THE MEMBER’S retirement allowance shall 
begin the first day of the calendar month next follow- 
ing the month in which THE MEMBER’S application 
for same is filed with the board on or after THE 
MEMBER’S attainment of age fifty-eight (58) years. 
During the period of THE MEMBER’S absence from 
employment WITH THE CITY, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, regular 
interest shall be credited to THE MEMBER'S ac- 
cumulated contributions standing to THE 
MEMBER’S credit in the employees savings fund. 


(B) SHOULD ANY MEMBER WHO HAS EIGHT 
(8) OR MORE YEARS OF CREDITED SERVICE 
SEPARATE FROM THE EMPLOY OF THE CITY, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
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COMMISSION PRIOR TO THE ATTAINMENT 
OF AGE FIFTY-EIGHT (58) YEARS, EXCEPT 
THROUGH RETIREMENT OR DEATH, AND 
SHOULD THE MEMBER THEREAFTER DIE 
PRIOR TO ATTAINMENT OF AGE FIFTY-EIGHT 
(58) YEARS, THE DESIGNATED SURVIVING 
SPOUSE SHALL BE ENTITLED TO A RETIRE- 
MENT ALLOWANCE PROVIDED IN SECTION 
26-27(A), AS THE SECTION WAS IN FORCE AT 
THE TIME OF THE MEMBER’S SEPARATION 
FROM EMPLOYMENT WITH THE CITY, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, PROVIDED, THAT THE 
MEMBER DOES NOT WITHDRAW ANY AC- 
CUMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS FROM THE 
EMPLOYEES SAVINGS FUND. THE 
DESIGNATED SURVIVING SPOUSES’ RETIRE- 
MENT ALLOWANCE SHALL BEGIN THE FIRST 
DAY OF THE CALENDAR MONTH NEXT 
FOLLOWING THE MONTH IN WHICH THE 
DESIGNATED SURVIVING SPOUSE FILES AN 
APPLICATION FOR SAME WITH THE BOARD 
ON OR AFTER THE DECEASED FORMER 
MEMBER WOULD HAVE ATTAINED AGE 
FIFTY-EIGHT (58) YEARS. DURING THE 
DEFERRAL PERIOD, REGULAR INTEREST 
SHALL BE CREDITED TO THE DECEASED 
FORMER MEMBER’S ACCUMULATED CON- 
TRIBUTIONS STANDING TO THE MEMBER’S 
CREDIT IN THE EMPLOYEES SAVINGS FUND. 


(C) Any member who had five (5) or more years of 
credited service and was transferred from the employ 
of the city to the employ of Ingham County Health 
Department on July I, 1947, shall remain a member 
during the period employed by the Ingham County 
Health Department. Whenever the sum of city 
credited service and Ingham County credited service 
equals at least ten (10) years THE MEMBER shall 
become entitled to a deferred retirement allowance 
computed according to section 26-22 upon the basis of 
THE MEMBER’S city credited service. In determin- 
ing THE MEMBER’S final average compensation 
THE MEMBER’S compensations paid by Ingham 
County Health Department shall be treated as if they 
were paid by the city. THE retirement allowance shall 
begin the first day of the calendar month next follow- 
ing the month in which THE MEMBER’S application 
for same is filed with the board on or after (1) THE 
MEMBER’S attainment of age sixty (60) years, or (2) 
THE MEMBER’S retirement from county employ- 
ment, whichever is later. In the event the member 
withdraws all or part of THE MEMBER’S ac- 
cumulated contributions from the employees savings 
fund THAT INDIVIDUAL shall thereupon cease to 
be a member and shall forfeit all rights in and to a 
deferred retirement allowance provided for in this sec- 
tion. 


Sec. 26-24. Total and permanent disability—Condi- 
tions. 


(a) Upon the application of a member, or THE 
MEMBER’S department head, CHIEF DISTRICT 
JUDGE OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION 
DIRECTOR on THE MEMBER’S behalf, a member 
who (1) is in the employ of the city, DISTRICT 
COURT OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, 
(2) has ten (10) or more years of credited service, and 
(3) becomes totally and permanently incapacitated for 
duty in the employ of the city, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION by reason 
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of a personal injury or disease, may be retired by the 
board: provided, that (1) after a medical examination 
of the member made by or under the direction of the 
medical director, the medical director certifies to the 
board that the member is mentally or physically totally 
incapacitated for duty in the employ of the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION and that such incapacity will probably 
be permanent, and (2) the report of the medical direc- 
tor is concurred in by the board. 


(b) The ten (10) year service requirement provided 
for in paragraph (a) of this section shall be waived for 
a member in the event (1) the board finds THE 
MEMBER is totally and permanently incapacitated 
for duty in the employ of the city, DISTRICT 
COURT, OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal in- 
jury or disease arising out of and in the course of THE 
actual performance of duty in the employ of the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, and (2) THE MEMBER is in receipt 
of WORKERS compensation on account of THE 
MEMBER’S total and permanent incapacity occurr- 
ing as the result of THE MEMBER’S employment 
WITH THE CITY, DISTRICT COURT OR LANS- 
ING HOUSING COMMISSION. 


Sec, 26-25. Same—Computation of benefits—Non- 
duty disability. 


If a member retires on account of total and perma- 
nent disability, as provided in section 26-24, and the 
board finds that THE MEMBER’S disability did not 
occur as the result of causes arising out of and in the 
course of THE MEMBER’S actual performance of 
duty in the employ of the city, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, THE 
MEMBER shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance computed according to the provisions of 
section 26-22, exclusive of SUBSECTION (b). In no 
case shall THE MEMBER’S disability retirement 
allowance be less than fourteen per cent (14%) of 
THE MEMBER’S final average compensation. THE 
MEMBER’S disability retirement allowance shall be 
subject to sections 26-32, 26-33, and 26-33.1. Upon 
THE MEMBER’S retirement THE MEMBER shall 
have the right to elect to receive A retirement 
allowance under an option provided in section 26-27 in 
lieu of a straight life retirement allowance. 


Sec. 26-26. Same—Computation of benefits—Duty 
disability. 


If a member retires before attainment of age sixty 
(60) years on account of total and permanent disabili- 
ty, as provided in section 26-24, and the board finds 
that THE MEMBER’S disability is the natural and 
proximate result of causes arising out of and in the 
course of THE MEMBER’S actual performance of 
duty in the employ of the city, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, THE 
MEMBER shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance computed according to section 26-22, ex- 
clusive of SUBSECTION (b). In computing THE 
MEMBER’S disability retirement allowance the 
credited service to be used shall be the sum of (1) THE 
MEMBER’S credited service in force at the date of 
retirement, and (2) the number of years, and fraction 
of a year, in the period from the date of THE 
MEMBER’S retirement to the date THE MEMBER 
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would attain age sixty (60) years. During THE 
WORKERS compensation period THE MEMBER’S 
disability retirement allowance shall not exceed the 
difference between THE MEMBER’S final compensa- 
tion and WORKERS compensation converted to an 
annual basis. THE MEMBER’S disability retirement 
allowance shall be subject to sections 26-32, 26-33, 
and 26-33.1. Upon retirement THE MEMBER shall 
have the right to elect to receive A retirement 
allowance under an option provided in section 26-27 in 
lieu of a straight life retirement allowance. UPON 
THE ATTAINMENT OF AGE SIXTY (60) YEARS, 
THE RETIRANT SHALL BE REMOVED FROM 
DISABILITY RETIREMENT AND TRANSFER- 
RED TO AGE AND SERVICE RETIREMENT AS 
PROVIDED IN SECTION 26-22. 


Sec. 26-26.1. Increase in benefits. 


The benefits calculated in sections 26-22, 26-25, and 
26-26 shall be increased as per this section. Effective 
February 1, 1984, benefits for retirants and 
beneficiaries whose effective date of retirement is 
before November 4, 1979, shall receive an increase. 
This increase shall be calculated by this formula: one 
percent (1%) times the retirant’s or beneficiary’s 
benefit on February 1, 1984, times the number of full 
calendar years between the effective date of retirement 
and January |, 1984. 


Sec. 26-28. Death incurred in line of duty—Benefits. 


(A) In the event (1) a member dies as the result of a 
personal injury or disease arising solely and exclusively 
out of and in the course of employment by the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION or (2) a disability retirant dies prior to 
attaining age sixty (60) years and within a period of 
three (3) years from and after THE disability retire- 
ment as the result of the same injury or disease for 
_which THE MEMBER retired, and in either case THE 
death, injury or disease resulting in death, be found by 
the board to have occurred as the natural and prox- 
imate result of causes arising solely and exclusively out 
of and in the course of THE actual performance of 
duty in the employ of the city, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, the ap- 
plicable benefits provided in subsections (B), (C), (D) 
and (E) of this section shall be paid subject to the con- 
dition that WORKERS compensation is paid on ac- 
count of the death of the member or retirant. 


(B) Accumulated contributions. In the case of a 
deceased member, THE accumulated contributions 
standing to THE MEMBER’S credit in the employees 
savings fund at the time of death shall be paid in ac- 
cordance with section 26-31. 


(C) SURVIVING SPOUSE benefits. THE SUR- 
VIVING SPOUSE, if not remarried, shall receive a 
SURVIVING SPOUSES’ pension equal to the SUR- 
VIVING SPOUSES’ weekly WORKERS compensa- 
tion converted to an annual basis. Such pension shall 
begin upon termination of the SURVIVING 
SPOUSE’S WORKERS compensation period and 
shall terminate upon remarriage or death, whichever 
occurs first. As used in this section the term SURVIV- 
ING SPOUSE means the person to whom the deceas- 
ed member or retirant was married at the time of THE 
MEMBER’S employment with the city, DISTRICT 
COURT, OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION 
last terminated. 
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(D) Children’s benefits. THE unmarried child or 
children under age twenty-one (21) years shall each 
receive a child’s pension equal to the child’s weekly 
WORKERS compensation converted to an annual 
basis. Such child’s pension shall begin upon termina- 
tion of the child’s WORKERS compensation period 
and shall terminate upon THE attainment of age 
twenty-one (21) years, or death, or marriage, 
whichever comes first. Should the SURVIVING 
SPOUSE’S pension be terminated, as provided in 
subsection (C) of this section, and should an unmar- 
ried child or children under age twenty-one (21) years 
of the deceased member or retirant OUTLIVE the 
SURVIVING SPOUSE, each such child’s pension 
shall be increased by an equal share of the SURVIV- 
ING SPOUSE’S pension. 


(E) Dependent parents benefits. THE MEMBER'S 
parent or parents shall each receive a parent’s pension 
equal to the parent’s weekly WORKERS compensa- 
tion converted to an annual basis. Such parent’s pen- 
sion shall begin upon termination of the parent’s 
WORKERS compensation period and shall terminate 
upon remarriage or death, whichever occurs first. 


Sec. 26-29, Non-duty death benefits—Election of op- 
tion. 


Any member who continues in the employ of the ci- 
ty, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION on or after the date THE MEMBER 
acquires EIGHT (8) years of credited service may, at 
any time prior to THE MEMBER’’S retirement elect 
option A provided for in section 26-27, in the same 
manner as if THE MEMBER were then retiring from 
employment WITH THE CITY, DISTRICT COURT 
OR LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, and 
nominate a beneficiary whom the board finds to be 
dependent upon the member for at least fifty per cent 
(50%) of THE MEMBER’S support due to lack of 
financial means. Prior to the effective date of retire- 
ment, a member may revoke THE MEMBER’S elec- 
tion of option A and nomination of beneficiary, and 
may again elect option A and nominate a beneficiary 
as provided in this section. Upon the death or mar- 
riage or remarriage of the said beneficiary prior to the 
effective date of the member’s retirement THE elec- 
tion of option A and nomination of beneficiary shall 
be automatically revoked. Upon the death of a 
member who has an option A election in force, THE 
MEMBER'S beneficiary shall immediately receive a 
retirement allowance computed according to section 
26-22, exclusive of SUBSECTION (b), in the same 
manner in all respects as if the member had retired 
under an option A election the date preceding the date 
of THE MEMBER’S death, notwithstanding that 
THE MEMBER might not have attained age FIFTY- 
EIGHT (58) years. If a member has an option A elec- 
tion and nomination of beneficiary in force at the time 
of retirement THE MEMBER'S election of option A 
and nomination of beneficiary shall thereafter con- 
tinue in force; provided, however, that within sixty 
(60) days preceding the date of retirement THE 
MEMBER shall have the right to elect to take A retire- 
ment allowance as a straight life retirement allowance 
or under another option provided in section 26-27. No 
retirement allowance shall be paid under this section 
on account of the death of a member if any benefits 
are payable or are to be payable under section 26-28 
on account of THE MEMBER’S death. 
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Sec. 26-30, Same—Option A provision. 


Any member who continues in the employ of the ci- 
ty, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION on or after the date THE MEMBER 
acquires EIGHT (8) years of credited service, and does 
not have an option A election IN FORCE, as provided 
in section 26-29, and dies while in the employ of the ci- 
ty, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, the SURVIVING SPOUSE shall im- 
mediately receive a retirement allowance computed ac- 
cording to section 26-22, exclusive of SUBSECTION 
(b) as if the said member had retired effective the day 
preceding the date of his death. No retirement 
allowance shall be paid under this section on account 
of the death of amember if any benefits are payable or 
are to be payable under Section 26-28 on account of 
THE MEMBER’S death. 


Sec. 26-32, Re-examination of disability retirants. 


At least once each year during the first five (5) years 
following the retirement of a member with a disability 
retirement allowance, and at least once in every three 
(3) year period thereafter the board may, OR upon 
THE DISABILITY RETIRANT’S application shall, 
require any disability retirant who has not attained age 
sixty (60) years, to undergo a medical examination to 
be made by or under the direction of the medical 
director. Should any such disability retirant refuse to 
submit to such medical examination in any such 
period, THE RETIRANT’S disability retirement 
allowance may be discontinued by the board until 
THE RETIRANT withdrawS such refusal. Should 
such refusal continue for one (1) year all THE 
RETIRANT’S rights in and to a disability retirement 
allowance may be revoked by the board. If, upon such 
medical examination of a retirant, the medical director 
reports to the board, and SUCH report is concurred in 
by the board, that the retirant is physically able and 
capable of resuming employment with the city, 
DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION, THE RETIRANT shall be re- 
employed by the city, DISTRICT COURT OR LANS- 
ING HOUSING COMMISSION and THE disability 
retirement allowance shall terminate. In re-employing 
the retirant reasonable latitude shall be allowed the ci- 
ty, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION in placing THE RETIRANT in a 
position commensurate to THE RETIRANT’S type of 
work and rate of compensation at the time of retire- 
ment. 


Sec. 26-33. Same—Returning to employment. 


A disability retirant who has been or shall be return- 
ed to the employ of the city, DISTRICT COURT OR 
LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION, as provided 
in section 26-32, shall from the date of THE 
RETIRANT’S return again become a member of the 
retirement system. THE MEMBER’S credited service 
in force at the time of DISABILITY retirement shall 
be restored to THE MEMBER’S credit. THE 
MEMBER shall be given service credit for the period 
THE MEMBER was receiving a disability retirement 
allowance provided for in this chapter if within such 
period THE MEMBER was in receipt of WORKERS 
compensation on account of total and permanent 
disability arising out of and in the course of employ- 
ment WITH THE CITY, DISTRICT COURT OR 
THE LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION; other- 
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wise THE MEMBER shall not be given service credit 
for the period THE MEMBER was in receipt of a 
disability retirement allowance. : 


Sec. 26-33.1. Adjustment of disability retirement 
allowance. 


(a) If a disability retirant becomes engaged in a gain- 
ful occupation, business, or employment, and the sum 
of pay or other remuneration from such occupation, 
business, or employment, and THE RETIRANT’S 
disability retirement allowance exceeds THE 
RETIRANT’S final compensation, the amount of 
THE RETIRANT’S disability retirement allowance 
shall be reduced to an amount which together with the 
amount so earned by THE DISABILITY RETIRANT 
shall equal, but not exceed, THE final compensation. 
For the purpose of this section only a retirant’s final 
compensation shall be increased two percent (2)% for 
each completed calendar year THE MEMBER is in 
receipt of a disability retirement allowance. Should 
THE RETIRANT’S earnings be later changed THE 
disability retirement allowance shall be adjusted accor- 
dingly. 


(b) Each disability retirant shall file with the board, 
at least annually, a statement of THE RETIRANT’S 
earnings on forms furnished by the board, together 
with such supporting data as may be requested by the 
board to establish a basis for determining earnings for 
operation of this section. The board may from time to 
time adopt rules and regulations for defining earnings 
for puposes of application of this section. Failure by a 
disability retirant to submit required informaton upon 
written request by the board may, in the discretion of 
the board, subject the disability retirant to suspension 
of retirement allowance payments. 


Sec. 26-34, Employees savings fund. 


(a) The employees savings fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of members to provide their annuities; 
and from which shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this 
chapter. 


(b) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a 
member to the retirement system shall be the sum of 
three per cent (3%) of the first forty-two hundred 
dollars ($4,200.00) of annual compensation plus five 
per cent (5%) of the portion, if any, of THE annual 
compensation which is in excess of forty-two hundred 
dollars ($4,200.00). From and after December 31, 
1966, each member shall contribute to the retirement 
system three per cent (3%) of THE MEMBER’S an- 
nual compensation except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


(a) A member who is a part-time or full-time 
elected official; 


b. A member who is part of the executive PAY 
plan. 


(2) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, and through all pay periods ending 
before July 1, 1983, each of the following shall con- 
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tribute one and five tenths per cent (1.5%) of THE 
MEMBER’S annual compensation. 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor 
union and is not employed on a regular or permanent 
basis by either THE District Court and is not 
employed by the Lansing Housing Commission and is 
not described in (1) above; 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agree- 
ment providing for the contribution of no more than 
one and five-tenths per cent (1.5%) of each member’s 
annual compensation to the employees savings fund. 


(3) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1983, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


- a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor 


union and is not employed on a regular or permanent ° 


basis by THE District Court OR LANSING HOUS- 
ING COMMISSION and is not described in (1) above: 


b. Any member who is represented by a union 
which has entered into a collective bargaining agree- 
ment which does not provide for its members to make 
any contribution to the employees savings fund. 


(c.) The director of finance or other officer respon- 
sible for making the payroll shall cause the contribu- 
tions provided in subsection (b) of this section to be 
deducted from the compensation of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every payroll 
period, so long as the member remains employed by 
the city, DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING HOUS- 
ING COMMISSION. 


(d.) The contributions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum compensa- 
tion provided by law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent 
and agree to the deductions made and provided 
herein. Payment of THE MEMBER’S compensation 
less such deductions shall be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims and demands 
whatsoever for the services rendered by such person 
during the period covered by such payments, except as 
to the benefits provided under this chapter. When 
deducted, the contributions of each member shall be 
paid to the retirement system and shall be credited to 
THE MEMBER’S individual account in the 
employees saving fund. 


(e.) In addition to the contributions deducted from 
the compensation of a member as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, a member shall, in order to qualify for prior 
service credit, deposit in the employees savings funds, 
by a single payment or by an increased rate of con- 
tribution as determined by the board, the accumulated 
contributions, if any, THE MEMBER withdrew 
therefrom, together with regular interest from the date 
of withdrawal to the date of repayment. Repayment 
shall be made in accordance with the rules the board 
shall from time to time determine. The rules shall not 
require full repayment prior to the date which is one 
(1) year following the date of renewed membership 
nor shall the rules permit full repayment to extend 
beyond the date which is four (4) years following the 
date of renewed membership or following the effective 
date of this amendment, whichever is later. If a 
member dies prior to completion of repayment and 
leaves a spouse, the spouse may pay the balance due 
within sixty (60) days of THE MEMBER'S death. In 
no case shall any member be given credit for service

rendered prior to the date THE MEMBER withdrew 
THE accumulated contributions until THE 
MEMBER repays to the employees savings fund all 
amounts due such fund by THE MEMBER. 


f. Upon the retirement of a member THE 
MEMBER’S accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the employees savings fund to the 
retirement reserve fund. At the expiraton of a period 
of five (5) years from and after the date an employee 
ceases to be a member any balance standing to THE 
MEMBER’S credit in the employees savings fund, 
unclaimed by such member or THE MEMBER’S legal 
representative, shall remain a part of the MONIES of 
the retirement system, if no retirement allowance will 
become payable under this chapter on account of 
THE MEMBER’S employment WITH THE CITY, 
DISTRICT COURT OR THE LANSING HOUSING 
COMMISSION. 


Sec. 26-35. Same—Retirement reserve fund. 


The retirement reserve fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund from which shall be paid all annuities 
and pension payable as provided in this chapter. 
Should a disability retirant return to the employ of the 
city, THE DISTRICT COURT OR LANSING 
HOUSING COMMISSION, THE DISABILITY 
RETIRANT’S annuity reserve computed as of the 
date of THE MEMBER’S return shall be transferred 
from the retirement reserve fund to the employees sav- 
ings fund and shall be credited to THE MEMBER’S 
individual account therein; and THE MEMBER’S 
pension reserve at that time shall be transferred to the 
pension accumulation fund. 


Sec. 26-36. Same—Pension accumulation fund. 


a. The pension accumulation fund is hereby 
created. It shall be the fund in which shall be ac- 
cumulated reserves for the payment of pensions and 
other benefits payable from contributions made by the 
city. Upon the basis of such mortality and other tables 
of experience, and regular interest, as the board shall 
from time to time adopt, the actuary shall annually 
compute the annuity and pension reserves (1) for an- 
nuities and pensions being paid retirants and 
beneficiaries, and (2) covering service rendered and to 
be rendered by members. The portion of the annuity 
and pension reserves not financed by members’ con- 
tributions shall be financed by annual appropriations, 
to be made by the council, determined according to 
subsections (1), (2) and (3) below: 


(1) The appropriations for members’ current ser- 
vice shall be a PERCENTAGE of their annual com- 
pensations which will produce an amount which, if 
paid annually by the city during their future service, 
will be sufficient to provide the reserves, at the time of 
THE MEMBERS’ retirements, for the pension por- 
tions of the retirement allowances to be paid them bas- 
ed upon their future service. 


(2) The appropriations for members’ accured ser- 
vice shall be a PERCENTAGE of their annual com- 
pensations which will produce an amount, to be deter- 
mined by the board WHICH, IF PAID ANNUALLY 
BY THE CITY OVER A PERIOD OF YEARS will 
amortize, at regular interest, the unfunded annuity 
and pension reserves, if any, for the accrued service 
portions of the retirement allowances to which THE 
MEMBERS might be entitled. 
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(3) The appropriations for pensions and retire- 
ment allowances being paid retirants and beneficiaries 
shall be a PERCENTAGE of the annual compensa- 
tions of members which will produce an amount to be 
determined by the board WHICH, IF PAID AN- 
NUALLY BY THE CITY OVER A PERIOD OF 
YEARS will amortize, at regular interest, the unfund- 
ed annuity and pension reserves, if any, for pensions 
and retirement allowances being paid retirants and 
beneficiaries. 


(b) Upon the retirement of a member, or at the time 
a pension becomes payable to a beneficiary on account 
of the death of a member, the pension reserve for such 
pension shall be transferred from the pension ac- 
cumulation fund to the retirement reserve fund. The 
board may, from time to time, transfer from the pen- 
sion accumulation fund to the retirement reserve fund 
such additional amounts as are necessary to satisfy the 
actuarial requirements of the retirement reserve fund. 


Sec. 26-38. Same—Administrative AND INVEST- 
MENT expenses of system. 


The administratiVE expenses of the retirement 
system shall be paid by the city from its general fund, 
EXCEPT INSOFAR AS THEY ARE RELATED TO 
INVESTMENT OF FUND ASSETS, IN WHICH 
CASE INVESTMENT EXPENSES SHALL BE 
PAID FROM INVESTMENT PROCEEDS, EX- 
PENSES RELATED TO INVESTMENT OF FUND 
ASSETS SHALL INCLUDE BUT NOT BE 
LIMITED TO FEES FOR SERVICES OF OUTSIDE 
INVESTMENT MANAGERS, BANK CUSTO- 
DIANS AND INVESTMENT PERFORMANCE 
EVALUATORS. 


Sec. 26-39. Same—Appropriations. 


The board shall certify the amounts of appropria- 
-tions necessary to pay into the various funds of the 
retirement system, as enumerated in this chapter ac- 
cording to legal budget procedure. 


Sec. 26-40. Same—Use of funds. 


All funds of the retirement system shall be held for 
the sole purpose of meeting disbursements for pen- 
sions, retirement allowances and other payments 
authorized by this chapter and shall be used for no 
other purpose. The crediting of MONIES to the 
various funds of the system shall be interpreted to 
refer to accounting procedures and not to the actual 
segregation of MONIES in the various funds of the 
system. 


Sec. 26-41. Management of retirement system assets— 
Powers of board. 


The board shall be the trustees of the assets of the 
retirement system and shall have full power to invest 
and reinvest such assets subject to Act No. 314 of the 
Public Acts of 1965, as amended, and as the same 
might from time to time be amended. The board shall 
have full power to hold, purchase, sell, assign, transfer 
and dispose of any securities in which any of the 
MONIES of the system have been invested, as well as 
the proceeds of said investments and any MONIES 
belonging to the system. The board shall have the 
power to purchase notes, bonds, or other obligations 
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of the city before or after the same are offered to the 
public and with or without advertising for bids. 


Sec. 26-42. Same—No trustee, OFFICER OR 
EMPLOYEE shall gain from system’s investments. 


Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, no 
trustee or officer or employee of the retirement system 
shall have any interest direct or indirect in the gains or 
profits from any investments made by the board. No 
such person directly or indirectly, for himself or as an 
agent or partner of others, shall borrow any of the 
MONIES or deposits of the system or in any manner 
use the same except to make such current and 
necessary payments as are authorized by the board. 
No such person shall become an endorser or surety or 
become in any manner an obligor for any MONIES 
loaned by or borrowed from the system. 


Sec. 26-44, Same—Custodian of funds. 


The city treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of 
the retirement system. All payments from such funds 
shall be made according to charter provisions only 
upon regular city vouchers signed by two (2) persons 
designated by the board. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it shall have been previously authorized by a 
specific or continuing resolution adopted by the 
board. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

Dear President Creamer and 
Members of Lansing City Council: 


On July 5, 1985 Patricia Mask submitted a claim in 
the amount of $181.70 for damage to her 1982 
Oldsmobile and $50.70 for four hours taken off of 
work to obtain the necessary estimates. Claimant 
states that on July 1, 1985 at approximately 5:05 p.m. 
she was leaving the Capitol Avenue Parking Ramp. 
She claims that she entered her control card into the 
control card reader heard the ‘‘beep’’ sound watched 
the exit gate go up and began to proceed through the 
gate. However, partway through the exit the gate arm 
came dowon on the roof of her vehicle causing 
damage. 


An investigation was conducted and a report 
prepared by the Parking Division of the Public Service 
Department. At the time of the above described inci- 
dent a parking attendant was on duty near the scene 
when Claimant’s vehicle approached. Ahead of Clai- 
mant’s vehicle at exit six was another patrons vehicle. 
This vehicle had stopped at the sidewalk waiting for 
traffic to clear on Townsend Street. The gate was in 
the raised position. When traffic cleared the lead vehi- 
cle cleared exit six releasing the gate which was return- 
ing to the closed position when it struck Claimant’s 
vehicle. There had been no gate equipment failure at 
exit six location prior to this incident, therefore no 
equipment or adjustments or corrections were made. 


Based upon the above information there is a dispute 
between Claimant’s statement and those of the park- 
ing attendant on duty. Claimant’s states that she 
watched the gate arm go up and began proceeding 
through the exit. The parking attendant states that the 
gate arm was already raised due to the fact that 
another vehicle proceeded through ahead of 
Claimant’s vehicle and was awaiting traffic to clear on 
Townsend Street before clearing the exit. Additional- 
ly, this attendant does not recall hearing a “beep” 
which would indicate that the Claimant used her exit 
‘card to raise the gate. 


Based on the report of the City’s Parking Atten- 
dant, it appears that the cause of the injury was the 
Claimant’s improper use of the exit gate. 
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Therefore it is the recommdendation of this office 
this this claim should be denied.

A report by Lansing Police Department indicates 
that the incident took place on July 28, 1985 at ap- 
proximately 8:00 p.m. Claimant states that she heard 
glass break from a side window of her house. Upon 
checking she discovered that the window had been 
shattered by a titlist number two golf ball. Claimant’s 
home is located directly across the street from 
Groesbeck Golf Course. 


Pursuant to the Ross v Consumer Power decision, 
the operation of a municipal golf course may fall 
within the category of a governmental function to 
which immunity from liability for negligent acts is ex- 
tended. The fact that fees are charged, does not 
necessarily remove that immunity. Never-the-less, in 
cases such as this where the cause of the damage is 
clear, it has been the City’s practice to pay claims such 
as this. 


Therefore it is the recommendaiton of this office 
that this claim be granted.

RE: Claim of William Dennis Powell 
in the amount of $274.52 


Dear President Creamer and 
Members of Lansing City Council: 


On June 17, 1985 William Dennis Powell submitted 
aclaim for damage to his 1985 Buick in the amount of 
$274.52. The Claimant reported that on the Evening 
of May 31, 1985 the vehicle was parked about fifty feet 
(50°) from a twenty-eight inch (28’’) Cottonwood tree 
across the road directly in front of Claimant’s home at 
4917 Sidney. The next morning the Claimant noticed 
tree branches strewn all over his yard, the road, and 
tree branches hanging in the electrical wiring. Clai- 
mant noticed later that day some marks on the hood 
roof, trunk and right rear door of his vehicle. Some of 
the marks washed off, however, some could not be 
removed by ‘‘conventional methods’’. 


An investigation by the Forestry Division of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation indicates that a 
severe wind storm Occurred on May 31, 1985. Wind 
speeds of up to 69 miles per hour out of the West were 
recorded. Claimant’s vehicle was parked on the West 
side of the dirt road. The 28? Cottonwood tree is 
located on the East side of the street. With the wind 
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coming out of the West it is difficult to understand 


how the damage could have occurred to Claimant’s - 


vehicle from branches of that particular Cottonwood 
tree. The Cottonwood tree was inspected and was 
found to be sound and otherwise not a hazard. It is 
scheduled to be removed in the fall of 1985 only 
because Cottonwoods are an undesirable species. 

Based upon the above information, it appears the 
Cottonwood tree indicated by the Claimant could not 
have reasonably been the cause of the damage to his 
vehicle. It is highly possible that tree branches from 
other trees public or private struck Claimant’s vehicle. 
Additionally, the Cottonwood tree was inspected and 
found to be sound and not a hazard. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied on the basis of the above 
facts.

On July 1, 1985, Claimant filed this claim seeking 
compensation for damages to his vehicle in the 
amount of $504.22. Mr. Stuter claims that his brand 
new 1985 Plymouth minivan was parked on the roof 
of the City Parking lot at Capitol and Shiawassee 
Streets, near the elevator enclosure, on June 25, 1985. 
On that day the outer walls of the elevator enclosure 
were painted, and some of the paint was sprayed on 
his vehicle. The Claimant twice had to take his vehicle 
to a repair facility to have the paint buffed and resur- 
faced, new grill, mirror and head lamp barrel install- 
ed, for a total cost of $504.22. 


An investigation by Robert Dietz of the Transporta- 
tion Division, Public Service Department confirms 
that the elevator enclosure was spray painted on June 
25, 1985, that the Stuter van was properly parked ad- 
jacent to the enclosure, that it was a windy day and 
that the City’s painter did not act to prevent cars from 
parking in the immediate vicinity of the elevator 
enclosure during the painting process. Therefore it ap- 
pears that the damage to the Stuter vehicle may have 
been caused by employee negligence. 


Never-the-less, past City practice has been to pay 
claims such as this where the acts of the City resulted 
in the damage. Additionally, although the City may 
have immunity, such immunity would not extend to 
the employees involved. cf Ross v Consumers Power, 
supra. 

Therefore, based on the above and past City policy 
and practices, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim should be paid.

On July 5, 1985 a claim in the amount of $176.40 
for damage to the front door of an apartment located 
at 1135 S. Grand Avenue, which structure is owned by 
the claimant and rented out. Claimant states that some 
time around May 1, 1985 the door to the apartment 
located at 1135S. Grand Avenue was forcibly opened 
by Lansing Police officers executing a valid search 
warrant. 


A report filed with this office by the Lansing Police 
Department indicates that on May 1, 1985 at approx- 
imately 2:00 a.m. in the morning several Lansing 
Police officers in conjunction with the Tri-County 
Metro Narcotics Squad executed a valid search war- 
rant for illicit drugs on the premises of 1135 S. Grand 
Avenue. The officer, after identifying themselves, 
received no response and gained entrance by physical- 
ly forcing the door open. No more force than was 
necessary was used to gain access. A number of illicit 
drugs were seized. 


Pursuant to state statute, MCLA 780.656, police of- 
ficers are specifically authorized in executing a search 
warrant to break an inner or outer door of a house or 
building if the police officer fails to receive a response 
or are refused admittance, provided that the officer 
give notice of that authority and purpose. In addition 
in Michigan a fundamental requisite, inter alia, for 
establishing tor liability is the existence of a duty be- 
tween the parties and the breach thereof. See Portage 
Aluminum Co v Kentwood National Bank, 106 Mich 
App 210; 307 NW2d 761 (1981). In this particular in- 
stance, the police officers were performing their duty 
in a reasonable manner and in compliance with state 
statute. 


Based upon the aforementioned facts and law, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the claim be 
denied.

Investigation with the Building Safety Division of 
the Planning Department revealed that the inspector 
found the garage to be filled with ‘‘trash, garbage, 
debris, and rats.”” A reinspection sixteen days follow- 
ing the original inspection revealed the same condi- 
tion. The City contracted with Wemco Construction 
to remove the articles from the garage. Investigation 
revealed that Wemco Construction went to the site on 
January 9, 1985, and saw no violation as the garage 
door where the violation existed had been closed. 
Upon reinspection the inspector found that the viola- 
tion had not been corrected and redirected Wemco 
Construction to clean up the offense. On January 17, 
1985, Wemco Construction removed four (4) yards of 
trash, garbage and debris from the garage at 424 and 
426 Lesher Place. 


The invoice submitted to the City from Wemco 
Construction indicated that clean-up required forty- 
five minutes, forty-five minutes travel time and a four 
yard dumping charge for a total of $76.36.

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$104.00 Claimant states that on May 26, 1985 while 
attending the festival at Riverfront Park at approx- 
imately 5:30 p.m. she got up to leave. The jagged 


edges on the end of the bleacher where she was sitting ' 


dug into the back of her right thigh, tearing her slacks 
and ripping her skin. She sought and received teat- 
ment at St. Lawrence Emergency where she was given 
a tetanus shot and antibiotics against possible infec- 
tions. Claimant also indicates that she reported the in- 
dicent to the nearest police officer and later to the 
Parks and Recreation Department. 


The Division of Parks and Recreation of the Public 


Service Department indicates that apparently an ~ 


aluminum cap which fits over the end of the seat plank 
was bent out. There is not any prior notice on record 
of when the damage occurred to the seat plank. The 
bleacher is the property of the Parks and Recreation 
Department. Repairs were made to the bleachers the 
day after the indicent was reported to the department. 


A municipality is immune from tort liability for in- 
juries arising out of the exercise or discharge of a non- 
proprietary governmental function. MCLA 691-1407. 
Any activity which is expressly or impliededly man- 
dated or authorized by constitution, statute or other 
law is included as governmental function and 
therefore immune from tort liability. Ross vs. Con- 
sumer Powers, 420 Mich 567 (1984). Establishing and 
maintaining public parks to provide recreation and 
leisure services for the City is mandated and authoriz- 
ed by the Lansing City Charter Section 4-301 and 
4-305. Therefore under both statutory authority and 
recent case law governmental immunity is applicable 
to this instance. 


Therefore, though it is clear that the Claimant was 
injured due to the condition of the bleachers, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied as a legal matter based on governmental im- 
munity.

On October 9, 1985 Janet Bunge submitted a claim 
in the amount of $299.32 for damages to her motor 
vehicle. Claimant states that she was on her way to 
work on October 8, {985 at approximately 7:15 a.m. 
when she hit a very large piece of steel. Claimant states 
that she then pulled into a parking lot and spoke to a 
City employee. 


Public Service Department reports that a City own- 
ed vehicle had just left Washington Park after perfor- 
ming cutting, leaf removal and maintenance. A second 
City vehicle following a few minutes later came upon 
the leaf remover lying on Washington Street. The se- 
cond City vehicle actually struck the leaf remover 
prior to pulling over to the side of the road to retrieve 
it. Claimant’s vehicle following behind the second Ci- 
ty vehicle also struck the leaf remover before pulling 
off the side of the road. 


A municipality is immune from tort liability in all 
cases when it is engaged in the exercise or discharge of 
a governmental function. MCLA 691.1407. The 
maintenance and operation of a City park is expressly 
mandated by the City Charter 4-304. Activities ex- 
pressly mandated by constitution, statute or other law 
and being of a non-proprietary nature are immune 
from tort liability. Ross v. Consumers Power, 420 
Mich 567(1984). In addition, a municipality is liable 
for damages in the case of defective higways where the 
governmental agency knew or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence should have known of the defect 
and had a reasonable time to repair the defect. MCLA 
691.1403. In this particular instance the leaf remover 
was in the street for just a few minutes before it was 
discovered. As soon as the leaf remover was 
discovered the City crew had pulled over to the side 
and was in the process of retrieving it. 


Therefore it is the recommendation of this depart- 
ment that this claim be denied.

The Capital Region Airport Authority (the 
‘“‘Authority’’) is preparing to issue bonds to finance 
the construction of a new hangar, office and training 
facility for use by Simmons Airlines at the Airport. 
The bonds would be secured by the revenues derived 
from a lease agreement with Simmons Airlines and by 
the unused taxing power of the ‘‘Authority’’ (current- 
ly levying 36/100 of a mill against a maximum permit- 
ted of 75/100 of a mill). Because Simmons Airlines is a 
private entity which would benefit from the bond 
issue, the Internal Revenue Code would treat the bond 
issue as industrial development bonds which are sub- 
ject to certain federa) requirements, just as are bonds 
issued by economic development corporations in 
Michigan. 


To be validly issued, since the beginning of 1983, in- 
dustrial revenue bonds and the projects financed 
thereby have to have been the subject of a public hear- 
ing conducted by the issuer of the bonds and then 
must have been approved by the chief elected official 
or the legislative body of one of the governmental 
bodies which created the issuer. Mr. Russell Brown of 
the Capital Region Airport Authority has requested a 
resolution of support from the City of Lansing. 


I commend Simmons Airlines and the Capital 
Region Airport Authorityi for this project which will 
be a worthwhile addition to this area economy and 
should provide improved air transportation services to 
our citizens. I submit for your consideration a copy of 
the Notice of Hearing and a resolution of support for 
the proposed bond issue. A public hearing has been 
scheduled by the Authority for November 6th and it is 
requested that this matter receive your favorable con- 
sideration at the November 12th Council meeting.

Section 1. Sections 30-2 and 30-3 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Sec. 30-2. License—Required. 


I shall be unlawful for any person to operate or 
cause to be operated for hire within the limits of the ci- 
ty a taxicab, without first obtaining a license therefor 
from the city clerk. 


Sec. 30-3. Same—Qualifications of applicant; condi- 
tions of issuance, bond, insurance, fee. 


The City Clerk is hereby authorized to grant such 
license for the purpose aforesaid to any citizen of the 
United States or permanent resident alien, who is a 
resident of the state and of the age of eighteen (18) 
years and upward, or to any corporation or copartner- 
ship authorized to operate taxicabs in accordance with 
the laws of the state, subject to the following condi- 
tions hereinafter set forth. 


(1) Upon applicant’s executing and filing with the 
city clerk a bond to the city in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000.00), with proper and adequate 
sureties, conditioned that each taxicab will be 
operated in accordance with the provisions of the laws 
of the state and the charter and ordinances of the city, 
and that any judgment rendered in any court against 
such applicant or the driver of any taxicab, arising out 
of damage or injury to any person or property caused 
by the negligent operation of any such taxicab, will be 
paid. Any person DAMAGED by the negligent opera- 
tion of any taxicab belonging to the applicant, 
whether operated on lease from the applicant or other- 
wise, may, in the name of the city but at his own sole 
costs and charges, institute an action upon the same. 


(2) Further, upon filling with the city clerk proper 
evidence, which shall include a copy of the policy, that 
the applicant has procured insurance in an insurance 
company permitted to do business in the state, which 
insurance contract guarantees the payment of that 
part of any judgment against the applicant or an in- 
dividual driver of any such taxicab, over and above 
the initial sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) with a maximum liability on the part of 
such insurance company of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00) for any one person and three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for any one 
accident, which such insurance contract shall cover 
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any liability or bodily injuries or death occurring from 
the negligent operation of any such taxicab. 


(3) Such policy shall bear an endorsement to the ef- 
fect that the insurance company shall notify the city 
clerk at least ten (10) days before the expiration of 
such policy, whether by way of cancellation or limita- 
tion of term. 


(4) Filing with the city clerk the number of taxicabs 
to be operated under such license if granted and 
description of each, including the maker’s name, serial 
number, model, year and accounting number.

CATERING CONTRACT 


This agreement is made as of the day of 

, 1985, between the City of Lansing, a 

Michigan municipal corporation, hereinafter called 

the ‘City’ and — 
hereinafter called the ‘‘Caterer’’. 


In consideration of the mutual promises and under- 
takings contained in this Agreement, the City and the 
Caterer agree as follows: 


1. Scope of Agreement. The Caterer agrees to pay 
the fees established herein and to abide by the terms 
and conditions of this Agreement and in return, the 
City agrees to grant the Caterer a non-exclusive right 
to be placed on the City’s list of authorized caterers 
for the City’s Civic Center for one (1) year from the 
date of execution of this Agreement, hereinafter refer- 
red to as being an Authoirzed Caterer, and to grant a 
non-exclusive right to use the kitchen facilities and 
equipment of the City’s Civic Center for one (1) year 
from the date of execution of this Agreement. 


2. Use of Kitchen Facilities. As an Authorized 
Caterer, the Caterer shall have a non-exclusive right to 
use the kitchen facilities, serving room equipment, 
storage rooms, refrigeration, and other Civic Center 
areas expressly authorized by the Civic Center 
Manager. However, if the Caterer desires the use of 
the senior kitchen or its equipment, it must provide 
the Civic Center Manager with at least ten (10) days 
prior written notice. Upon sufficient advance notice, 
the City will provide and arrange tables and chairs for 
the Caterer’s use. 


3. Responsibilities of the Caterer. The Caterer shall 
be responsible for keeping Civic Center facilities and 
equipment which is used by the Caterer for catering a 
particular event in a clean and orderly condition. At 
the end of a catering function, the Caterer shall be 
solely responsible for cleaning up its work area, retur- 
ning the equipment belonging to the City to the 
custody of the City, properly dispose of all refuse and 
garbage and leave the work areas and equipment used 
clean and cleared to the satisfaction of the Civic 
Center Manager. The Caterer hereby consents to in- 
spection by the Civic Center Board and/or local health 
authorities at reasonable times to determine condi- 
tions of proper sanitation exist. 


The Caterer shall be soley responsible for notifying 
the Civic Center office of its bookings and business 
contracted, time of move-in, estimated time of move- 
out, and requests of work areas and equipment, 
reasonably in advance of the same. 


The Caterer shall be responsible for serving food 
and beverages of good quality at either price agreed 
upon for specific menus or at reasonable prices. The 
Caterer agrees to provide to the Civic Center 
Manager, a copy of food and beverage orders in- 
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cluding prices nad numbers of persons to be served, 
reasonably in advance of catering the same. 


4, Civic Center Fees. The Caterer shall pay to the 
City fifteen percent (15%) of its gross receipts up to 
$100,000.00 of such gross receipts received by the 
Caterer for catering events at the Civic Center. The 
Caterer shall pay to the City, twelve percent (12%) of 
any gross receipts received by the Caterer for catering 
events at the Civic Center which exceed $100,000.00 
per fiscal year as defined below. Gross receipts as used 
herein is defined as the total amount charged by an 
Authorized Caterer including any gratuities that might 
be paid to the caterer or its employees (excluding only 
alcoholic beverages) to its customers for Civic Center 
catering services for a particular event during a fiscal 
year, from July 1 to June 30. A copy of the Caterer’s 
invoice to its customers for such catering services shall 
be provided to the Civic Center Manager within ten 
(10) days following the completion of the same. The 
Civic Center fee, calculated in accordance with the 
terms of this provision shall be paid in full to the Civic 
Center Manager within thirty (30) days following the 
Caterer’s completion of providing catering services for 
a particular event. 


The Caterer shall maintain complete records of all : 


costs, expenses, and charges to customers in accor- 
dance with generally accepted accounting principles, 
relating to catering services provided under this Agree- 
ment, The Caterer shall make available to the City 
upon written demand all such records for the purpose 
of inspecting, auditing, verifying, copying, or making 
extracts therefrom. 


5. Independent Contractor Status. in the perfor- 
mance of its catering services hereunder, the Caterer 
shall be an independent contractor with the sole 
authority and sole responsibility for the control and 
direction of the performance of the details of its ser- 
vices. 


6. Liability. The Caterer by its execution of this 
Agreement acknowledges that it has inspected the 
premises and equipment of the Civic Center and 
declares such premises and equipment to be suitable 
for the Caterer’s purposes. The Caterer and the City 
agree that except as expressly agreed to the contrary in 
this Agreement, the City assumes no responsibility or 
liability for loss or damage arising out of catering ser- 
vices provided under this Agreement. In addition, the 
Caterer and the City agree that the Caterer shall 
assume all responsibility for property damage and 
bodily injury arising from its services hereunder and 
shall indemnify the City for the same. 


7. Bond and Insurance. The Caterer shall, with the 


‘execution of this Agreement, file with the City 


documents showing the following minimum amounts: 


A. A performance bond in the amount of 
$5,000.00 which bond shall be approved by the City 
Attorney; and 


B. An _ insurance certificate covering and 
demonstrating workers compensation compliance; 
and 


C. An occupational disease certificate; and 


D. An insurance policy naming the City of Lans- 
ing as an insured party, for general liability, 
$300,000.00 per person and $500,000.00 each occur- 
rence; and 
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E. Where the scheduled event to be served by the 
Caterer involves the furnishing of alcoholic beverages, 
an insurance policy naming the City of Lansing for 
$500,000.00 per person and $1,000,000.00 each occur- 
rence; and 


F. An insurance policy naming the City of Lans- - 


ing as an insured party for property damage, 


‘$5,000.00 each accident and aggregate, $25,000.00. 


8. Assignment and Subcontracting. Any assignment 
or subcontracting of this agreement or any part 
thereof by the Caterer without the previous written 
permission and approval of the Civic Center Manager 
shall be void and of no effect. In the event any sub- 
contracting is approved, the Caterer shall assume full 
responsibility for the actions, operations and services 
of any such subcontractors. Failure to obtain the prior 
approval of the Civic Center Manager before assign- 
ment or subcontracting shall constitute a material 
breach of this Agreement and shall terminate this 
Agreement immediately and any commitments the 
Caterer may have for service beyond the date of ter- 
mination shall be forfeited. 


9. Utilities. The City agrees to furnish light, heat, 
water, and electric for the Caterer’s use without cost. 
The Caterer shall be responsible for providing any ad- 
ditional connections, extensions, or equipment and 
shall obtain the written authorization of the Civic 
Center Manager prior to installing or using. the same. 
In addition, the Caterer shall not remove, disconnect, 
relocate, or alter any of the City’s equipment or pro- 
perty without the prior express approval of the Civic 
Center Manager. 


10. Occupancy. The City does not represent or 
guarantee that the Civic Center will be occupied by 
customers for the Caterers to serve. If for any reason, 
the Civic Center is unoccupied for any period or 
length of time, the parties hereto agree that the City 
shall not be responsible for any financial loss or 
damage the Caterer might incur. 


11. Term of Agreement. This agreement shall be ef- 
fective as of its date hereof and shall be renewed each 
year unless terminated sooner by mutual consent or by 
either party giving the other at least thirty days notice 
in writing of its desire to terminate the same. Any 
commitments the Caterer may have for services 
beyond such thirty day notice period shall be 
forfeited. 


12. Legal Requirments, Termination. The Caterer 
shall be solely responsible for securing all licenses, per- 
mits or insurances required by law and shall comply 
with all rules and regulations issued by the Civic 
Center Manager and Civic Center Board, all City or- 
dinances, laws, orders and regulations pertaining to its 
activities hereunder, made by any governmental 
authority or public regulatory body, and any fines or 
penalties assessed upon the Caterer, the City, or both 
on account of the Caterer’s failure to so comply shall 
be borne solely by the Caterer. Failure by the Caterer 
to properly obtain all necessary licenses, permits or in- 
surances required by this Agreement or failure to com- 
ply with all rules, regulations and any laws shall con- 
stitute a material breach of this Agreement and shall 
terminate this Agreement immediatley and any com- 
mitments the Caterer may have for services beyond the 
date of termination shall be forfeited. 


13, Changes in the Agreement. The terms of this 
Agreement shall not be changed, superseded, or sup- 
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plemented, except in a written document signed by du- 
ly authorized agents of the parties hereto, 


14. Governing Law. This Agreement shall be deem- 
ed to be a Michigan contract and shall be construed in 
accordance with and governed by the laws of the State 
of Michigan. 


15. Entire Agreement. With respect to the subject 
matter hereof, this Agreement supersedes all previous 
representations, understandings, and negotiations, 
either written or oral, between the parties hereto or 
their representatives, and constitutes the entire Agree- 
ment between the parties.

When it became apparent that the Property 
Manager, Sam Clay, was planning to retire, David 
Purvis, the Administrative Services Director, came to 
me with a concern that it would be extremely difficult 
to find someone to replace Mr. Clay who had his mix- 
ing of training and experience as a commercial realtor, 
contractor and manager. I requested that the Person- 
nel Department determine the specific requirements 
for the position and then investigate the available 
labor pool to determine if there was reason for con- 
cern. Mrs. Jackson and her staff conducted that study 
and have determined that while individuals are 
available who had some of the skills or some of the 
relevant experience, there was no one in the 
marketplace who possessed the combined skills and 
experience of Mr. Clay that were required to perform 
the role of Property Manager as it was defined. 


The Personnel Department suggested that the only 
practical way to provide the necessary functions to the 
City was to divide the responsibility and create a posi- 
tion within the Division of Building Maintenance and 
Property Management, which will perform the func- 
tion of buying, selling, and managing real estate for 
the City. Mr. Purvis, working with the Personnel 
staff, then devised a divisional reorganization which 
would implement that approach. That reorganization 
plan was reviewed and endorsed by the Personnel 
Department and the Budget Division and the in- 
dividual positions were reviewed by the Job Classifica- 
tion Evaluation Committee to establish appropriate 
levels. 


The new position referred to above was classified 
‘Real Estate Administrator (36)’’. The City Council, 
on our recommendation, funded the Administration 
Services Department for a three month overlap bet- 
ween Mr. Clay and his replacement. This means that 
there are sufficient funds already budgeted in the ap- 
propriate account which would be available to fund 
this position for the remainder of the fiscal year. Since 
Mr. Clay will be retiring on December 23, 1985, there 
would be an advantage to the City in establishing this 
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position immediately so that there is some opportunity 
for Mr. Clay to familiarize the new employee with the 
unique features of public sector real estate administra- 
tion in Lansing. ; , 


It is my intention to delete another position within 
this department as we implement this reorganiztaion. 
However, a deletion cannot be made at this time until 
the Property Manager position is filled and the skill 
and resource blend can be finally evaluated. It is my 
intention that the total number of authorized posi- 
tions shall not be increased over the current level. 


1 recommend that the City Council establish a new 
position, Real Estate Administrtor (36), within the 
Building Maintenance and Property Management 
Division of the Administrative Services Department. I 
have concluded that the City has an ongoing need for 
the services which will be provided by such a position 
and that it is in the City’s best interest to have a skill- 
ed, experienced individual on staff to perform such 
services. 


Potential dollar loss in lease negotiation and other 
related functions warrant attention in this area. Mrs. 
Jackson’s conclusion that the diversity of skills cur- 
rently within one position cannot be replaced and 
necessitate a separation, prompt this recommenda- 
tion. I would appreciate your consideration. Staff will 
be available to discuss this matter.

The following preamble and resolution were offered 
by Councilman Adado and supported by Councilman 
Benavides: 


Whereas, the Economic Development Corporations 
Act, Act No. 338 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1974, 
as amended (the ‘‘Act’’), recognizes that there exists 
in the State of Michigan the need for programs to 
alleviate and prevent conditions of unemployment, to 
assist and retain local industries and commercial enter- 
prises, to encourage and assist the location and expan- 
sion of such enterprises to provide needed services and 
facilities to the City of Lansing and its residents to 
promote the forestry and agricultural sectors of the 
State’s economy, and to encourage the develoment of 
facilities designed to produce energy from renewable 
sources; and 


Whereas, the Act provides a means by which these 
needs may be addressed; and 


Whereas, a project has been proposed (the ‘‘Pro- 
ject’’) to The Economic Development Corporation of 
the City of Lansing (the ‘‘Issuer’’) which would assist 
in the alleviation of the aforementioned conditions; 
and 


Whereas, the Issuer, in corformity with the Act, has 
designated a Project Area and Project District Area 
for its Project to this City Council for its approval 
thereof. 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by this City Coun- 
cil of the City of Lansing, as follows: 


1. The following Project Area, as designated by the 
Issuer, is hereby certified as approved: 


Project Area Description—Lot | and 2, Block 44, 
Original Plat of the City of Lansing, being a part 
of Section 9. T4N, R2W, City of Lansing, County 
of Ingham, State of Michigan. 


2. The territory surrounding said designated Project 
Area will not be significantly affected by the Project 
and, therefore, a Project District Area having the 
same description as the Project Area herein certified 
as approved is hereby established. 


3. Pursuant to Section 20(e) of the Act, a Project 
Citizens District Council is not required for the Pro- 
ject and therefore, such a Council shall not be formed. 


4. This City Council hereby advises and consents to 
the appointment by the Mayor of the City of Lansing 
of Lee Mason and Dale Martin as additional directors 
to the Board of Directors of the Issuer, pursuant to 
Section 4(2) of the Act, said persons being represen- 
tative of neighborhood residents and business interests 
likely to be affected by the Project. 
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5, The City Clerk is hereby directed to provide three 
(3) certified copies of this resolution to the Secretary 
of the Issuer.

Dear President Creamer and ; 
Members of the Lansing City Council: 


On July 10, 1985, Lorrie A. Dingman submitted a 
claim for damage to her automobile in the amount of 
$539.70. Claimant states that on November 22, 1984 at 
approximately 2:15 a.m. in a private parking lot in the 
3600 block of S. Logan she was involved in an auto- 
mobile accident with a Lansing Police Department 
vehicle. Claimant states that as she was pulling into an 
empty vertical parking spot the LPD vehicle backed 
into her. 


A report p repared by Lansing Police Department 
indicates that at approximately 2:10 a.m. a police of- 
ficer was in the private parking lot at 3600 S. Logan to 
disperse a crowd. The police vehicle was backing next 
to the wall into a vacant parking spot when Claimant’s 
vehicle made a hard right turn behind the LPD vehi- 
cle. The LPD vehicle attempted to stop but could not 
avoid a collision because of the suddenness of the hard 
right turn. 


Michigan Statutory Law states that a municipality is 
liable for property damage resulting from the 
negligent operation of a motor vehicle by an 
employee. MCLA 691.1405. That liability is limited, 
however, under the provisions of ‘‘no fault” 
automobile insurance law. The facts of this particular 
case do not support a finding that the employee was 
negligent in the operation of the motor vehicle. Ap- 
parently, the employee exercised due care and 
prudence in attempting to back the motor vehicle into 
the parking spot. In addition, Auto Owners in- 
vestigated this claim. Auto Owners states that as a 
result of the investigation their office would deny a 
claim for damage to the Claimant’s vehicle. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied.

Dear President Creamer and Councilmembers: 


I wish to remind the Council that I am required by 
your policy direction to negotiate contracts prior to 
January 1, 1986 with my department and division 
heads who are members of the Executive Pay Plan. 
You amended the Personnel Rules on January 14, 
1985 to include this requirement. I told you at the time 
that I had no serious problem with it, although I was 
already negotiating contracts with incoming 
employees. Your contract decision led to the retire- 
ment ordinance fiasco and now threatens to cause you 
additional problems. 


On September 3, 1985 I recommended to you by let- 
ter that you rescind the retirement ordinance AND the 
contract requirement. You did the former but not the 
latter. My recommendation still stands. 1 STRONG- 
LY recommend that you rescind your requirement for 
contracts with EP Plan employees hired before 
January 1, 1986. If you do not do so, I predict court 
suits, legal fees, and out-of-court settlements, adding 
up to your expenditure of thousands of dollars of tax- 
payers’ money to prove a philosophical point that 
doesn’t even need proving. I intend to implement your 
present policy fully and completely if that is your col- 
lective desire, but I feel compelled to warn you of the 
potential consequences should you decide to charge 
ahead.

Pursuant to your directives, I have begun im- 
plementation of your Personnel Rule Amendment re- 
quiring written contracts for all Executive Pay Plan 
Employees. 


Attached please find a letter from Donald L. Reisig 
in which he states that he ‘‘will be representing the Ex- 
ecutive Plan Managerial Employees in their relation- 
ship with (the Mayor’s) office and the City of 
Lansing.”’ Mr. Reisig does not state which employees 
he represents nor is he specific regarding his/their pur- 
poses. 


However, I suspect that Mr. Reisig has been retain- 
ed by some employees who are concerned about sign- 
ing contracts with me as you have directed. 


It is important that I point out several things by way 
of sharing Mr. Reisig’s letter. I also make one recom- 
mendation below. 


At no time have I formally recommended contracts 
for current EP members. I understand that some of 
you may have discussed contracts and other employee 
issues with staff and that they may have made various 
suggestions and recommendations. 


I have recommended against contracts for a simple 
reason: our Charter is clear that I have the authority to 
suspend or remove any or all Department Heads at 
any time. There is, thus, no pressing need for con- 
tracts with current staff. 


I recommend that you authorize me to hire the law 
firm of Foster, Swift, Collins & Coey to represent the 
City in the matter of contracts with EP employees and 
any other matters to which Mr. Reisign may be referr- 
ing. 


I make this recommendation because our own City 
Attorney is a member of the EP plan. A memo from 
him in this regard also is attached. 


You have directed me to prepare contracts for all 
EP employees. The Lansing Housing Commission 
Director is a member of the plan; however, the City 
Attorney has opined that the Housing Commission is 
independent. This may further complicate the issue of 
contracts. 


It is possible that involved EP staff may at some 
point ask the City to pay Mr. Reisig for any work he 
may do. Please recall that you may have set a prece- 
dent in the matter of paying legal fees of employees 
who sue us—despite my recommendation that you not 
do so. 


I will appreciate your quick action regarding 
authorization to hire legal counsel and any further 
policy direction in these matters.

$200.00 


Dear President Creamer and 
Members of the Lansing City Council: 


On October 2, 1985 Dale Dezess, 6811 Helman 
Boulevard, Lansing, a City employee, filed a written 
claim in the amount of $200.00 for damage to his vehi- 
cle allegedly caused by construction on Cedar Street. 
Mr. Dezess’ letter to the City Council states taht on 
September 23, 1985 he was on his way to work and 
was driving over the Cedar Street overpass which was 
being resurfaced. Claimant further states that when 
his car’s front tires dropped on to the stripped area of 
Cedar Street his exhaust system hit the concrete por- 
tion of the street and was thereby damaged. Mr. 
Dezess stated in that report that the impact ‘‘tore two 
holes in both sides’’ of his custom built exhaust system 
on his 1977 Oldsmobile. 


Information received by this office on November 
15, 1985 from Lenora Jadun, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Operations and Maintenance 
Division indicates that the City was resurfacing Cedar 
Street on the day of the accident. This information 
stated that the street had been milled in preparation 
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for new asphalt, and the change in elevation between 
the old surface and the milled surface was two inches, 


According to her report, automobiled are normally 
unaffected by this change in elevation, Ms. Jadun 
spoke to Mr. Dezess concerning this claim on October 
29, 1985, and he told her that he was aware of the 
street resurfacing project prior to the accident. He told 
Ms. Jadun that his speed was five to ten miles per hour 
and that the clearance from the ground to the exhaust 
‘son his car was five inches.’’ 


Upon investigation by this office, the Claimant 
stated that his speed was ten to fifteen miles per hour 
when his car was damaged. He indicated that the por- 
tion of the exhaust system which was damaged were his 
‘sheaders’’. He said that his vehicle is a ‘77 Cutless S 
with a 350 cubic inch V8 engine Mr Dezess said that 
exhaust headers ‘‘are for drag strip care,” and that 
headers are devices attached to the engine ‘‘for pur- 
poses of releasing pressure from the valves to let ex- 
haust out faster to give the automobile more power.” 
He said that the car is designed to be on an incline at 
an angle to the road so that the back bumper is twenty- 
four inches from the ground and the front bumper is 
about twelve inches from the ground. The headers, 
which are seven to eight inches long and are parallel to 
the bottom of the car, extend from the bottom of the 
car to within four to five inches from the pavement. 


An analysis of the facts leads to the conclusion that, 
with a normal five inch clearance from the headers to 
the paved surface, when claimant’s front wheels drop- 
ped two inches on to the stripped portion of the road, 
there would have been at most only three inches of 
clearance from the paved road to the headers, and this 
is assuming that the car’s suspension system at ten to 
fifteen miles per hour did not allow for normal shock 
absorption by allowing the car’s chassis to drop two to 
three inches. Since normal shock absorption at clai- 
mant’s stated speed would have allowed the car chassis 
to drop, the damage to Mr. Dezess’ car is most pro- 
bably a direct result of the design of his car and not the 
result of any dangerous or hazardous conditions of the 
road. 


A municipality may be held responsible for 
dangerous conditions on its roadways. However, in 
this situation it is evident that there were no dangerous 
conditions, The City has not committed any act or 
omission which would be deemed negligence. To the 
contrary, it appears that the claimant’s automobile 
was designed to be susceptible to damage over normal 
road conditions. The City has no liability, Therefore it 
is the opinion of this office that this claim be denied.

B. Operational. As has been the case with previous 2 
program audits, the paucity of program performance © g 
indicators lend a level of subjectivity to this report not 4 
inherent in the operational audit design. This being as § 
it may, we have determined that the Refuse Collection < 
System is in material compliance with the direction im- 
parted by Chapter 16A, Ordinance #396 of the City 
Code of Ordinances. Further, it is Internal Audit’s 
opinion that the operation of the system is conducted 
in an acceptably economical and efficient manner, and 
that the personnel responsible for the administration of 
this program have identified and implemented a con- 
siderable number of alternatives serving to increase the 
efficiency of this program. 


III. Conclusions 


From a program evaluation perspective we are deal- 
ing with two separate and distinct programs; that of 
household refuse collection including the collection of 
leaves, brush, etc., and that of bulk-item collection. 
Pursuantly, Internal Audit asserts that the City’s cur- 
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rent practice of financing both programs through 
revenue generated from one program, household 
refuse collection, is not only regressive in nature (an 
inherent fact of user fee tax structure), but is also ine- 
quitable with regard to benefits received. Within the 
context of only primary users of the system, those who 
extensively utilize bulk collection services in any one 
year are subsidized by those who do not. Over the long 
run such inequities should materially balance out and, 
therefore, do not present a particualrly disconcerting 
issue. However, as it has been the practice, albeit not 
the expressed policy of ihe City to provide users of 
private sector refuse collection with bulk-item City 
services, the result is that the primary users of the City 
system heavily subsidize many of the customers of 
private sector refuse services. This situation creates an 
even greater disparity between fees paid and benefits 
received for those City residents who are primary users 
of City services. 


As the problems identified are pervasively financial 
in nature, the solutions are, therefore, financial as 
well. The simplest course of action is to retain the cur- 
rent fee structure by financing both programs through 
orange bag sales. Adherence to this concept will 
necessitate a rate increase of over 30% in F.Y. 87, This 
option is not advocated by Internal Audit due to two 
considerations beyond the inherent inequities of the 
fee structure previously discussed. First, a rate in- 
crease of this magnitude would serve to price many 
low-income customers out of our program essentially 
defeating the intent of the program. Second, the more 
closely the City’s prices approximate the private sec- 
tors’, the greater the risk of losing City customers to 
the private sector. Also, to the extent we equal private 
sector prices, a viable option would be to discontinue 
services altogether allowing the marketplace to address 
service delivery and relagating our efforts to code en- 
forcement functions. However, if we are to deal with 
the costs of bulk collection as a separate issue, then a 
rate increase of approximately 10% would suffice to 
place the household refuse collection program on a 
self-supporting basis. 


Finally, if we are to deal with bulk collection as a 
separate issue, three basic options are available. One, 
institute a per unit fee for bulk collection services. 
Again, this would serve to prive low-income in- 
dividuals out of the marketplace thereby defeating the 
perceived intent of the program. This point is par- 
ticularly valid if we charge a rate equal to our costs. At 
a rate of $15/item we should consider terminating the 
program and rely solely on code enforcement. Two, 
fund the program through the City General Fund. 
While serving to address the problems previously iden- 
tified, this option also stresses an already burdened 
General Fund revenue structure. Three, a combina- 

_ tion of one and two. Institute a nominal fee for bulk 
collection with excess costs subsidized by the General 
Fund. 


I am available to discuss the audit report, and the 
basis for our conclusions and recommendations.

On October 14, 1985, Keith Cunningham, 840 Fred, 
Apartment 19, Lansing, Michigan 48910, submitted a 
claim regarding damage to his vehicle on September 
13, 1985. Claimant states that on that date at approx- 
imately 5:00 he and his spouse were travelling north on 
Cedar Street through a construction zone just north of 
Elm Street. Mr. Cunningham claims that his automo- 
bile ran over a steel rat-tail file which is in his posses- 
sion. The file was brought up through the floorboard 
by his left front wheel. Mr. Cunningham’s letter 
states, ‘‘the file had laid in the street for some time by 
the looks’ (sic). Nevertheless, he feels that the City 
should pay for the repair or his automobile. The 
amount of the claim is $42.00. 
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This claim was investigated by the Operations and 
Maintenance Division of the Public Service Depart- 
ment. There is no record of any report concerning 
debris in the road on Cedar at the intersection of Elm 
Street on that date. The Division was resurfacing this 
portion of Cedar during this time according to the in- 
vestigation. But the type of work that the crews were 
doing did not require the use of a file such as that 
which caused damage to Mr. Cunningham’s vehicle. 
According to the Operations and Maintenance Divi- 
sion, the file could have fallen out of any vehicle 
travelling in this area. The Department picks up debris 
in the road as it is reported to them by employees or 
citizens. There was no report of any file in the road 
until this claim was brought to their attention. 


There was a police report taken on that date shortly 
after the incident, The police officer taking the report 
states in his investigation that he talked to two people 
on the construction crew and showed them the file 
which came through Mr. Cunningham’s floorboard. 
These two individuals informed the police officer that 
neither the file in question nor one like it was used by 
the construction crew. According to the report, the 
driver kept the file. 


As a result of this investigation it is the recommen- 
datio of this office that this claim be denied since it ap- 
pears that there is no evidence to support Mr. Cunn- 
ingham’s contention that the City was responsible or 
liable.

The following is an audit of Purchasing functions 
and operations for the period of July 1, 1984 thru 
August 31, 1985 which is being submitted to you in ac- 
cordance with Sections 3-402.2 and 3-402.3(a) & (b) & 
(c) of the City Charter. The following is an abstrract 
of the audit for your convenience. The abstract 
itemizations refer to the pages of the audit where the 
contextual details and supporting rationale for the 
statements appearing in the abstract can be found. We 
urge you to refer to the audit itself to obtain a com- 
prehensive understanding of the issues involved. 


ABSTRACT 


Audit: Financial/Compliance with Significant 
Operational Auditing Aspects Regarding Purchasing 
Fucntions & Operations. 


Period Audited: July 1, 1984 thru August 31, 1985. 


Scope of Audit: A) Compliance of department to 
Purchasing Ordinance; B) audit of accounting & ad- 
ministrative internal control; C) operational audit of 
Restoration of Buyer’s Position; D) audit of Purchas- 
ing’s activities regarding professional service con- 
tracts. 


This audit constitute an essential element of the Ci- 
ty’s basic system of internal control. An independent 
branch oversees a vulnerable function in the City’s 
operations. This audit is mandated by Charter Section 


3-402.2 (this item covered in pages 1 & 2 of the audit). - 


Conclusion: The Purchasing Department is in 
substantial compliance with the City’s Purchasing Or- 
dinance. Internal Audit issues this positive opinion 


' with recommendations to further improve operations. 


Operational audit aspects pertaining to economy/effi- 
ciency and program effectiveness are treated in the 
special reports pages 5 & 6 and items A, B-II and D of 
the Findings. (Formal opinion & statistical data of the 
audit are on page 4 and 5.) 


Special Reports: 
A. Restoration of Buyer’s Position 


We excerpt from the audit: 


“In light of (1) the direct savings verified by audit 
(excerpt: $19,526.17); (2) the augmentation of ad- 
ministrative internal control which has yielded and 
will prospectively yield long term cost savings; (3) 
the additional time resources generated to remain- 
ing staff enhancing their cost containment ac- 
tivities, and (4) the increased workload of the 
Department, it is our opinion that the utility of the 
position has amply proven itself on a cost/benefit 
basis.”” 

The detailed rationale is covered on page 5 of the 

audit. 


B. Review of Purchasing Department’s Assumption of 
Administrative Control over Professional Service 
Contracts 
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We excerpt from the audit: 


“From an audit viewpoint, we approve of the 
augmentation of administrative internal control 
through the inclusion of the Purchasing Depart- 
ment in the professional service contract selection 
process. The applicaton of this oversight function 
provides a desirable check and balance 
mechanism. Further, the professional expertise of 
the user agency in the technical aspects of the con- 
tract (be it engineering, park planning, etc.) com- 
bined with the skill of the Purchasing function to 
assure a competitive contract award in a given set 
of circumstances results in a more advantageous 
outcome for the City.’’ 


The detailed rationale is covered on Page 6 of the 
audit. 


Findings & Recommendations. 
A. Lack of Purchasing Procedures Manual 


We excerpt from the audit: ee 


“However, a continuing deficiency noted in our 
audit of October 13, 1983 still exists. There is no 
formal purchasing manual (standard operating 
procedures) to guide departmental employees 
regarding their participation and responsibilities in 
the purchasing operation. Admittedly, many 
employees are familiar with routine purchasing 
procedures through past practice. But new 
employees lack such orientation. Even senior 
employees may be confused over non-routine pur- 
chases or what actions are to be taken when 
unusual or ‘‘emergency”’ situations arise. Verbal 
instructions from the Purchasing Department may 
be palliative, but difficulties emerge on nights and 
weekends when such contact may beunavailable. 
Likewise, the lack of a manual cannot but increase 
the number of unnecessary calls to Purchasing, 
negatively impacting on staff efficiency. 


. .. We recommend that the draft purchasing 
operating procedures manual be updated and 
issued immediately. 


... There is no substitute for a standard 
operating procedures manual to insure good ad- 
ministrative internal control, smooth operations 
and minimum disruption of staff time. 


We further reiterate the following recommenda- 
tion pertaining to administrative internal control 
which appeared in our last audit. 


+ » . arecommendation that should at least receive 
consideration, would be the conduction of an an- 
nual purchasing procedures seminar by the Pur- 
chasing Division. All city employees having major 
procurement responsibilities for their department 
(division, unit, etc.) would be required to attend. 
There, purchasing policies, procedures, methods, 
rationale could be presented in detail. Specific 
questions and misunderstandings of participants 
could be resolved. Often the direct conveyance of 
information and interaction of a seminar is more 
effective in accomplishing results than numerous 
manuals. Only a modicum of time should be re- 
quired, and the potential for improving perfor- 
mance is substantial. This approach would also be 
in accord with current traiing policies to upgrade 
the skill level of our employees.” 


(This item is covered on Page 7 of the audit.) 
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B, Findings & Recommendations Pertaining to the 
Bidding Process 


In four instances purchases exceeding $10,000.00 
did not undergo the bid process. It was our determina- 
tion, after thorough audit, that Purchasing made good 
faith estimates that such purchases would not exceed 
$10,000.00 but all written quotes in those instances ex- 
ceeded $10,000.00 The four transactions involved con- 
stitute .1% (one tenth of 1%) of the total bid base and 
therefore is not determined to be a material exception. 


In one instance,.a vendor complained that on-site 
demonstration of equipment was not a specification 
requirement but was subsequently demanded by the 
City as a condition of purchase. This effectively dis- 
qualified his firm as the cost of such a demonstration 
was not incorporated in his bid. Fortunately the point 
was moot. After thoroughly reviewing the documenta- 
tion, the complainant was nonconforming in several 
technical specifications. ; 


In another instance, a prospective consultant sub- 
mitted a letter of complaint that Purchasing gave them 
insufficient time to promulgate a proposal. 


We recommended certain refinements and additions 
in procedures to prevent future difficulties in the areas 
treated by audit finding B. (This item is covered on 
Page 8 of the audit.) 


C. Emergency & Sole Source Purchases 


We recommended that certain formal reports per- 
taining to emergency and sole source procurements be 
filed to comply with the Purchasing ordinance. (This 
item is covered on Page 9 of the audit.) 


D. Vendors’ Commodities/Services File Errors 
We excerpt from the audit: 


‘Purchasing is currently updating vendor applica- 
tions and posting by code all commodities and ser- 
vices in a central file. This file will ultimately be 
computerized when data processing completes its 
programming on this project. In our audit sample, 
we detected a 27% error rate whereby applicant- 
designated products/services were not posted to 
the central file. 


. . . Due to the high audit sample error rate on the 
postings to the commodities/services file, we 
recommend the postings be verified before being 
éntered into computer data files. Further, we 
recommend management analysis and review of 
vendor claims. It should be determined if the ven- 
dor has the ability and capacity to actually provide 
such products/services. Lastly, any adverse ex- 
perience with a vendor should be noted in the ap- 
plications file on that vendor.’’(This item appears 
on Page 10 of the audit.) 


E. Vendors in Financia] Default to the City 


We detected $9,667.88 in purchases from delinquent 
vendors. This is considered an immaterial amount in 
consideration of total purchasing volume. (This item 
is covered on Page 10 of the audit.) 


F. Evasions of Petty Cash Limitation 


We detected 7 instances where the $50.00 petty cash 
limitation was evaded. The matter was turned over to 
the Controllers Office for enforcement. Controllers 
will utilize the information obtained in this audit to 
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target review on potential problem areas. (This item is 
covered on Page 11 of the audit.) 


G. Preservation of Discounts 


To assure that current discounts allowed by certain 
vendoirs are not accidentally forfeited, we recom- 
mended that certain additional administrative pro- 
cedures be used. (This item appears on Page 11 of the 
audit.)
